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The Harl«ian ManiiMcript firom ithidt this Register has been transcribed, in 
the earlj part relates to the Monastery of Ilajles in ri ucesterahire. What 
relates to Abcrconway begins at the folio 40, b. The whole Maaiucript came 

into Lord Oxford's possession in 1723. 

The Editor suspects, from a passage in ITumphry Wauk'y's Diary, that it was 
purchttiied witli several others of Mr. liattuiej. In one part, page 14, from the 
Miue» a leaf appears to be wanting. 
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The Cistercian Abbey of Aberoonway was fouoded in 1186 to 
the honor of the blessed Yltpn Mary and All Saints by LlewelUn 
the son of Gerrase, or as he is more nanally called Uewellin ap 
Jonrerth^ Prince of North Wales* 

It continued upon its first Site till the year 128S, when Edward 
the First, among the changes which he made at Conway, becoming 
the patron of the Monks, removed their foundation to Maynan in 
Deiil>iglishire, a place about three miles distant, where he built 
for them another House, and to their ancient possessions and 
privil^es added new ones of no Inconsiderable extent. The change 
was confinned in a bull by Pope Nicholas the Fourth in 1289. 
The new Abbey^ however, still retained its antient name of Con- 
way, and was so called even to the time of its Dissolution under 
Henry the Eighth. 

In the 13th of John the Abbot had a licence to purchase lands 
In Worcestershire to the value of six hundred marks. 

The additional MS. in the British Museum, No. 15,663, fol. 34, 
contains an office-translation, from the Tower, of the Inspeximus 
charter to this Abbey of the 6th of Edward the Third ; and the 
preTious volume of the same Collection, a full trsnslation of the 
Ministers' Acoompts rdating to it in the 27th and 28th of Heniy 
the Eighth. 

In the 12tb Edw. I^ when the Abbey was translated, it was 
ordained that the Church of Aberoonway should be furnished with 

three Chaplains : two were to be Englishmen j the third a Welsh- 
man, " propter idiomatis diversitatem." 
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Davis Owen was Abbot of Aberconway in the 1st of Henry 
VIII. , 

Hugh Fricb^ Abbot of Abeieonway> wu buried at Saffron 
Walden in Essex, in 1521. 

The last Abbot was Richard af Rbtb or Kifftn, wbo bad a 
pension of £20 a year. 

The Site of Aberconway was granted in tbe 5th of Queen Eliza- 
beth to Elizeus Wimne, whose descendants still possess it, A 
Family- Mansion was built from the materials of its ruins.

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INTRODUCTION. 



The Rebellion in Lincolnshire was one of the occurrences of that 
troubled period of the reign of Edward the Fourth, when he was 
struggling with the machinations of hia overgrown aubject» Richard 
Neville^ eail of Warwick, ihroogli which he was at lenglih oom- 
pdled to leave his Itingdonij and seek personal safety in flight. He 
had alreadj suffered a period of unkingly restraint, from the time 
he was seized by the archbishop of York at Honiley, near War- 
wick,* until his escape from the castle of Middleliaiii ; and he had 
also already been troubled with the insurrection of the Yorkshire- 
men, who had defeated his army under the earl of Pembroke near 
Banbury, and beheaded his father-in-law and brother-in-law, earl 
Rivefs and sir John WydviUe. For these matters he had granted 
a pardon, with the mention of which the present narrative com- 
mences. 

That weak and worthless prince^ George duke of Clarence, the 
king's next brother, had virtually deserted his allegiance on aooept- 
intr the hand of Warwick's elder daughter and coheir ; and it was 

now the ]>roject of the King-maker to depose Edward, and place 
the duke of Clarence on the throne. This intention was first made 
apparent by the disclosures which ensued upon the suppression of 
the Lincolnshire rebellion, as related in thefiolloiring pages*

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The immediate consequence of kinj^ Edward's victory near 
yiaiiiford was the fliglit of tlie Juke and earl to France, where they 
concluded a treaty* with the queen of Henry \ I., and married the 
lady Anne Neville, Warwick's younger daughter^ to her son 
Edward prince of Wales : tbe duke of Clarence thereupon post- 
poning his claim to the crown to that of tbe house of Lancaster. 
On their retom to England^ fortified by this alliance, the king was 
in his turn forced to leaye the realm, and take refuge with hi» 
brother of Burgundy ; and the temporary restoration of king 
Henry the Sixth ensued. King Edward's return* and almost 
magical recovery of the crown, forms the subject of the first publi- 
cation produced by the Canulen Soeiety. 

The present Chronicle, extending oidy over the brief space of a 
few weeks, will not require further iiiustratiun, beyond what a few 
notes will supply. Any contribution to so obscure a pordon of 
English history cannot fail to be welcome ; and the present is of 
importance, not only because it relates circamstances not elsswh^ 
recorded, but also because it evidently proceeded from one who 
wrote under the immediate influence of the royal authority, and 
had consequently the best means of information : appealing, in- 
deed, to documents throughout liis narrative. It has been pre- 
served in one oi tiie volumes of the College of Arms (Vincent, 
No. 435), and for its communication the Society is indebted 
to AViLUAH CouRTHOPB, Esq.

First, how be it that our aaide souven^gne lorde, as a prince 
enolined to shew his mercy and pite to his subgettes, raither then 
rigure and straitenesse of his lawe), pardonned of late to his saide 
rebelles all tresons and felone}, trespasse} and offence3 committed 
and doon by thej'm ayeinst his lili^henesc afore the fest of Crist- 
enmes last past, (1) trusting that therliy he shuld have coraged, 
caused, and induced theyni from that tynie furthc to have been of 
good, kynd, and lovynt? denieanyng ayeinst iiis highenesse; yit they 
unnaturally and unkyndly, withoute cause dr occacion yeven to 
theym by our saide soveraigne lorde, falsly compassed, conspired, 
and ymagened the liual destruccion ot his most roiall pcrsonne, 
and of his true subgettes taking parte with him in assisting his 
highnesse, in so moche as whan he was commea unto Waldumi the 
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^. day of Marche, cm the morue after, the vij. day of Marche, 
there was brought unto him worde that Robert Welle), calling 
hym self grete eapteynof the comons of linccolne shire, (2) had doo 
made proclamacions in all the churche) of that shire the sonday the 
iiij. dave of Marche in the Icinges name, the due, erle, and his 
owrie name, every^ man to come to Ranby tiavvc (3) upon the tuesday 
the vj.day of MaTche, upon payne of dethe, to resist the king in 
eomyng down into the saide shire, saying that his comyng thidre 
was to destroie %he comons of the same shire, as upjierethe by 
the copie of the same. And theruppon, the vij. daye of Marche, 
the king sent to London for the late lorde Welles, (4) sir Thomas 
Dymmoke, (5) and othere> wMdie wen oome thidre by the kingea 
priTe aeale} (6). 

Upon the thunday the viij. day of March^ the long, ryding 
betwixt Bu[n]ttyngforde and Roiston^ toke in the way a ebilde 
whicbe was sent from John Morling, steward to the lorde Crome- 
wdU(7)> Wherby appered elerely ihe gaderii^ of the saide comons^ 
and parte of tlidre ententes, whidie letres pnzportith that by the 
tyme thay came to Stonefbrd thare shulde be of theym and of 
Yorkeshyr and other eontrees that wolde falle to thaym C. men. 
And the same lettre was written at Tottersale, (8) the yj. day of 
Marche, and is xedy to be shewed. 

The same thursday the king come to Roston, whyther come 
to hym a servaunt of the due of Clarence with a letter lattyng 
hys highnes wyt that, notwithstoTKlinn: that he had taken hys 
lyve ■ of hym at London, to have goone westward, yit, for to doo 
hym service in this his journey, he wolde arredye hym self to com 
towardes his highenes at suche tyme and place appointed as therle 
of Warrewike shulde also come, as he hadde promysed the king at 
London. Wherunto the king then answered, that he was glad, and 
wrote hym a letre of thanke of hys own hande ; whiche message 
80 sent by the due was fals dissimulacion, as by the warke> 
aftre it appered. Nevertheles the king, not nndrestanding no suche 

' leave. 
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doublenesse, but trusting that they nent tnily as thfty shewed, 
sent unto the saide due and erle incontinent his sererall comis* 

monn (9) for to arreise the people in diverse shires, and to bring 
theym unto the king to doo hym service ayeinst his rebelleg. And 
sou on the friday the Ix. day of Marche the king com to Uunt- 

yngdon. 

The kyng being at Hantyngdoon did the saide lorde WeUe3 to 
be examined, and sir Thomas Dymmoke and other severally, in 
whiche examinacion it was knowleged that in the lorde Welle} alie 
suche counceille} and conspiracions were taken and made betwixt 
bis son, tlie sude sir Thomas Dynmol^ the commons^ and othore ; 
and that be and the aside sir Gliomas Bynmoke were prhre and 
knowing of there comnraaicadons, and tbay might have lett it and 
didnoty hut Terray prorocsn and canters of the same, mUh othere 
drenmstanoey toudiing it. Whenqipon the long yvwe hym an 
mnnociott that he shnlde send to his -sonne, commatmdtng him to 
leve hys fdaship, and humbly submittehym, or elles thay for theiie 
selde treasons dbulde have dethe, as they had deserved. The king 
Ihemne^ beinf^eofn eftaone} tydinge} that the saide Robert Wellej 
and commouns were in grate nowmbre, and passed Linooolne 
towardes Grantham. 

Upon the sonday the vj. day of Marche, the king com to 
Fodrynghay, (10) where he had newe knowlege that his rebelles 
were passed (jraiitham towardes hym, but sumwhat thay beganne to 
chaunge thaire way towards Leycestre; which, as it was aftre 
clerely confessed, was doon by the stirring and message sent from 
the due of Clarence and erie of Warrewike unto the saide late 
sir Robert Wellej and other pcty captaynej, desiring thaym to 
have [been] by the monday at Leycestre, where thay promised to 
have joyned witli theym with zx. men, as it appered aftze in 
efiect and by severall confessions (11) of the saide captaynej. 

Wheie it apiperetfa deiely that by all this l^me the saide dnc 
and erle dissimaled lably with the king, for there,^ or be went to 

* Solh4 MS. Sotke MS. . read the mrU 
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London, promysed that he woolde have comen to the king in 
resistence of the saide rebeileti; uppon trust wherof the king by 
his knowlage and assent appoynted his g}^ste3,^ and the iiombre 
of the people that he wolde com withe [to] the king. Also upon the 
same trust aftre sent to the saide due and hym his commissions to 
arrise and bring with hym the people of certein shirej to doohym 
service. Also the saide due dissimiled right untruly with the 
king, for als soon as the lord \Velle3 was comen to London to 
the kinGj he come also thidre, undre coloure that he wolde have 
toke his leve to have goon westward, whedre he had sent his 
wyfe. And certeinly he en tended principally always to hym 
possible to have delaied the kinges comyng forth, sendyng worde 
to the saide sir Robert WeUej that he so wold doo ; desiryng 
hym not to be fSerr^ but to com forwardes ; the whiche porpose 
if be had brought aboute, without cny faile the king, by all 
Uteraly^ presumpdon, had be distressed and alle his felaship, as 
clerely may appere by the warkes aftre. 

That the due thus dissimiled it shewethe ; for on the morowe 
aftre the king departed owte of London the said due, the lorde 
Welle}, the prioureof Saint Johanne}, (12) and othere divers per- 
sons, kept theire counseill secretly at Saynt Johanne3, (15) and 
forthwith he departed towards Warrewike, contrary to his saying 
afore to the kinj^ ; and upon the way sent the king a plcsaunt 
letre as above, whiche letre his highenesse receyved at Roiston, 
where he wrote ayein, thanking and trusting verely he wolde so 
have doon ; and soo diverse other tyme} thny hothe sent to the 
king suche plesaunt niesage}, ever wenyng the king thare writting 
and message? had been feithefuUe and true, to the xiiij. day of 
Marche, whiche day the king came to Granthanio ; whiche alle 
notwithstonding, lalsly and subtylly dissimiled with his highe- 
nes ; for undre this they sent theire messages daily to the kinges 
rebelles^ bidding thayme to be of good chere and comforthe, and 
hold forthe theire way towardes Leycestre, where they promised to

have joined with theym and uttedy to hare ttSm liheire parte* 
wherbf iheiie mmatureUg and Mb double treaaon apperetbe. 

And if God ne had put in ibe kinges mynde at Huntyngdon to 
put the loide Welle} in certeynte of hia dethe for his fals conspi- 
radons and concelementes as is afore shewed, onlasse then his sonne 
wolde have left hia felliship, and submutted as above, and ther- 
uppon a message sent to the saide sir Robert from his fadre, tl^ey 
had be certeynly joyned with the saide due and erle ar the king 
might have had to dec with theym ; but as God of his grace pro- 
vided for the kinges wele, the same late sir Robert Welles being 
onwardes on his way towards Leycestre, undrestonding his fadre 
life to be in joperdie, by a message brought hym from his fadre, 
knowing also that the king was that Sunday at nvght at Fodring- 
hay, and deinyng tiiat he wolde not have passed Stanfurd the same 
monday, not entending to make eny submission ne beyng in his 
iSdaship, but disposing him to make his parte good ayeinat the king, 
and t r a y toail y to levie wheie* ayeinst bis highnes, arredied hym 
and hia idaahip that day to haTe 8^ ui^Kia the king in Stavnford 
the- monday nyght, and ao to have destnat hym and his ooat, 
and 80 leacoed his ftdre lyf ; and ibr tiiat oitent turned vnfAk His 
hoole ooat oute ol Leioeitre wey and toke hia -way towardes Stan- 
ford upon that same poorpoae. 

The kinj^ not nndreafeonding theei ftls diaaimilaeions, but, of 
Ins moat noble and rightwise courage, with alle spede pourposing to 
goo upon hia aaide rebelles, eerly on the monday afore day drew 
hym to felde^ and addressed hym towardes Stanford ; and at 
his thidze oomyng sett fiixdie his foward towardes his saide 
rebellion^ and ba3^t^ hym self and bis felasbip in the town, 
whethere com eftsons a message firom the saide due atid crle by a 
prest called sir Richard , and Thomas Woodhille, which 

brought letres from theym, certefying the king that thay were 
comyng towardes him in aide ayeinst his rebelles, and that nyght 
thay were at Coventrie, and on the monday nyght they wolde 
• war. To the field ; t. <. to the much onward.

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be at Leycestre; wherof the king delivered theym witb letres of 
tlicinkes of his own hand^ and incontinent toke the felde, where he 
undrestoode the saide sir Ro)>ert Welles to be in arme} with 
baniers displaied ayeinst hym, disposed to fight ; thousrht it nott 
accordinsT with his honoure ne surtied" that he shulde jeoparde his 
most roialle person upon the same to leve the fadre and the saide 
sir Thomas Dymmoke of live that suche treason liad conspired 
and wrought, as suu it was thought to alle the lordes, noblemen and 
othere tliat tyme being in his oost; wlierfore Ins highnesse in the 
felde undre his banere displaied comaunded the said lorde Welles 
and sir Thomas Dymmoke to be ezeouted; and soo furthwitih 
proceding ayeinat his saide rebdles^by the hdpe of alle mighty God, 
acheredthe yictorie (14) and distressed mo then zxx. ii^ men> 
usyng theiewithe plentyvoufly his mercy in saving of the live} of 
his pouie and wrecked commons (15). 

Where it is soo to be remembred that, at Buche tyme as the ba- 
taile} were towaides joynyng^ the kyng with [his] oost Beting oppon 
[the rebels], and they avannsyng theymself^ theire crye was, A CU^ 
reneet a Garence I a Warrewike ! that tyme beyng in the feelde 
divers persoi^ in the due of Claience livery, and especially sir 
Robert Welle3 hymself, and a man of the dukej ownj that aftre 
was slayne in the chase^ and his casket taken, wherinne were 
founden many mervclous bille), conteining matter of the grete 
seduccion, and the verrey subversion of the kint^ and the common 
wele of alle f liis lande, with the most abhominable treason that 
ever were seen < ir attempted withinnethe same, as thay be redy to 
be shewed ; and m the same chase was taken the late sir Thomas 
Delalande(U)). This victorie thus hadde, the king returned to Stan- 
forde late in tlie nyght, yeving laude and praising tu almighty God. 

Uppon the tewsday the xiij. day of Marche, the king, yit no 
thing mystrusting the saide due and erle, sent from Stanford to- 
warde theym John Down, oon of the swiers for his body, (17) with ij. 
letres of his own hand, signefyeing unto theym the Tictorye that

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God hadde sent hym, and desired tlieym to rom towarde hym 
with convenient nowmbre for thaire astates, commaunding theym 
to departed tlic peojjic of the shire3 (18) that were arraysed by 
thayme by virtue of his commyssion, for hym semed full necessarye 
to sett good direccions in Linccolne shire, for he was tliereinne, 
wherinne the advises were to hym right behovfulle, the king 
supposing verily thai lhay had been that monday nyght at Ley- 
ceatre, as they afore soo had written to his highnes that thay 
woUe have been. And it is to deme soo they slralde liave been^ 
or at the leest upon tewsday, ne bad be the kinges victorie on the 
mondajj and that thay had no snche nowmbre of people as thay 
loked aftre» whkhe caused theym to staker and to tary sttUe at 
Coventre, where the saide John Down founde theym. It b also 
to undrastand tiiat ne had be the tnmyng backe of the sdde late 
Robert Wdles widi hia oott towards Staufordfl!» fat his hdwi 
mkoe, the Idi^ oouthe not by liklyhode haive hadde at doo with 
theyme the monday, ne of liklyhode til thay hadd be joyned with 
the saide duc and erle, as afore written. 

Uppon the wednisday and thursday tiie ziiij. (19) and xv. day 
of Marche, the king being at Grantham^ were taken and brought 
thidre unto hym alle the captaynej in substance, as the saide late 
sir Robert Welles, Richarde Warine, and othere, severally exa- 
myned of there free wiiie3 uricompclled, not for fere of dethe ne 
otherwyse stirred, Icnowleged and confessed the saide due and erle 
to be partiners and chef provocars of all theire treasons. And this 
plainely, theire porpos was to distroie the king, and to iiave made 
the saide duc king, as they, at the tyme that thci shulde take theire 
dethes, openly byfore the multitude of tlie kinges oost aflcniied to 
be true. 

And what tyme the saide John Down had delivered the kinges 
letres to theim" at Coventre, thay saide and promysed to hym 
playnely thay wolde in alle haste com towardea the long, leviag theire 
fotemen, with a or at the most xv« men $ whiehe notwithstond* 
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ingjthe said JohnDown beingpresent, they departed, with alle llu ire 
fellaship, towardes Burton-uppon-Trent ; and when the saide John 
Down remembred theym that hym semed they toke not the right 
way towardes the king, theire aunswere was, that they toke that 
way for certeiii fotemen were by lore theym, with whom they wolde 
speke, and curtesly departed from thens^ to thentent thay shulde be 
the more redy and tlie better-wde willed todoo hjm aerriee hefe- 
aftre ; and iindie eolonr thereof they went to Burton^ and siUien 
to Darby^ for to gadre more people unto theym, to enfofee theym 
self aydnat the long in all that tiiey oont^e or myght soo erer^ 
continually using theire aoooatumed ItJa diimmilaeion. 

In this season^ the long undreitonding that di6 oonunodon in 
meoving of people in Bichemond shire by the stirring of the lorde 
Scrope and othera^ sent by the saide due and erle there for that 
cause with many lettres, his highness sent into Northomeiiand 
and Westmoreland to arredie certein felaship to a filowed * uppon 
theym if they had com forwarde, and to therle that tyme of 
Northomerland, nowe markes Mowntagoe, with his felaship, to 
have countred theym in theire faces, thay that understanding and 
hav3n^g tithinges also [of] the kinges victoric, and, as divers gentil- 
men of that felaship saide, thinkyng by the maner of the saide erle 
of Warrewike writing sent thidre in his own name oonly, to 
arreise the people, that theire stirrinjy shulde be ayenst the king, and 
fering his spedy comyng unto theij parties with his cost, left theire 
gadenng, and. satt still. 

The friday the xvj. day of Marche, the king com to Newer ke, 
and the setyrday, as the kmg was towardes Horebake, there com 
to hym from the saide due and ei)e Rufibrd and Henry Wrotesley, 
and widi tiieym brought pleaaannte writinges, dissimiling eflbMmei 
that thay wolde com to hym at Ratfordct The king deliTered theym 
the same day, the xvij. of Marche ; and on, sonday the long sent 
gpoter king of aimej with ij. piive aesl^ of summons to theym> 
that tyme being at Chestr^dde^ commaunding theym to com to 
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tbeire sunswcflre and declaracion upon sache thtnges as theforaalde 
captajas of Lineoolaeshire had accused theym of, as apperethe by 
ibe same seide summonsj (20) whereof the tenure filowethe. 
** Brothere, we ben enfourmed by sir Robert Welles, and othere, 

how ye labowred contrarie to naturalle kyndenes and dutie of lige- 
aunce divers raatiers of grete poise ; and also how proclamations 
have be made in your name and owre cosvn of "W'arrewike to as- 
semble uurc lieij:<" [5C<»ple, noo mencion made of us. Furthermore, 
letres missive sent in like maner for like cause, Hosv be il we 
woUe foryete that to ns perteynethe. And that is to calle you to 
your declaracion on the same, and to receyve you theninto, if ye 
wolle com as httethe a liege rnaii to com to his soveraigne iurdc in 
humble wise* And if ye soo doo, indifference and equite shalbeby 
US wde ramembTed, and soo as no leicmable man goodly disposed 
shslle more thinks but lifaafc we shaUe entnte you according to your 
nyghencs of oure bloode and oura lawe|. Wberfiwe^ our duposicioii 
thus playnly to you dedarod^ we wolle and chaige yoo, upon the 
feithe and tioathe that ye naturelly owe to here unto us^ and upon 
payne of your ligeauiic^ lliat ye> departing your felasbip^ In sUo 
hsst sftie tiie right herof addiesse yon to our presence^ humbly 
s&d masnnbly acoDmpayned, and soo as it is conTCment for iSt» 
cause abovesaid, lating you wits if ye soo do not, but contynue 
that onlefnU assemble of our people in pertnrbacion and contempe 
of our peas and commandement, we most procede to that we were 
lothe to doo, to tiie punyshement of you, to the grevous example of 
alle othere our subgettes, uppon the which if there filowe eny effii- 
cion of Christen bloode of our subgettes of this our realm c, we take 
God^ our blissed Lady, saynt George, and all the saiiitcs to our 
wittenesse tliat ye be oonly to be charged with the same^ and not 
we. Veven undre our signet, at Newerke, the xvij. day of Marche, 
the X. yere of our reign." And a like letre, undre prive seale^ 
was sent to the erle of Warrewike. 

The sonday the xviij. day of Marche, the king com to Don- 
castre^ wiicre cum tu hym from the saide due and erle a chapleyu 
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of the saide erle} called maister Richarde, bryngyng pleasaunt 
letren from theym, signefyeing in the begynynp; of his messa^, 
that thay v, olde com humbly to the kin^: ; but the conclui ion was 
that, or t il ay shulde com, thay wolde have suretie for theyirie and 
theire felasliip, with pardonne} for theym and alle the lordes and 
othere that had take theire parlie ; wherunto the king aunswered, 
that of late, in trust of theire hede* demeanyng he had nrauiitcd 
tlieyrn his pardon, and at theire instans and prayour made it 
extended to asmoche ferrer day then he had furst graunted it; 
Hid therefore, and ihe writing and message} to his highnes sent 
byfore remembred, he memuled that thay delaied thdfe isomyng, 
and sent eny soche messages for thore excuse), and sitiie his 
hinges had sent his forsaide sommons by the saide garter, hb 
highnes supposed to have worde from theym Ae same nyi^t of 
theire oomyng, and for that his saide entent shalde more derdy 
appera vnto theym, he wolde send to theym of newe his prifo 
scale} of his saide sumons ; as soo he dide by the saide maister 
Bicharde, chaignng hym to deliver theym to the seide due and 
erle. 

The monday the xix. day of Marche^ before noon^ come ayene 
from the saide due and erle unto the king at Doncastre the saide 
Rufford, and with hym sir William Pare, f^?l) with letres creden- 
ciales, the credence in efFecte conteynyn^; the saide message 
that the saide maister Richarde had brought on sonday afore, 
expressing that they wolde not onlesse then they myght have 
suretie) of theire comynL^, abiding, and departing, to have the 
kinges pardon in fuurrae afore rehersed, whiche buretie shulde 
have be that the king siiuld have he sworne to theym solemply 
and theruppon they to be sworne unto hym ayein ; wherunto the 
king, aftre advise Kod assent taken with slle his lordes and noble- 
men being there with hym, openly, thay being present, aunswered, 
that he wolde use and entreate theym as a souTeragne lord owethe 
to use and entreate his anhgettes^ for his aundent enemyei of 
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France wolde not desire so large a suretie for their comyng to his 
nidle presens j and he doubt it not but it was wele in theire xe- 
membraunce bow he of late bad graunted thejm his pardonne, 

and sithe that what insurreccions and rebellions were in his shire 
of Linccolne coraitted ayenst hym and the common wele of his lande, 
and as his }ii2:hnesse hathe knowlage by the confessions of sir 
Robert Welles called grete capteigne of Linccolnesiiire, Waryn 
capteyn of the fotemen, and other, they were styrers and provokers 
and causers of the same ; and if he shulde be to liberalle of his 
pardonne, considering the hanyous accusacions, and thay not barde 
what they couth say for their declaracions, it slmlde be to perlioux 
and to evel example to alle other bis subgettes in like case> and to 
gret «n unsurlie to his peisimne snd oomon weki of his realme; 
whiche meayed his hjglme} to telle dieym his aunswerej, and if 
they couthe have a declared Iheym sd^ and shewed the saide 
acciisadons van and untrue, he wolde hare he therewith as 
gladde as theym self> and so have taken tihieym in his grace and 
hkYom, And thoughe thay conthe not so have doon, yit his 
highnesse wolde not have loigoten the nyghnesse of blode whidi 
they were of to hym, ne the olde love and afiecdon whyche of 
long tym he bad borne to theym, but wolde have mynistred to 
theym rightwisseness with &your and pite. And where sedi- 
cious langage} have be shewen, as it is saide, by thdre meanes in 
the northe parties and ellej where to stir his subgettes ayeinst hym, 
in that he wolde not abide by his saide pardon late graunted, if 
thay or eny ofher knyght withinne his saiHo realme woulH soo 
say, he wolde m liis own pcrsann, as j knyght, make it goode 
uppon hym that he saide falsly and untruly ; and furthermore, lie 
bad the saide sir William and Rufford say to the saide due and 
erle, that ii lhay w uUlt com to his presence, according to his 
saide summons, he v\ulde therewith be plesed; and if thay ne 
wold, but refused so to do, he wolde repute, take, and declare 
theym, as reason wolde, aftre as theire demerites, obstinacy, and 
unnatorelle demeanyng required, and charged the saide sir 'WiUiam 
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Parre and Ruflford, that sith they were p^entilmen borne of his 
realme, if they solf ' tiicytn of such contunirLcy, tliey tlien slmlde 
leve theym and com io hym, according to theiie duty and liiit ance, 
and to yeve hym^ assisteuce ayenst theym, and that tliay simide 
givQ^ like charge to all other knvghtes, swiers, and other subgettes 
being there with the saide due arid erle to do the same, upon the 
payue of iigeance ; wheruppon the saide iiir \\ lUiam Par and 
liufford, fering that they shuld not be sufFred to opyn the kinges 
commandment, humbly besought l^e kinges gode graoe tiut it 
might please the same to send an officer of armes with theym to 
doo it, as he aoo did^ sendyng with theym Marcibe, oon d his kinges 
of annej. 

The monday nyght> whan his message was oommen to ihe saide 
dne and erle at ChestrefSdde, they, taldng noo regarde therunto» 
but presumptnody lefdsing by the same obstinacy, withdrew 
tfaeymself and their fettiship into Loncastre shive* trusting there to 
have encresing their strenghej and by the oomforthe that thay 
shulde have had there, and oute of Yorkshire to [have] assembled 
so gret a puyssaunce that thay might have be able to have fought 
with the kinges highnes in plein felde. 

The tewsday, in the momyng, the king, uncerteined how they 
wolde demean theym upon the saide summons and message, 
addressed hymself to the felde, and there put his hoole oast in ^ 
noble ordre of bataiiie, awowching his baner towardes Chestrefelde, 
undrestonding noon othere but that thay [sliould] be tliere, and then 
their aforeryders were com to Rotherham to take tiieire lod[ging], 
therefore the night filowiiig he came to Rotherham, where he 
loged [that nyjght, and there had certeyn tidinges of their departing, 
and that knawlege had [for as mojche as it was thouglit by his 
highnes, Us lordes, and oilier noble [men there bei]ng with hym, that 
he might not conyeniently p [roceed] with soo [great an] host, for 
that the saide due and erle^with their fdaship [had con8um]ed the 
[vitaile] afore hym, and the contrey afore hym self wa . • not 
• J99 afpatmtfy1k$MS, {. hmA t * MS. tiMm. < MS. if. * MS. and. 
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able to susteyik go gret an oost as the kinges higfanesse httd 
with him withowt a newe refiresshing ; the king for that causey and 
for that he shulde lie betwene them and the strengest of tiie 
Borlb parte^ wheruppon thay hoped and wolde hnre beene fayne 
joyned with^ addressed hym with his saide oost towardes his 
citie of Yorke, fully determyned there to have refresshed and 
vitailed his saide oast, and so vitailed to have entered into Lanc- 
^stresliire that wey, and there, if they wold have biden, to have 
recountred theire malioe ; and liiaf night he loged at his castelle of 
Powmfrett; and from thens tlie next day, thursday the xxij. day 
of Marche, he cam to his saide citie of Yorkc.

Ranhy, where sir Robert 
Welles mustered his forces, ia about fifteen miles east of Alford, and towards the city of 
Unooln ; to wbidi he afterwarda mamhad, and thanoo to Ctranlhain,a« notioad in 
more than one passage of the present naimtiriw Th« OWBinncement of the rebellion is 
thus described in Warkworth's Chronicle : ** In the nionpth of Iklarch, the lorde Willowby, 
the lorde Welles his sonne, Thomas de la Lond knyght, and sere Thomas Dymmoke 
Imyght tha Iqmgea diampyon, dxoff ovt of lijnooiiuKhyin aeva Thomaa & Buighe, a knyght 
of tfia kynges bowse, and pullede downe Ua place, and toke alle the oomons of the shyre, 
to the nowmbre of xxx.mI., and crynd, Km^ft Henry I and refused kynge Edwarde.'* Sir 
Thomas fiui*gh was obnoxious to the partizans of Warwick, because, in coojonotion with 
rir WilUam Stanly, he had raoantly aaitated king Edward in caching from dntanoa at 
Middleham Castle. He resided in the ancient manor-house of Crainsboioaighy nilioih lia 
paxdj zabuiU { bnt it doea not appear probabla that thozabala went ao teawtiu

Willoughby, the second wife of Robert, and cousin and co-heir of Ralph lord Cromwell, 
lord treaaorer. SbesurviTod to the 30th Aug. 14U7. In constx^oence of his marriage, 
fir Rkhard WeUes irae niiDnmied to peilhnunl during hte ItOu^ VMrnt, ^ mife 
directed " Ricardo WflUw de Willoughby militi," from the 2nth fifay, 1455. Hit hOm, 
Lionel lord Wi-llcs, K.(t. xi.'ns slain at tho battle of Towton in 1 IHl , fighting on the Ijftn- 
castrian side, and was conaequeuUy attainted ; but the sou was restored in blood in 1468 
(NkwtM^ Synopsis «f tlie Peerage), and tben became entided to the baieny of WeUea, 
which was of older date than that of Willoughby. By an act passed in the parliament 
of 1475 Richard Wtlks late of Htllowe in the countie of Lincolne knyght, Robert Welles 
of the same phice knyght, and Thomas Delalannde late of Horblyng in tho maa shize 
fc^jfgbt, wwe deeland attahitod of hi^ treaeon, tot the praieBt rehellioii. (Bet. Peri, 
vol* lim pb 144.) The attainder of the two Welles, father and son, was reTened in thefint 
parilament of Honrj- VII. (Ibid. 286.) It may here be iioiicwl that the author of 
Heame's Fragment was under a miaappreheosioa when be wrote, And anon there- 
upon the lord Wellee (tkal had murritd Mmyartt tdtdUw ^ Sommrtet) began a new 
commotion in Lincolnshire for tliat had been a second marriage made by his father, 
Lionel.

The following historical relic of typography may be worth 
preserring in " The Camden Miscellany.*' It cle^irly be- 
longs to the earl7 part of the reign of Henry VII. who 
was married to Elizabeth of York^ on ISth Jan. 1485. 
It is the Bull of Pope Innocent VIII. approving that 
matrimony and conjunction." 

It i^ a folio broadside, and the oldest that has descended 
to our time : on this account, if on no other, it merits 
notice ; especially as it must have been printed by Wil- 
liam Gaxton^ and is nowhere mentioned among the works 
from his press. The type is the same as that he em- 
ployed for various well-known productions, and some 
misprints will be observed, such as " Duchre " for Duchie 
in the first paragraph^ &c. It is given exactly as it stands 
in the original^ even to the most minute observation 
of the points. In several instances the word Pope ** 
has been erased or defiEused by some zealous reformer, 
into whose hands the document fell, perhaps fifty or sixty 
years after it was printed. 

I met with it as the fly-leaf of an old book ; and various 
defects, indicated by brackets, have been caused by the 
fore-edge of the paper having been cut away as a little too 
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laige for the puipose. In two other places the document 
is worm-eaten^ and it must have heen followed by some- 
thing that has now heen lost. 

Among the fragments in Lambeth Library (as appears 
by the Rev. S. R. Maitland's excellent and most useful 
"Index" 8vo. 1845) is preserved a Bull by Pope Alex- 
ander, dated Non. Octobrisy 1494, which recites that of 
Innocent VIII. in 1845. What follows is, however, the 
origmaL I apprehend that the Bull of Pope Alexander, 
like that of Pope Innocent, was obtained from the cover 
of some venerable volume, having been used as waste by 
the binder.

Tbb present fragment, thongh belonging to the hutory of 
another ooantry, daims the attention of the Camden Society, not 
merely from having been written by an Englishman, but also 
because it relates principally to the sernces of an army of English 
auxiliaries* The narrative does not include the whole period of 
their campaign, but it supplies an aooonnt of the greater part of it. 
It appears to have been written in the form of letters, which were 
despatched to some friend at a distance,* and ailtorwards trans- 
cribed in a conseeutive form* 

Commencing on the 13th of Aug. 1591, when the earl of Essex, 
the English general, was still near Dieppe, the port at wliich he 
landed, it proceeds day by day to the 6th of September. It is 
then suspended until the 3rd of the following month ; wlieu it is 
resumed, uuJ llicaceforward continued to the 21th of December, 
at which period it was again closed, in order to be transmitted to 
the friend for whose information it had been written. Whether 
the events which occurred in the month of September, and those 
which followed the 24th of December, were ever described by the 
name writer, it would now he vain to conjecture ; but it must be 
regretted that we have not his account of the first demonstration 
made by the Englishmen before Rouen ; in which the earl of

JSssex had not only the misfortune to lose his only brother, but 
also to incur the censure of his detractors at home^ and the dis- 
pleasure oi liiij riiyal niiitress. 

Tlie true author of this Journal has not been ascertained with- 
out much difficulty. It has been attributed in one quarter* to the 
celebrated sir Henrv Wott n. Such appropriation could not be 
reconciled with the authentic biograpiiy of that eminent man. 
Althougli he was closely attached to the earl of Essex at a sub- 
sequent period^ there can be little doubt that throughout the 
year 1591 he was travelling in remote parts of the continent. 
This is fthown by bis letters to lord Zoucb.t He arrived at 
Vienna on the 11th Nov. 1590, and remained there until the 
21st April 1591. Early in February 1592 he left Padua, after 
some residence there, and on the 25th April following he returned 
to Florence; and^ although we have no positive evklenoe of his 
place of sojourn during the period of the present diary, it was 
dearly in the sonth of Germany or in Italy ; and, had he been 
in Normandy, his correspondence at this period would surely 
have contained some allusion to the drcumstanoe.

IMTRODUOTIOK. 

The identity of tke Author has at length been ascertained 
through his mentioning his cousin sir Philip Boteler,* coupled 
with the circumstance of his officiating as the muster-master of 
the army.f These facts combined have contributed to fix the 
authorship upon sir Thomas Coningsby, who is placed third in 
precedence among the twenty-four knights made by the lord 
generall on the 8th of October.! Sir Thomas Coningsby and sir 
Philip Boteler§ were second cousins, inasmuch as they were both 
great-grandsons of sir Humphrey Coningsby, justice of the king's 
bench; and that sir Thomas Coningsby was muster-master is 
shown by a letter of lord Burghley.(| 

Sir Thomas Coningsby was the son and heir of Humphrey 
Coningsby esquire, of Hampton Court, co. Hereford, and a gen- 
tleman pensioner to queen Elizabeth, by Anne daughter of sir 
Thomas Inglefield, one of the judges of the common pleas. He was 
elected to parliament for the city of Hereford in 1593 and 1601, 
and intermediately was sheriff of the county in 1598. On the 
12th Nov. 1617 ^ was appointed one of the council to William 
lord Compton, lord president of the marches ctf Wales. 

Fuller, in his Worthies, meeting with the name of Sir Thomas 
Coningsby among the sheriffs of Herefordshire, remarks, I have 
heard from some of tins county a pretious report of his memory, 
how he lived in a right worshipful equipage, and founded a place 
in Hereford for poor people but to what proportion of revenue 
they could not inform me/' Hie institution to whidi Fuller thus 
vaguely alludes is that of which Sur Thomas began the foundation

The 
pious and affectionate feeling which gave birth to it in the mind 
of the veteran, was expressed in an elevated strain in the preamble 
of the deed*" enrolled in Chancery upon tlie occasion, which sliews 
that he had experienced some of the rude buflfets of the world. 
"The said Sir Thomas Coningsby, to the honour of God, the 
father of every griod and perfect gift, in thankfulness to him for 
his defence and protection, as well in foreign travels as by sea and 
land, as also for his preservation against malice and evil practices 
at home, in submission to his chastisements upon the person of 
the said Sir Thomas, which have disabled his body in this world, 
and enobled his mind and thoughts to the expectation of a world 
to come, and with a Christian hope and humble supplication to 
him for his blessing on his posterity, now depending on the last 
of six sons, which he had by his worthy and virtuous wife PhiUppa, 
the daughter of Sir William FitzwiUiams ; and being seised in fee 
of houses^ lands, and parcels of the commandry, which were the 
inheritance of those knights of St. John of Jerusalem, formerly 
employed in the snst^tation of Christian tsIout and courage, the 
said Sir Thomas ordained and constituted that all that quadrangle 
or square building of stone (&c. here it is described as to site) 
should be and remain a hospital for ever, under the name of 
* Coningsby's Company of Old Servitors,' in the suburbs of the 
city of Hereford." 

Sir Thomas Conbgsby died May 30, 1625, having married 
Philippa, second daughter of nr William FitewiUiam, of Milton 
near Peterborough, lord deputy of Ireland ; by whom he had issue 
a numerous ihinily. Fitzwilliam, his only surviving son and suc- 
cessor, was grandfather of Thomas first earl of Coningsby. Of his 
daughters, Katharine was married to Francis Smallman, of Kiaar-

Thk Si EOS OP Rouen is well known in the history of France 
as one of the incidents of the wars of the League. The city waa 
seised and garrisoned by that party in the year 1590. After con- 
siderahle delay in his preparations, Henri IV. invested it on the 
nth November 1591. The siege was raised on the approach of 
the duke of Parma on the 20th April following. 

Queen Elizabeth was preTailed upon, early in the year 1591, 
to lend forces in aid of the protestant king of France, as she then 
had reason to esteem him. ** In the monetih of ApriU/* says 
Stowe, three thousand footmen were sent from h^oe into 
Brytaine in France under the conduction of sir John Norris 
knight, to joyne with the prince Dombes, son of ihe duke Mont- 
pensier, and general of the Fk«nch king's forces in that province ; 
whidb companies have silence beene from tin^ to time supplied.'' 
This army continued to serve in Britany, under ^e command of sir 
John Norris,* but did not unite with tliat afterwards committed 
to die charge of the eail of Essex. 

The negodations for despatching this second army were com- 
pleted in the month of June ;t and the following month was spent 
in mustering men, aiid in the other busy measures of preparation.

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"The xxth of this moncth," writes sir Thomas Wylkes to sir 
Kol>ert Sydney, " my lord of Essex intendeth to imbarque with his 
troopes of 4,000 men for Normandy; in which expedicion sir 
Thomas Sherley and myself were appointed counsaillors to the 
earle, which with much adoe we have avoyded (as I hope) ; and I 
have not "knowen so gallant a troope goe out of England with so 
many young and untrained commanders.*' * 

Sir Thomas Leighton and sir Henry Kiihgrcw were those who 
afterwards went as councillors to the lord !Z;enerall. 

There are large materials for the history of this war among the 
papers of sir Henry Unton, who was at the same time sent by- 
queen Elizabeth to reside with the French king^ and to watch 
tiie events of the campaign. Of those papers one voluminous 
portion is preserved in the Cottonian collection : t and some docu- 
ments from that source are printed in the T Gth volume of Ry-» 
mer's Foedenu^ To have attempted any further selection from 
them on the present occasion would have been quite to over- 
burthen this slight brochure ; but there is one which the editor 
would have been tempted to give, vis. Notes of the incidents 
relating to the earl of Essex's expedition^ with their dates,** at 
fol. 76,— had not tiie greater part of the dates been unfortunately 
burnt away from the maigin by the Cottonian fire. A few pas- 
sages, however, of sir Henry Unton's despatches have been phMsed 
in the notes, because they directly illustrate the statements 
the Journal.

and other sources, a few othw notes have been added ; together 
with some brief biographical memoranda, identifying the young 
English aqptatns, many of whom were of high birth, and som^ as 
sir Robert Cary, sir Harry Dangers, sir OUrer St. John, and 
dr Thomas Fairfio, became men of considerable eminence in the 
history of the next century. 

The only English account of the same campaign that has pre- 
viously been published, is that contained in sir Robert Cary*s 
autobiographical Memoirs, from which a few illustrative passages 
have been appended. 



The manner in whieh armies wne constituted at the period of this 
Journal differed in so many respects from their present arrangements, that 
a few prefatory obsorTations on that suhject may be acceptable ; for, without 
such explanation, some of the terms employed by the writer may be liable 
to misapprehension. Most of those terms are indeed still in use, but their 
import has considerably changed. 

Tbere was only one gmiflrall cf the army, whose fbU designiUsoii ivas 
lisotraant-gciiBnll, he bni^ caoflidered the heum toMiM and repreacntatiTe 
of his torarogQ, nhm tbat so?erdgn was not prsBent irith the amy. He 
was, says Francis Markkam, <* Mnaetimes styled generally as Leicestw in the 
Low Countries, or lieutenant as the earl of Essex in Ireland, or lieutenant- 
generBll as the earl of Oxmond."t He was also uraally styled ** lord

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generally" as ambassadors were styled **my lord ambassador but the 

title was not permanont any more than the function. 

Tliere was also one marahall, an officer of high consequoioeyt but inftrior 

to the general!. 

A battaliou was termed a " battayle:" thus "our battayle" in p. 1I» 
and «( ibe battayle of the Swbers," p. 86. 

Eadi legpmeiit bad a oolonell or ecmmell, appointed by the gmera]], 
and die eoloodl appointed one lieutanant-oidonelL Doving die cewipaign 
before ue, on odonell Cromwell resigmng bia appcnntnient, in order to 
return home, the earl of Essex gave his regiment to captain Gary, who 
thereupon made choice of captain Power to be his lieutenant-colonell.^ 

The comprtnip? were jhon frequently termed bands. Each band had its 
captain, who like the colunell nominated his heutenaut, but not rnoi e than 
one. ThuS) at p. 33 of the present Journal, we read thai captain Barton's 
lieutenant was slain ; and ar Robert Gary resigned his captaincy to sir 
Francis Ridi, ** who wae lieutenant of my company before." Hie nmniber 
of men in a band varied. Deseribii^ the Sponiflh aimieB ar Roger Wil&ame 
aays, ** tibeir eomnusncniB for footo banda are like nnto onrai emne en^;ns 
800» some 200, the most of an ISO.^d 

Sir Robert Gary, when he started on the campaign of 1591, ** was a 
captain of one hundred and fifty men," and even in that rank his expenses 
were great. " This journey (he adds) was very chargeable to mee, for I 
carried with mee a waggon with live horses to draw it. I carried five great

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horses oyer with mec, and one little ambling uagge ; and I kept a tabic all 
t^e while I was there that cost me thirty pounds a weeke, which was from 
Midsuiiiiiier to almoit Chnitiinsse; and yet God to Ueseed mee that I 
nofer tnmfeed, but bee ttiU aent me means to snpply my wanta.** 

The cavalry, says air Roger 1IV1Uiaiiu» was divided by tbe Spaniards ** into 
an lOOj mxder a comet t* that is, into troops of 100 eadi; bntaa*<the 
advantagers and adveoftiirarBi" that is* the volunteers, generally marched 
with the generall, hh comet was always four or five huiKlrod. Thus, in 
p. 14 of the present Journal, the "gentlemen adventurers, which made about 
40 liofses," were all attendant on the lord-generall in his march, and hid 
brother master Devereux led the rear of the cornet. It will be observed 
tbat the voida eomet hm» and ensign above are applied to Uie troop or 
componj, and not to their officers. 

The old English horseman was calbd a man-at-azms. He was taSfy and 
betvily " armed that is, ineased in defensive armomr, for so was the word 
applied. " The men of arms," says Williams, " never breake their soft 
paces, unless they charge or retire." He also states that " a man of armes 
ought to have five hordes ; for every horse he receives as much pay as a 
launtier," or lancer. Hnt there were probably few, if any, cavaliers of this 
class with the English army in France in 1591, unless among the gentlemen 
adventurers. 

Hie greater part of the English cavalry were light horsemen, called 
** lawnoes*' in p. 14. Williama states that another common name fm them 
was « demilances/' and he afterwards compares <*oar Northern spesms, 
[itiat is» iJiose bred and employed on the Sootish borders,] light horsemen 
we teorme them," with ** the light horsemoa tearmed by the strangers har- 
gulatiers, as much to say hargabushcs or petronels on horseback." The 
French hargulatiers are continually mentioned in the present Journal, 
and some English " harquebuz on horseback " at p. 21. In the de- 
scription of the sally made by the besi^ed iu p. 57, it will be seen that 
thar cavalry was of thr^ arms, — ^ 150 horse in three squadrons, one cf 
lawnoes with orange-tawnye btndroUs^ Hie <rthera j^sloliers, boHi wdtt 
armed, [that is, as before remarked, protected by armour,] and the thud 
haiqnebns on horasbad^.* The hst were the same as the hargulatiers, and 
the pistoliers resembled those which the Getmans called raters (see the 
note m p^ 68).

INTRODUOTZON. 



There was the like varioty of weapon in a regiraenl of foot. Of every 
hundred men forty were protected by armour, that is, corslets or breast and 
back plates, and mDrions or tIboA hate. Of lihew thirty were pikemen, for 
d0^mce against tiie hone, and who had also swords and daggers ; and 
ten carried shorter weapons, called halb«rts or biUsy with targets on their 
left arms. The sixty others were ** shot»*'-— for offeitee, men who had fire- 
armSf dther the caliver, which had a harrel about 2 feet 6 inches loiig» 
or the musket, the barrel of which was 4 feet 6 inchesj and it was die* 
charged upon a rest. The last had been recently introduced when sir Roger 
Williams wrote ; and he has a chapter, " To proove muskatiers the best 
small shot that ever were invented." He prefers 500 muskets to twice the 
number of caUvers, although he admits the latter might discbarge two shots 
for one of the other.* Theintoitbnof another of his chapters is « To prove 
the pike the most honourable weapon carried by foolemen whilst he vigour- 
oinljr opposes the ei^ixing prqodioes of his countrymen in fovonr of arehoiy, 
mainfainln^ that bowmen were the worst shot used in these days," and 
that five hundred musketera are more serviceable than fiftew hundred 
bowmen." As? regar^l'^ this important change in the military art| the Dis> 
course of Warre is a treatise of much curiosity.

A JORNALL OF CHEIFE THIKGES HAPPENED IN OUR 
JORNEY FROM D£APE»(1) THE 18. OF AUGUSTE, 
UNTTLL ittanky. 

[MS. HsrU 288. f. 258—270. Cootmnpanij.) 

Avgvste 13. Upon Satterdaie^ beinge the 13. of Auguste, my 
lord,(2) havinge intelligence that those of Roan mente to give him a 
camisado*inthe nighte,inhis army provided all things necessarie to 
welcome them, together with a determynation, that if they came not 
that nyghte, then the next morninge he would have surprysed some 
of them in some of their owne holds and fortresses nere ad joynynge ; 
and for that purpose had caused all his owne cariagc-lioi ses aiid 
others of th'armye (which would have been above five or six score 
horses) to be in a-readiness to mownte liis beste muskatiers upon. 
And being ordering of all those things, sir Roger WiUiams came 
from the Idnge ^th letter8.(S) Whereupon he resolved to goe the 
nexte momynge to the kynge, with all his lawnces^ and many 
other yoltintarie gentlemen^ with a eommaundnient that none 
should carrie baggage, but merely a shirte. 

Aitg. 14. And so upon Sounday, beinge the 14. of August^ 
aboute 12. of the clocke, he tooke horse, and went that nyght to a 
towne called Newchastell, 16 English miles from Deape, in a 
verie hot daie, wonderfullic dusted, and pestered w[ith flies, where 
we camet] aboughte 10 a'clocke at nyghte. 

Aug. 15. From thence, the nexte momynge by vi. we 
were on horsebacke, marchynce towards Gisors, being put in 
verie good order at the yssuinge forth of the gate by the mar- 
shall sir Roger Williams ;(4') and so, passing thorowe the countrie, 
lead by men sent by the kmge, thorowe the moste champyon

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and open places (but verie much about and out of our waie), we 
made above 10 leagues tbat daie, although it be eccompted but 
IS leagues betwixte Newchastell and Gisors, being all devotyon* 
ated to tb'ennemye : but in this waie we saw of all sorts of people 
(besides those that came in our owne cotnpanye,) not ten persons. 
We found the Tillages and bowses utterlie abandoned, but yet mylke^ 
syder, firesbe water» and bread almoste in everie bouse readye sett 
to relieve our soldiers, which the footboyes and groomes broughte 
to thdr masters, for there was noe straggling out of the waie, for 
th'ennemye did attend us from hill to hill, only, as it seemed, to 
viewe and discover us ; for if they had had any other intention 
(whereof a nombre that were of goodwill were verie soric) they 
had verie convenyent means, we passinp: betwixte Gorney and 
Girberrey, both of them beinj:;e in our si^hte at once, th'one not 
dystante a league from us, and th'otber not above halfe a league, 
being both townes of garrison of tb*ennemye, both of horses and 
footmen, and the countrie verie apte, beinge somewhat close and 
upon straights betwixte bills, for ambushes : but when we recovered 
the hill in the sigbte of Gu berey, t he marshall conimaunded to hold}* 
and where before all the daie we had marched with our bargelatlrest 
some myle before us, (being to the nombre of some SO or 40,) 
many gendemen^s servants put themselves into that companie for 
that dates march. Next followed the lord generall, with all the 
gentlemen adventurers, whicb made about 40 horses; after them a 
squadron of lawnoes ledd by one of the corporalls ; then all the 
carriages, wagons, and carriadge borses ; and after them the reste 
of all the comett, ledd by master Devora3c.(5) Upon the hill die 
lord generall conimaunded all the trumpeters together, raun gin ge 
our selves upon the said pLice within the sigbte of both the fore- 
named townes. His lordship comraaunded them to sound, which 
was done with a verie greate lyvelynes. All the wliile we dis- 
covered soundric companies of horses upon hills and places of 
advauntage, but to noe greate nombre, for the moste we could

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understand by men of dyscretion that wente to discover, were not 
above 40 horses. The which, if they had doan tlieir endeavour, 
akiiough fyftie tymes so many durste not have foughte with us, 
yet might they have sore troubled us in our march, our cariages 
b^ng many, and our passages disadvantageous, and lykewise we 
mucli w^ryed towards nighte, being on borsebacke firom before 
yi* in tbe momynge tyll 2 a'clock the nexte morayngej not want- 
inge fully one bowre, where we baited in the open field our horses 
upon the growing come, and the reste of such as was provyded 
and brought along with us ; where^ under a wyndmyll, upon one 
of the lord generall's sumpter clothes, there we being garded all the 
while with th'one halfe of the horses while th'other were feed- 
inge, and having staid not fully an howre, there was intelligence 
browglite by our carbynes, that they discovered upon the hills 
nere adjoynynge to the waie we were to goc, being nere to Gorncy 
and Girberev, both towns of th'ennemye, and of stronge garrison 
both of hor.se and foote, soundrie troupes of horses. Whereupon 
there was commaundment given to everie one their caskes, * 
having ridden with all the reste of their peeces all the dale 
before ; and so we proceeded tyll we came up to the hill ncrc Ger- 
berey, within halfe a myle, and not a full league from Gorney, 
continuyng of our jorney to Gisors, where we arryved at ij. of 
the docke the nexte momynge ; and so by computation we had 
marched 20^ excepting our bayting howre, being let in at an ex* 
traordinarie tyme and used with greate favor by monsieur Flavan- 
courte there governor for the king, who feasted the lord generall. 

Avff. 18. The nexte momynge we tooke our jomey towards 
Oormonte, being the 18 of Auguste, having Beavor (Beauvais) and 
Pontois, both towns of th'ennemye, with strong garrison, on either 
side of us : and being past Longueville his house^ by vi. a docke 
in the morninge, we entered into a goodly plaine oountrie, where 
having ridden but ii. howres, the espyalls came and gave intel- 
ligence how they saw greate dust aryse, as if they had bene greate 
troupes of horse : whereupon our marshall, being mownted upon

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one of the lord genendFe hobbyes^ wente to dyscover with some 
otber fewe gentlemen, wbo returned unto us with aMurance that 
it was th'eunemye. Bat those whom they had dyscdvered were not 
above 50, as he said ; yet fearing that there mighte be nere unto 
a wood Home others, whom we could not dyscover, yt was com- 
maunded that everie one should put himselfe in arrues and in 
readines^ and mownte upon their beste horses, and with our 
cashes on. In a verie hott daie we rode iii. howres tyll we came 
to a castle called Meru, which being well barrocaded^ we dyned 
there with such provision as we had broughte with usj the lord 
generall commaunding by sound of trumpett that noe man should 
take any tliiuge but what he paid for. After a small rest there, we 
marched on towards Clennonte, passing by monsieur de Mois 
castle^ being utterlie battered and burnte by th'ennemye, being 
a verie zealous man, and niightylie hated of th'ennemye ;(^>) and so 
at ix. a"clock at nightc wee arryved ut Cleruionte, where we were 
most badly lodged, and I thinke noe one man that nighte laie 
eyther in bed or sheets ; the town having by assault bene takm 
and ransacked twise in one yeare. The nezte moniinge by vi. a' 
clocke we tooke our jorney towards Gompeign, being a wonderfdll 
goodly plaine countrie 3 and betnge some twoe leagues upon our 
waie accompanyed with the governor of Clennonte, and a troupe 
of some 34 horses with him, there was intelligence brought by 
our light horses that they had some greate suspicion of some 
ambusbment in a wood that laie nere our waie, because they had 
dysoovered some horses in the edge of the wood; whereupon 
there was commaundment given every one to arme. The governor 
of Clermonte sente his troupe with his lieutenantc, who, going 
fto] the wood, said he dyscovered them taking their waie towards 
Pontois. After their retorne, we all disarmed our selves of our 
headpeces, and so road tyll we came to Compaign, wiu re we were 
all marshalled five in a ranke : entering so into the said towne,we 
remayned there all that daie, and the next daie, beinge well loged, 
my lord invited for solace uionsieur Uevience, lieutenante- 
governor of Picardye, where a great nomber of ladies were 
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gathered together, not without dauncing and musicke. His 
lord^jhip, aceompanyed by monsieur d'O, great threasorer of 
Fraunce, and governor of the Isle of Fraunce, together with 
the mar i us of Pisana, (7) who lykewise was seiite from the 
kinge to conductc and accompanie luy lord gencrull to the kinge, 
who waa come from Noyoun unto a castle in the mydeste of tho 
waie, called (blank) from (blank) Compeign, to receare btm. At 
the gate thereof the baron Bironne mett him, and conducted him 
to the klnge, who waa in a garden attended with the duke Longne- 
▼ille,(8) the counte St. Pol]9(Sl) and many more^ receaving my lord 
with greate demonstrations of kyndness and favour, and we the lyVe 
of his nobles. After a long diacorse betwene the kinge and our 
generally the king ledd him into a castle, where he banqueted him; 
and afterwards was by the marques of Pisana and many other 
nobles conducted out of the towne, and conveyed into a village an 
EtigUsh mile o£P; but before hm arrivall there, the kinge, attended 
with some ii. or iii., overtooke my lord rydyng with his band, 
sayinge unto all the trayne in English, '^You arc welcome;" and 
having brought my lord to his lodgmge, and remayning there half 
an howre with Inm, retorned attended by my lord and his cora- 
panie to his owne quarter. We were verie well lodged in that 
village for provision of our horses ; but noe man lay there upon or 
in any bed, but only my lord who brought it with him, but we had 
our choice oi" strawe and hay inuugli. 

Aug, 20. The nexte morning my lord went unto the king^ where 
we were at a preaching in his owne chamber>for he hath noe pub* 
lique plaoej but preacheth in his houses the which donne, he 
wente to dynner, my lord dynyng with him by his commandment^ 
and we with his grand esquire. After dynner my lord» by the king's 
commandment, being aceompanyed only with a doien gentlemen, 
did attend him to Noyoun,( 10) which he lately besieged and tooke by 
composition ; where, besides all other places of Fraunce which we 
had passed, we might see and beholde the pyttyful and firie sick<» 
aeiy and tokens of their lamentable warn, the eonatrie beiqg 
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spoiled about, the bridges broken, all the suburbes of the towne 
burned, their orchards and gardens utterUe destroyed, " their 
churches beaten downe, the walls rente, the towne within most 
fylthie, and bieifly the oonntenance and face of all things showing 
desolation. The cbeife intent of bringing my lord thyther (as I 
doe judge) was to take oonncel with the marshall Biron,(ll) who lay 
there sicke of tlie gowt^ how to dispose of our army ; where we 
remayned one whole daie^ well intreated at the king's charge for 
onr dyett, which was such and in sudi sorte as tasted no wbyte 
of the warres. 

Aug. 21. This day we spente in viewing the places of the bat- 
terie, and of the trenches made by the kinge, as well of the abbey 
as of the towne. The howses that are burned in the suburbes (as 
reporte goeth) are said to be 2,000, or more ; but I, having parti- 
cularly viewed them, can judge no lesse then 1,600; and many of 
them faire bowses. The breach at wliich our English men tooke 
the abbey was not such as I and twoe more could come up in 
rancke.(12) The king deter my ned to raise [raze] the abbey cleane, 
leaste th'ennemye siiould possess him self of yt, and so trouble 
and moleste the towne. 

Juff, 22. This eremnge, bdng the 22. of Auguste^ the kinge 
with his nobles would neades leape, where our lord generall did 
orerleape them all. 

Attff, 23. The next daie» beinge the 23.^ my lord, after dynner, 
tooke his leave of the kinge, where all the gentlemen of accompt 
Idste his hand, unto who me he used tbebe speeches in effecte: — 
" 1 shall not be well tyll I have mett th^e brave men agayne, 
which shalbe before a moneth be at an end. In the mean tyme, I 
hope you will not be idle." His intention being that we should 
enterprise in the mean whyle somethinge about Roan. Then my 
lord was conducted to the gate by the duke of Longueville and 
his brother, and by the king's master of horse, above iii. myles 
out of the towne ; and there by monsieur d'O, governor of the 
Isle of Fraunce, and high threasurer of the kinge, to Ck>mpeign, 
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where we found the duke Monpensiere (13) going to the kinge Mrith 
600 horae. The king, the next due of our departure^ tooke his 
jorney to Ruytters.(14) The manhall Biron comes presently downe 
to joyne with our fcnrcea to enterprise somethinge in theise quar- 
ters of Noroiandie, from Compeign. 

Aug, 24, The 24. we came to monsieur de Moy^s, to a village 
called Moy, where the lord thereof gave us the best entertayn- 
ment he oould^ which could not be greate^ the general! ruin 
of the country considered, and his <»stle being by the duke 
de Mayne(15} taken by force of cannon, beinge a veiie faire and 
stronge castle. 

Auff. 25. The 25, we marched through the raeere ennemyes 
countrie, ryding all the daie armed, the weather moste extreame 
hott, our companycs being refreshed with 250 horses, conducted 
by monsieur de Moy; and the baron de Botteviilc broughte us to 
the castle of Meru that daie to bayte, which holdeth for the 
kinge, where we left our footeuien, who of 600 are broughte to 
240. And we marched unto Gisors that nighte, and by the waie 
there were dyscovered sondrie nombers of horse, to the nomber of 
240 ; the which sir Roger Williams havinge spyed, who ledd the 
squadron of lawnces, sente word unto my lord to lead [the] bodye, 
that he should provyde to fyghte; and so he did, marching all 
th'aftemoone in a readynes to fyghte, being in view of th'ennemye, 
who kept at th'one syde all the daie. Towards nights^ being 
within a league of Gisors, we tooke some inteUigense of tfa'enne< 
my's lymg in a castie of the duke LongueviUe, where we were to 
passe; but coming tiiither we found hr had bene there all daie 
and was gonne away at nyghte. An abbesse, with some of her 
nonnes, came out (fearing that we would have lodged there), to 
beseech my lord that there should noe insolencies be doan to 
them or theirs; who answered them that it was not his determi- 
nation there to reste ; and if he had, there should have bene noe 
wronge doan unto them. There were some of them of noble houses, 
coy and fyne, and otherwise, I thincke, then Mary Magdalen in 
their mynds. 
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Aug. 26. Arryvinge at GUors about II o'clock at nyghte^ the 
iii. a^nadrons of kwnoet and the rest of the gentlemen were lefte 
there, were oomniAiuided to mownte on honebacke, and to goe 
meete the footemen whom we had left at Mem$ who niarohed all 
nighty and were mett before daie by the aald horaemen, and in aol« 
dierly manner entred the anbnrbea by iz. of the clocke, being 
the 2<».> where we rema3fiied all that dal^ with determination to 
rise at ij. a'dock at nighte, and to have fallen upon Gomey tiie 
next mominge yerie early to have sene to have drawn some enter* 
inyse upon it. But we had firste intelligence that there were 300 
foote entred into yt, being before only kept by th'inhabitaunce 
and some fewe horses of the governor's. But aboute ij. a' 
clocke of the daie, there came intelligence that Villiers, governor 
of Roan and Newhaven, was entered that daie at ij. a'clock with 
400 horse; the which intelligence gave good cause to con^ulte- 
In fine we sente 60 harquelaticrs, iiii^'", English and 20 French, 
verie well mownted, [who,] departing from Gisors about vi. a'clocke, 
wente even unto the walls of Gorney, where they tooke some in 
their beds and some other upon tlie waie, who assured that 
Vilhers was there with 800 horses and 1,500 [foot]. And they, 
arryvyng againc about iiii. in the mornynge, and advertysing what 
they had found, and heard the trumpets sound for everie man to 
make him selfe readie to have taken the waie that we came ; but 
when we were now readie to goe, my lord gave order that the foote 
abonld stay, and be tomed bed and tooke the waie to Yemonj 
where be passed the river of Sceign, and lodged in a village 
about a league oiF, where he that lay best lay upon straw, and he 
that did eate beste did eate browne bread, and drancke water, 
unlease be broughte somethinge els with him ; but yet we found 
▼erie greate provision for our horses. The beste of th'inhabitants 
WW drawn with their cartes and horses into the church and 
ehurchyardy being strongely fortefied. About 12 a'clock at nighte 
we did ryse, and came to Pont de Larch, 8 longe leagues, 

Aug, SO. about 8 or iz. o'clock the next mornynge, being the 80. 
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€il Anguste, but 3 Itagoen horn Boan ; where wo toke ceitayne un- 
dentanding of the soveraor Uiere, (» mie brave nwn, called mon* 
rienr RoUet,) that Villiers was retorned to Rou) that nionunge> 
and that he had intention to figlite with us, and strengthened him- 

selfe much that way. and although we had escaped his other ani- 
buscado. Wiiereupon niv lord consavled and rosolred to send for 
our armye that daie, at Arches; wiiicii being disjMitchoil. tlie go- 
vernor would nedes invytehim to Loviers, (Ifi^ a verie tairo towna 
lately surprysed by him from tlie Loagucrs. wliicli tlie kingo hath 
given him in govermcnte, being a verie worthie Ukan and a great© 
undertaker, where we remayned all that daie. being the .^0., in mak- 
ing of good chere and playing at tennys. Here aiy lord wa.s mU er- 
tyaed by a gentleman of greate worth, named monsieur le Vertu. 
who had bene die chafe advertjaer of Yilliera his detennynatiou, 
and had conducted us part of the waie betwixte Qbors and Vemoti 
to avoid the ambushes that were laid for us, that in his retome to 
Gtsors he was in greate daunger to have bene taken by Yilliera 
his companyes, who were, as he wry tetii to my lord in his letter, fOO 
horse stronge at the leaste, and pursued us with a full trott; and 
before we reached to Vernon, there arryved at the topp of the hill, 
some myle and a haUe off, Viiiiers and his companyes, and. per^ 
oeiving us, paste over the river of Seign, by the bridge of Vernon. 

September the fiptte* We retorned upon Tewsduie, being the 
first of September ; we passed the tyine as the daie before. 

Sept. 2. Upon Wednysdny, the seconde daie of the said moneth, 
my lord was advertysed by one of the vi. messengers whom he 
sente upon Soundaie before, being harquebuz on liorsebacke, 
that OUT army would march towards him as that daie. VV' here- 
upon my lord gave presente order for irumpetts to sound lo 
hor.se, and so we retorned to Punt de Larch. AbuLit iii. o'clocke 
we mett hmij his brother, and sir Roger Williams, who taryed 
all the whyle at Pont de Larch. At our arryvall there, upon a 
motion made to goe to an hill, being but a leagae from Pont de 
Larch, and a league and a halfe off Roan, only to vewe the towne 

OAMD. soc. i> 
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and tbe countrie aboute, my lord, with some 24 gentlenien witfi 
him, mownted upon his fresh horses, and the best ronners, (if 
nede had required.) and so wente to the hill, where we rnifrbte 
verie playncly discerne the seytuation of it: where after we had 
stayed some while, we retorned. 

Sept. 4, Upon Sondaie the 4. of September the lord generall 
sentenced a gentleman of his comet to be dysarmed for stryking 
of a woman. 

The same daie, after dynner, we receaved letters that our army 
waa marched from Arches, ( 1 7) and would be within a of Roan, 
where the rendevous was appoynted. Whereupon, towaida 3 of 
the clocke the trompett aoanded to horse. But when all were 
readie, and advise taken, and a puyssante ennemye in our head> 
considering it was thoughte good by our generall to take more 
certain knowledge of tiie arryvall of our army at the rendevous ; 
and thereupon staid for that nighte, sending out curriers (couriers) 
continually to take intelligence what monsieur Villiers did with 
all his companyes, and how be dysposed them: who advertised 
that the 4. of this prcscnte there was munytion and soldiors put 
into Blendville, a castle of the marques of Allegre's. 

Sept. 5. T!ie fifte we mett with our army at Rea, leavinge all 
our baggage at Pont dc Larch. 

Sept. G. The xj. onr arm ye rose early, and our rornett of 
horse, with the cornel f of the ijovernor of Deape, went to Pont de 
Larch to fetch the baggage, which we lefte there the daie before 
fearin:; that it mio;hte have bene some impedyment to our march, 
the ennemye being into our liead, and attending us all the waie on 
th'one syde, to espye convenyently to have foughte with us, as we 
suspected. Hereupon our aunsients were sente into a straighte, 
where it was doubted th*ennemy would have incowntred our 
horses upon their retome from Pont de Larch. In the mesne 
tyme all tbe army marched into a faue plaine a league from the 
place where the foote stood, to attend the lawnces andthebagagey 
to have seconded if it had bene nedefuU. And in the meane 
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tyme my lord brake liis faste under a tree, near unto a village 
where some part of th'enneniy were drawn in, as it appered after; 
for, havinge scarcely ended our soldierly repaste. there came four 
harquelatieres, who advcrtysed that they had discovered th'en- 
nemye comynge out of a wood nere unto us j and, being sente 
backe to take some better ttnderstandinge of them, in going to the 
rysing of a lytel hill they were enoowntred by seven harquelatiers 
of th'ennemy,who shrowded them selves behind a wyndmyll, and 
assalting ours slewe ii. of them, and hurt the third. Hereupon 
our battayle was commaunded to march up towards that lytle hiUy 
by the favor wherof that few horses that were lefte came to the 
topp of the hill, and there we might see a squadron of th'enneroies 
horses some quarter of a myle from us. Whereupon there were 
£orderedJ some, verie well horste with highe horses, to goe nere 
them, whom when they peroeyved, , ut out some dozen horses to 
encownter them ; and being we.i armed pressed ours home 
agayne, not without exchange of some pystoll bullctt, spending so 
all the daie, until we liad intelligence that our horses were within 
balfe a myle; and then there were sente 130 lawnces towards 
tiiem to drawe them into fighte : but they, having undei standinge 
of tlie approching of our horses, which of English and French 
wcarc 500, and they not determyned as yt seemed to tightc, (aot- 
withstandinge they were stronge iu liorses, and had 2000 barque* 
latiers, as we were advertysed, as well by peaaunts taken as others 
of our espyalls,) retyred towards Roan, and we to a vUlage called 
Csllie, where we found greate store of horse bate, but noe manner 
of meate for men but what we brought with us^ except syder. (18) 



Oct. 3. The third daie of October we marched to Baly (BulU ?) 
my lord general! goeing to Newchastell, where the marshall was 

lodged, to conferre with him. (19) That daie, there were some 
stragglers cut of by certaine horsemen, tliat followed us aloofe 
for that purpose. That daie, at ni.;lite. we had many that 
preste upon our seutuells half a dozen tymes : but we would 
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take noe allarme, but caused all to stand in amies. The same 
nighte late the itiarshall wrote unto the lord generall that he would 
have him to advauiiee, that they mighte take councell together of 
sorae intelligences receyved. 

Oct, 4. And so the 4. we marched unto Bellacomba,* and the 
lord genenll, with h» horses, wente to Seigneoentes to the mar- 
shal!; and, having conferred with him, came to bis quarter, where 
he arryred 8 howres before his armye, and after havinge eaten a 
aorad toke freshe horses, and with the governor of the casde of 
Bellacomba, accompanjed only with 4 gentlemen, whereof my 
sdfe was on^ wente a coursing the hare: bal^ being about a 
league from the towne, in a plaine field nere unto a wood, there 
came 16 or 20 curasers on horsebacke out of the wood, as 
faste as with their spurres they could beate on their horses, with 
their pystolls in tiieir hands, crying, Qui vive, qui vwe. The rest 
of this adventure is mete to be told in a friend's earre. Where- 
upon my lord, being mownted upon a hobbyc, was advysed to 
drawe a lytle asyde, and others to goe and see what they were : 
but drawing nere them found that they were of Jerpenville's com- 
panye, who toke us for ennemy, as we did them : but hereby I 
hope we shall leame to goe on hunting hereafter strongly, so 
long as we reraayne in tlie ennemy's countrie. 

Oct. 5. The fifthe we reinayned at Bellacomba all tlie daie, 
whether the marshall came to my lord generall; and after consul* 
tation departed, eight of our men goinge for boot-hayling.f This 
daie we charged with 14 curasses of Roan ; and ours, being 4 
muskets and 4 pykes, induring their charge, slewe the capten of 
them, and in token thereof brought to their quarter his sword, 
hatt) and pystolls but his bodie was recovered, and one of 
ours deadly wounded. The same daie returned from England 
mr. Fraunds Darcy, (20) whose newes of our retome (21) more 
daunted our mynds then the sighte of all the leaguers amynged 
in a squadron before us could have doan. 

OeU 6. The 6. we marched to Callie, from whence our generall 

* Bfllleneonibrt. f Ha«^g of booty, fbragiog. 
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went to the marshall's quarter, being twoe leagues off, and tlsere 
toke councell what to doe the liext daie. That nigiite, about 
12 a'elock, there was secrete warning given, that everie nian 
should put himsclfe in readines, load his caryages, and arna him- 
selfe, and be reiKlie to marche by twoe a* clocke in the monuoge^ 
which was accordingly donne. 

Oct 7* Our generall going to maraball's quarter, attended 
with all the volontarye gentioaaen, together with the eomett of 
honei» where he anyTed ij. howree hefon dui^ found the 
narahall raadiey and aooompanyed wSh greate nobylytie there 
adjoyninge ; and our geneittU being fttm {^teiinge witii e graate 
jriiume of feathen in his hatt, die manihall bq;an verie meiylie 
to aate unto him* Wha^ you young gaUante^ aie you oome hetilier 
to brave me wifh your wbyte Ceatiien ? I thynbe I hvn whyte 
ftalhcrs too;" and with that calkd for a liatt aett with a na^itf 
plnme, and a horteman's coate of tawnye velvett full of sybrer 
hice, and with that putt on the hatt, aad looked lyfce an eld cnttiBg 
mffim of Smythfield. His gallantrie and pleaaantnes grewe Mt 
of a confidente hope he had of the good sucoesse of a loDg enter- 
tayned intelligence which he had in Roan, and began then Eirste to 
be publyshed (althnnjrh whispered amongst some of us before). The 
effect whereof was as foUowetii : Roan, when monsieur Kollett, go- 
vernor of Pont de Larch (a good comptroller and brave execmf )ner) 
tookc advantage of some unkyndnes past betwixt the governor of 
Roan and one of his collonells, who to revenge the former-recyted 
promysed to delyver a gate of the towne by meane of one of the 
captaynes of the towne who was uL his devotion ; for th 'exoneration 
whereof, an howre before daie, toke his coach and marched to a 
village scituated in a vonndefrfoU faire playne called Mactinville, 
where the rendevona wu, and he with my lord geneaall arryved 
firate ; nest came hia old bands of 43aeeon8, bemg harqneboc oo 
foote, to fbe nvmbre of SjOOO, as they say, but I tfaineice.not aa 
many upon aceompte; neztany^^e Swysen» who are twoe 
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regiments, but I thiiicke nut many above twoe tliousand ; next 
followed Ilallard Mount Morancy, (22) wlio brought iu five troupe 
of burses with curassc , which niighte be some 1,500 harqelatiers ; 
then arryved our Eni^hsh troupes, sir Roger Williams* com- 
panye being joyned tiie duie before ; and that day wc were 2,500 
bearing armes, and 140 horse, English : presently in comes Rollett 
with a greate companye of ciirasses, and seemed to be in a greate 
discontentation he had staid so longe, it being by this tyme 11 a' 
clocke. There was besides these the governor of Beap^s curasses, 
the baron Bentyrille F^uisian, governor of Newchastell> with the 
marques de All^gre^ (23) monsieur de Rames^ and many other brave 
men. There the intention, practyse> and greate hopes were pub- 
lyshed ; and for our better securytie the marsball offered that 200 
harquebuz should first enter the ports, being old Gascons led by 
monsieur Bellcouer their collonell ; next followed our companye^ 
and who should have the pointe it was longe disputed, but was 
decyded by the fortune of the dyce and of the collonells j the lord 
Audley (21) wan it, and for leading of the poynte sir John Winge- 
tield (25) wan yt of sir Thomas Baskerville, (2G) who with 800 men 
was the second, the French and my lord's ensigne to have seconded 
them. Yt was a world to see liow men that were l u f ore dull with 
daunts, sicknesse, and discontentatinn, jjuilcd up their harts, and 
grewe into a wounderfull hope ul Uiul vdnch by the Frenche was 
so certainly promysed. Yt was a joy to see tiie pleasaute coun- 
tenances of men, and the promyses they made to themselves of 
wealth that daie or a brave ende. And ao having made a shorte 
breakelaste we marched on, havinge 3 longe leagues unto Roan 
from that place | and, beinge arryved in the sighte of the towne, not 
above halfe a league offe in a wood there, there came a messenger 
from the marsball (who ledd the battayle of the Swisers that daie) 
unto our generaU who was in the troupe that was to enter, direct- 
ing and encouragtnge that he should make hold,* for that there 
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was treason in tlieir intelligence, winch inori ;iinated us than 
the bullets of th'ennemye could have doan. And so restinge there a 
while, a la morte,* the marshali came upp, and gave us direction to 
rnarclie unto a l>ourge called Dircntoun,t being nerer unto Roan 
then Myle-end is to London, whether we came on such a sodaine, 
diat we found many of our hoatesaea at borne and many of our 
hoeto; and I hold it was the gunefulleste lodging that we had 
since we came into Fraunce; there was wool and many other 
thing^s more than we had cariage for» and in the morning greate 
store of wyne was found under die grounde, whereof the soldiors 
laded themsdves and lett the reste ronne of their charytie. 

Od, 8. The viii. our lord generall tooke his horse verye earlye 
and wente to an hill nere the towne, and not farr from St. Cathe- 
rine's castle, and I thincke bemonynge his fortune that he was 
revoked before he was master of the market-place ; and then and 
there, upon a faire grene in the si^hte of the towne, where there 
was three thousand soldiors besides the inhabytants, he com- 
maundcd all tlie u^entlemcn to liiilitc, rind said lie was rcrie sorie 
that noe oportnnyf v^as ollered him to liavc ledd tliem into a 
place where tliey rnightc iiave gayned honor j but the fanlt was 
not bis, neyther yet in them j for he had receaved a great goodwill 
in all, and thereof was determyned to give notes of honor to some, 
and there made 24 knights. (2/) The same nigbte before there came 
some 30 harquelatiers unto one of our barrucadoes, thinckinge to 
have taken our sentnell ; which when they myst of, they sente a 
volley into the barrocado and retyred ; but the matter was so well 
handled by captain Clifford, as we did not them the honor to take 
the allarme. After that all the armye was come upon a fayre 
plaine, his lordship toke his leave, attended by all his gentlemen 
and his owne comett, wente to the marahall's quarter^ and there 
taryinge some howre in consultation, tooke his leave, the 
- marshal! accompanying him more than a league, where, after his 
departure, we dyned under a wyndmyU, not after the fashion of 
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the courte but of the kampe ; and then taking horse we continued 
OUT way towards Deape, where, in our sighte, issued out of a wood 
some dozen harquelatiers, and charged some of our footmen and 
lackeics, and slewe ii., and hurte ii. or three more, and we pursewed 
them speadyhe ; but they did recover the wood, which was faire 
and thicke, and very daungerous to enter : and so, burying the 
men, we came to Deape aboat 10 a'doeke at nighte, and [the 
lord general!] Btaid scanse to eate, bat embarked for England, 
leaving bdiind him a greate many mornynge, but hopinge for 
hia TCtome» or els God hdpe the king's cause here ! 

Oei, 9* The oiptayne of our carbynes, who arryved here the 
ix. daie^ told how he was dbaiged by some harquebui, and had 
both men and horses shott ; amongst the which was my horse that 
I tooke at Gomay, being the govemor's Sonne's chiefe horse there, 
for which I having noe use, I lent him unto Oliver St. John, a 
brave man (28) ; and his servante, going out of the wale, fell 
uppon this adventure. This daie mr. Cary came out of Eng« 
land, (29) who broughte moste comfortable newes; but our 
gcncrall was goon before. This daie we made good chtte^ in 
recompence of many a small mealc. 

Oct. 10. The 10. of October our armye arryved at Arches, 
where our captens broughte word of a sally that they of Roan 
made, with above 200 horses, and came up to the topp of an hill 
to the rer-guard, and defyed eyther man to man, or ii. to ii., or 
greater nombers, to strykc a blow with sword and pystoU. Where- 
unto it was aunswcrcd that the horsemen were gonne, but if they 
listed to come and see how they did, they should be welcome. 
The BVendimen made aunswer that they were not oome to be put 
to schoole. In the mesne tyme of thase speohes, our captens 
that had the rer-gard drewe downe certayne muskatiers, and 
aymed so nere, that those which had these apeeches (and were 
not past 3 or 4, the reste making a stand bdiind,) retyred more 
then apace. Our soldiors reporte that theise men were v«ne 
brave in armor, feathers, and scarfiBS. 
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Od* 11, 13. The 11, and 12. hapened noethtng wortibie the 
noates, but that wc made good cheare, and yt coste our crownes. 

Oc4, 13. The 13. we had a muster, (30) where we nrastred above 
2^400 men in the field^ besides skke meii, which are yerie many, 
and but fewe dead. 

Oct. 14, 15, and 16, The 14., 15., and 16. we wente abroade 
coursing in the fields; and that daie there came the marques de 
AUegre, with letters from tlie marshall Biron, desiring that 500 
of ours niighte come to Caudebecke for their better helpe and 
assystaunce ; which was denyed them by sir Thomas Laigbton, (31) 
to their greate dislyke. 

Oct. 17' The 17. our generall retorned againe from England, 
contrarie to the generall expectation of the moste. (32) That verie 
daie he tooke counsell and resolved to make dyspatch unto the kinge 
and the marshall, of the snccesse of his jorney into England, in 
the which he had made a speedie and more tiien ordynarie poste ; 
and what is it he doth not with gallaantrie and vigyllaunde? 
The nest momynge he dyspatched sir Roger Williams to the 
Idng^, who pvomysed to bim self a goode successe of his jorney, 
or ek to become of an eameste devotyoner a brave mu^er. 
This doan, be made leftsmation of tbinges amysse in the kampe. 

Oct, 18. The 18. we bad certain intelligence of the rendiing 
npp of Caudebecke by composition, which was, — all the men of 
wair to depart to Roan, with a convoy for their securytie ; the 
dromes beatinge, the ensignes flyingc, the matches lighted^ the 
horsemen with their pystolls in their hands. 

Oct. 19, 90. The 19. and 20. we passed in making good 
cheare, coursing ia the fields, ryding of horses, playing at ballone^ 
and the lyke. 

Oct 21. The 21. he heald a marshall corte, wiiere many greifea 
were heard and determyned j some condemned to dye for goinge 
without passporte for England, and some for other offences. This 
daie the marshall wruLe a letter to sir Thomas Laighton, a lytle 
pickante, wherein he marreyled that our men did not accomplish

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his demaund and come to Caadebecke, and matter of lyke nature 
verie Frenchely. The same daie at nighte th'ennemye lay nero 
our carape, and had slaine a soldior of ours, that was sente to the 
savegarde of an house ; and our generall with 20 horses going 
over the field for Arques towards Dcape, and jjassing by the very 
end of the village, where th'ennemye lay in ambushment, durst 
not charge us {as it was confessed), they being 24 curasses. The 
same nighte about \x. a' clock, we had a verie hott allarme given 
us by the castle, by the shoottinge oS of ij. peeces of artyllerie, 
and ringing of the allarme-bell, which was by oar soldiers verie 
well aunawered ; and if you had seene it, you would have thonghte 
there had bene noe faulte of men, for the Terie sicke men that had 
not bene for z. daies out of the «trawe> came to aunswer the 
allarme. This daie arryved at Deape monsieur d'0» with 50^000 
crownes from Caen by sea. 

Od, 23. The 22. daie we passed with {ilayinge at tennys in 
the forenoone> and at playitige at ballon in th'aftemoone with the 
lieuetenant-gouyernor of Deape^ and the victorie fell on our syde; 

Oct. 23. On Satterdaic, retorned sir Harry Danvers (3S) from 
sir Roger Williams, who broughte us certaine intelligence of the 
king's marchinge hetherwarde with all speede. 

Oct. 24. The 24. we were invyted to monsieur d'O, who 
intreated us for dayntye cherc lyke Lucullus ; for M'cre so farr 
from want of other meaner thinges^ that we did eate muske and 
amber in tartes. (34) 

Oct. 25. The 25. our generall broughte him to see our armye, 
which was drawne out into the fields, where he showed him 2,000 
autl upward brave men by the head, beside iii^. (300) sicke in the 
strawe. This daie beginneth the paie of the kingej but much 
more contented would we be in the paie of our blessed queue ! 
All manner of provision neoessarie for the of Roan are in 
handling here. A very displeasing newes la arryved here, espe* 
cyally ours, who were at the beholdtnge; the ladie Blendville^ a 
graceful! gentilwoman, and her fiuie daughter^ were tsken prisoners 
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this daie conimynge from their castle to this towne j which is the 
more tu be lamented^ for that she is a ladie that possessed the 
religion. 

Oct. 26". l"7ie 2G. daie, the manner of tlie paytnente of the king 
unto our soldiors was agreed upon, and a lOjOOO delyvered to 
our threasorer to be dystributcd according to our former paie from 
het majestie ; the same daie, monsieur d'O assured my lord, that 
the king would be at Roan within viii. daiea with his army, and 
that daie he had receyred letters from him. That daie his lord- 
ahip wente to the marshal!, who was retyred from Holflewe to 
come towards Roan. And my lord, acoompanyed with some viii. 
gentlemen of his owne foIlowers> as also with monsieur d'O, and 
his trayne, wrate to Anglicavilla, where he was lodged, and there 
that nighte supped with the marshall, and oounsaiUed and con- 
ferred of many things; in th'end of supper the chapplaine sud 
grace, and after praying to the Virgin Maryc. ntul the words there- 
upon uttered to the marshal!, I deferr to tell but in my freind's eare. 

Oct. 27. The 27. our armye did ryse, and mett my lord retorn- 
ynge from thence, and lodged that nighte at a village called Gon- 
viJle. The same daie all our sicke men weare imbarqued from 
hence for England, which were some 400 at the leaste. 

Oct. 28. The 28. we marched towards Roan, and the departe- 
ments of our lodginge benig not to our likinge, we lodged in cer- 
tayne other villages, where we were wounderfullic well accommo- 
dated. That night arryved with us sir Roger Williams from the 
kinge, who broughte letters to our generall, of the kyng's full 
determynation tu besiege ivoan with mighte and mayne, and that 
he marched with all expedition hetherwards. That nighte my lord 
genenU dyspatched him for England, and we did ryse in a moste 
faynie momynge from that good quarter, and came unto a yiUege 
ealled Ophin, where we weare verie well quartered, hut noe creature 
to hid us welcome ; noe, not so much as a peaaaunte to be found 
through all the countrie we marched ; and hardly one sheepe or 
awyne. That erening, aflfcer we were sett, my lord wente to Cally, 
where the marshall was lodged, our army having bene twice lodged 
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in that village before ; and there it was resolved that we should 
ryse that nighte at xii, a' clocke, and march to Roan, bemg t)ut vi, 
myles from our quarter, where we should have the pointe and be 
lirste lodged, which was done accordingly, and came to a place of 
rendevous, where we staid for the rest above 2 howres, which was a 
fowie breache of promyse, and their barm^ as it appeared the aame 
daie. 

Oct. 29, About balfe an howre before daie came HaUard 
Mount Morancgr» and a lytle after the niarahall, where we having 
the pointe came firste unto our lodginge to our quarter^ called 
Mount de Mallades, (35) betwizte 8 and 9 a' dccdce in the mornings 
where firste having sente certaine carbynes into the towne to 
dyscover, my lord acoompanyed with the gentlemen followed with 
certaine harquebaa and even hard by us all our pykea, and so 
made a stand in the middeste of the village, and the gentlemen 
wente to the side of the hill hard by the walls of Roan, the village 
itselfe not being so farr from the gates of Roan as it is betwixt 
Savov and the walls of London : from thence wc mighte discerne 
a greate skyrmysh betwixt those of the towne and marshall Biron 
his companies, when those of the towne maynteyned t he skyrmysh 
verie bravely, and kepte a house and the hill nere unto marshall 
Biron his lodginge tyll it was five a' clocke at nighte, there yssued 
out of the towne betwixte 200 and 300, and led themselves in a 
j>lace of advantage, nere to thera that did skyrmysh, and then the 
marshall brought certaine horse of his, but noe blow given. 
Hallard Mount Morancyes quarter, being our next neighbor, was 
so sore assaulted that he was &ine to quyte some parte of his 
quarter where he had laid his soldiors^ whom tb^ennemye so 
pursewed that they bumte halfe his quarter, bis troupes looking 
on, and had so doan with the rest if my lord genenJl had not 
commaunded certaine harquebus to goe and drawe them into a 
skirmyah dyverting from him^ offering to cutt betweene them and 
tlMS towne^ which was so well performed, that our horses offering 
to chaise made them whele about, and certaine pykes led by sir 
John Wingefield made them to give ground. There were ii« 
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. kniglits^ one capten, besides others, hvate, and capten Barton*! 
lieuetenant slaine. There were ii* of their captens slain by U8> the 
bodie of one whereof we recovered, being verie well apparelled. 
The said lieuetenant toke his scarfe, who afterward was slaine. 

Hallard Mount Morancie loste iii. captens, but they of the towne 
bragg that they made his men ronne, both horse and fonte ; but we 
that fire their friends will speake the beste, for that they gave 
greate honor unto us for the recuverie of their lodginge. We had 
soundrie horses hurte, whereof mr. St. John had one and captain 
Yaxlye an other ; my lord his horse was shott dead under him ; 
and this is as much as I can remember of the daie, although I can 
assure you that I sawe many more thinges worthie the memorie, 
which at more leysoie I may bethincke to wryte, but here is all 
I can assure yon. Tt was a moste plearing due to see hones and 
foote together by the eares on both sydes ; and so towards the 
ereninge we retyred to onr lodging, which we possessed all that 
nighte in quyettr without any enterprise againste us. 

Abv. 2. This daie> being the second of November^ because they 
would not oome see what we did, one captain Welch^ a Terie 
resolute and tall man, wente downe to a eerrt de fford, which 
they hould nere the gate of the towne, and beinge descryed by a 
sentnell that made shott at him and myst him, he made a shott at 
the other and slewe him. In th'aftemoone my lord wente to the 
marshall's quarter and consulted. This evening there are pidcaxes 
and spades brounrbfe us to intrenchc our seh^es, which we are 
doiTia;c. Sir Francis Allen (36) and sir Mathewe Morgan are in noe 
daunger of life by their hurts ; my lord generall and we here are 
well, and eate and dnncke that we can gett, atid lye uppon the 
strawe, and for many of us never better in our hcalthcs in all our 
lives, and yet many tymes lesse contented ; no more tyll the nexte. 
There are a gaily and a gallias lying up|)on the river and makes 
many shott, but hath yet (God be thanked !) doan small harme. 

JVotr. 3. The thirde of November tVennemye sent out his 
drome, desiring of my lord the bodie of the capten that was slaine 
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the daie of onr oomm)Tige, which was yealded unto, and was taken 
out of tlie ground, and laid in a place where they might fetchc 
him. They would h&ve commen with some captens to have fetched 
the bodye, which was denyed them, and so in tli'end one of our 
droms delyvered the bodye unto vi. of the soldiors that came for 
it without armes. But yet in the meane while of tins favur and 
honnourable cortosie they made certaine shott of artyllerie out of 
the towne upon us, and slewe an horse with a falcon shott under 
one mr. Gmwtable and bnued fail thigh verie sore; and wonder- 
fuUie they came out that afteraoone in greate nombres, and we 
expected some greate consequente; bat after the channging of 
certaine harqebuz with our neighbor quarter of Hallard Mount 
Morancye, theyretyred, having descemed (aa it should aeeme) that 
we were diawne out to second our freinda and came betwixte them 
and the towne* This daie the marshaU came to our quarter, and 
much praysed th'intrem^ments that were in hand for the defence 
of our lodgings, as also th'advantage of our barrocado to be 
advaunced nerer the towne then we made the firste daie by 220 
score. He that is idle there, and would gett an honorable heate, 
mighte have it here, eyther with workinge for our defence, or fight' 
ing once a daie at the leaste, for they offer us sucli occasion. 

Nov. 4. The 4. our generall went to the marshall's quarter, 
where after some consultacion and assurance of the kincr's beinsr 
here uppon Satterdaie or Soundaie next, he went accompanyed 
with our generall and many others to the quarter of monsieur 
Flavencourte, where, presently upon our arryvall there, there yssued 
botli horse and foote out of the castle of St. Katherin's, and 
skyrmyslied vcrie jollylye j but noe greate accydente proceeded 
of it, savinge that the marshaU with monsieur d'O and others 
standinge upon an advantage of ground to view the castle, a 
bullett of artyllerie out of the castle lighted within yi. yards 
of him. This nighte tiiere sallied forth 400 soldiors out of the 
castle [on] Flavencorte one of the marshalls of the kampe's quarter, 
bumte it over his head, slewe as many as stood the defence, toke 
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bacrsrage, his horses, and mules ; but at last being backed with 
cert:iiiie Gascons and a regiment of the French thnt were lodged 
behind him, they were inforced to retyre in this order : tlicrc was 
lefte on the ground dead 26, eiglit were taken prisoners, whereof 
weare twoe English and one Spanysh. There aryved during our 
aboiui there 500 pyoners hum Kvorax (Evreux) in base Nor- 
mandie, wiLii many necessaries fur piuueers. 

Nov. 5. The fifthe there yssued of th'cnnemyes horse on our 
syde, and one brave fellowe all in crymson velvett, and woiild 
nedes call one of ours to ih« swonl on horaebacke, which he 
hravely aiinswercd, and wounded him in twoe places^ and had 
hroughte him priaoner, if he had not been lescued by his fel- 
lowes* This was doan while our generall was at the marshall's 
quarter. This daie our general! inyyted the iii. coUonells of the 
Swizers, where there was drynking to the healths of others tyll 
some of them were sicke and a-sleape. There dyned also with 
him monsieur de Grinioun and Hallard Mounte Morancie, twoe 
greate men^ and toke their drincke as well as the reste, and did as 
well appereuppon them* After dynnerwewente abroad, and come 
nere to a gate of the towne where the governor of Deape is quar- 
tered, where walking upon an hill ymmynente to the towne. it 
fortimcd that ^' illiers the governor (S/) was with some xx. horse, and 
semg us he drewe out ccrtaine shott, and so began to come up the 
hill ; but being known, and ryding uppon one of the horses that 
mr. Germyn's man roade away withall into Roan, our gcncrall 
called him unto him, and said he would speake with limi at a 
blowe with a sword or pystoU, but he repiyed with nue aunswere 
but the shott of 4 or 5 harqebuz. 

Nov, 6. The vi. there passed nothing of greate memorie more 
then that they planted gabbions upon Uieir buUwarks for thdr 
artylierye OTersg^inst our quarter^ and that they sent a drome 
uppon a small matter into our quarter, who being blyndfold 
brought in, he was made so dronche by tiie rest of ours of his 
profession, that he neded not to be blyndfold when he wente out, 
for he knewe not the waie but as one of ours oonducted him nere 
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to the gate. They of the towne labour in their fortifications 
wounderfuUy : we may see 400 or 500 working upon a ravelinge, 
or a cavillier or such lykc fortifvcation that they make. They 
make greate shewes and counteiiaunces of resolution : but it is 
thoughte here that whensoever they shall heare our cannon speake 
they will rainge themselves to reason. 

Nov. 7- The 7» our generall invyted soundric colli .nells French 
to dyuner with him. The same daie our horsemen having made 
very good proffyte upon the ecu n trie, broughte us in some 60 
kyne, and of muttons and swyne proportyonally. This daie ihsn 
comes a soldior of the govemor of Deape, sente firom his master 
to my lord generall, being this verie daie redeemed out of pryson, 
from Roan, who sayth that they within had a greate desyre to 
force our quarter, and have had many conferences thereupon, 
bat yet can resolve of nothing to tlidr lyldnge. This daie there 
was an hott skyrmysh, both of horse and fbote, nere to the castle 
of St. Katherin's, where the people of the towne stoode uppon Ihe 
bullwarks of the towne and beheld it as though it bad bene a 
tryumphe of sporte. There were ?laine some on both sydes* 
In the towne they wante bread, although they have come ynnough, 
for the river that drove their milles is turned from them. The 
same daie at nighte there arryved from Ncwhaven to Roan twoe 
peeces of culveringe, two of sacre, and 9 of robenets. 

Nov. H. The viii. daie my lord, very early in the morninge, 
went to tlie marshall's quarter and passed not fair fioni the walls, 
a much more nere waie than he was wounte, for it was early. He 
had but vii. horse, whereof myself was one, and after dyspatch of 
his buysynes with the marbliull, he entred into some of his usuall 
discorses of Than. Thar as with our generally and said that he 
hoped that theise same 2000 greate Englishmen that they 
expecte, will at the leaste bringe with them 200 of the faire 
maids of England, of the which if he speake 8 words one of 
them is of that sex; so devotyonated lemembrer is he of that 
that is paste, as of that which is not in his power to doe, but 
only in spedie. In our retome we found soundrie horse of 
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th'ennemye yianed oiit| which desyred us to hold our usuall waie, 
or paie deerly for our passage. This daie my lord was invyted to 
dynner to Hallard Mounte Morancyes quarter, and by our chere 
you would have judged there had bene ooe warrs within 200 

myles. 

Nov. 9. The 9. the marshall came to our quarter, where he 
mighte see a wounderfull goodly suburbes all on fyre on tli'other 
syde of tlie w ater, which they forbare the domge of tyll tliis daie, 
upon a cerLaiiie intelligence of the duke of Monpence * and the 
counte Swessonst (38) approches, who were quartered there; 
and they have forborne to buruc it tyll now, in respect of 8000 
erownes dnt was offired by the inhabitants to save it from fyre. 
There are a greate nomber ci iajre bvyldings in it, and bigger (in 
my concepte) then all Westminster. If they had come aooording to 
promyse the daie o£ our anryvally thdr lodgings had been safe, 
which now tfaej are oonstrayned to make under a tree, or goe 
farther off. This daie thore being a trompett of one Jerpenville's 
sente into tlie towne by his lordship^ ViUiers the governor wyshed 
him to signyfifi wito our geneiall, that whereas he had sente 
unto cherdfier Pyccard to breake a pyke with him, he would the 
next morrow bring him into the field, eyther armed or in his 
doublet, to aunswere his challenge; and if he lystcd he would 
bring xvi. gentlemen more againste xvL of his (39) Whereunto his 
lordship annswered in wrytinge, that presently upon his commyng 
into Fraunce he was occasioned to send his drome thyther, un- 
derstanding of chcvallier Pickard his lacing in towne, that he 
should tell him that he was sori( ,, for old acquayntaunce, that he 
should persyste in so bad an action, and againste so brave akinge: 
but since it were so lie would be glad to find him in the head of 
his troupe with a pyke ; and that he is to knowe that he is a 
generall ot an armye from an absolute prince, in which there are 
a nonibre of chevaliers, Pickard's equalls at the leastc, besydes ; 
that if he or any other had desire to find him, that all those of his

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could justyfie, that the firste daie of his syttinge downe here he 
was twice in the head of his troupe, and ofiVed to charge, and they 
refused and wlieeled about : but, for that he liimselfe is in some 
respecte of his government, he challenged him, he would make it 
good upon liim eyther armed or in iiis doublett, that the kingf's cause 
was more juste and honest then that lie upheld of theleajrue; that 
he himselfe was a better niaii than lie, and his mistress fayrer than 
his. And if he would have helpc and parley, he would bringe xx. of 
lyke quallytie to chevalier Pickard,or GO, that die mmneste of them 
should be a capten in cheiffe. This daie onr marshall and our 
lord generall, with aoundrie with them, wente to vieue the towne, 
at whom they made 4 ehott of artylleiie from ^e towne^ which 
eyther wente cleane over our heads^ or da lighted shorte of us ; 
which sheweth noe greate skill in their cannonyers. 

Nov, 10. The X. eapten Welsh, a verie tall man, being walk' 
ing nere tiie towne, was shott by a aentenyll of theirs with a chaine 
bullett, and bis arme broken ; the sentnyll that shott him being in 
a redd coate of one of our soldiors, which was the cause that he 
came wilah such convenyencye to shoote him, mystaking him to be 
one of oars. A servante of sir Conyers Clyfford charged the sentnyll 
with his sword on foote, who was rescued by a horseman in the 
meane tyme. The sentnyll charged againe, and shott him into the 
head, and it is to be feared that we shall lose them both. 

A\>v. 1 1. The xi. there was a French horseman slaine by twoe 
of tli^ennemye as he passed betwixt our quarter and the governor's 
of Deape, and for his body there grewe a greate skyrmysb, but 
they of the towne caryed it awaie. In our quarter there was a 
skujnysli, and one of their gallants fell in our sighte, and one of 
ours shott with a muskett. This daie my lord receaved aunswere 
of his letter from Yilliers ; that in saying the cause of the king 
was a juster cause then that of the leaguers, and that he was a 
better man then he> he did lye ; and would fighte thereupon, when 
the duke de Mayne should come* Whereunto my lord aunswered 
in wry ting by his trompett this daie, that his lye was very fryvo* 
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lous^ and did no waie concern him, considering it was not given 
him upon a good ground ; yet, eftesoones, lie did call him to the 
mayntcnaunce of that he had denyed, and if he did not aunswere 
now, that he had noe excuse, then sliarne and infamj'e must Hghte 
uppon him, which is generally spoken of him by all the French 
themselves. The governor hath sent this daie a challenge to any 
foote capten of ours, man to man, with shott and with rapyer, 
which was accepted, and capten Acton desirous of that combate, 
and his name sente to the governor to accepte his challenjrc ; but 
in th'end they made excuses herein, as they doc in all other 
thingeSj with sleights and curmyngs, and roiine when they come 
at blows $ whereof examples are many. 

Nw, 13. The »i, capten Welsh and sir Conjers Clyfford's 
man dyed both of their hurts. This due, our generall receyred a 
letter from the kinge^ of great love, and that he would be here as 
the next momynge. This former nighte, we receyved 80 pyoneeni 
from the marshall Bironne, to drawe the trench downe to the hiU 
somewhat nerer the towne then our lodf^ngs, out of the which our 
shott endaonger sU those that eyther yssue out or walke upon 
Ihe walls. This day there was a greate skyrmysb on our syd^ 
but not djrrectly npon us ; but rather upon Hallard de Mounte 
Morancye, where the shott of the towne did much better (batter) 
his ; but with the helpe of our musketts, that plaid out of our 
trenches upon them, the skirmish being in a playne under us, we 
quickly made them abandon the place, without their ever adven- 
turing!^ to come and see what we had doan, which thev find by 
experience doth much annoy them. They contynewe to burne all 
without the towne ; and tliis (hiie have burnt a village just betwixt 
the towne and the castle of St. Katherine's, which they have pro- 
tected to this daie. The contyn^'\^ al 1 burnvnge of houses are verie 
greate and pytyfull to behold : liow much bound are our people to 
God, that know not these myseries ! 

iVoy. 13. The lii. we planted a culveringe by the breake of 
daie, and shott a ravelinge winch they have begonne and mightily 
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worke upon (Inie and iiighte ; but so ill was < mr cannoiuer, an 
with halfe a dozen shott we did scarce make them afraui, and 
therefore chaungcd copyc, and dyrected tlie bullett into the towne, 
where we mighte heare such ratling of houses^ and see it fly 
through one house and grace upon tlie other, as were yt not for 
charytie it were pleasure to behold. After breakfaste, my lord 
aooompauyed with loiindry gentlemen, French, of greate marke^ 
irente to the marBhall's quarter, where nccompBiued with him my 
lord with aU his in their best moontiers * and attyres^ wente to 
meete the Icinge, where we all dysmounted to kysse his hand» and 
he alighted to embrace the marsball and my lord, and being 
brought unto his quarter, they wente to oowncell, where they have 
resolved upon the conrset to brydle this headstronge jade. In 
our retorne bomei, very nere to the towne, they shott twoe peeces 
of artyllerie at once, at oor ryaing of an hill, and escaped us very 
narrowly, and I, for my parte, never myssed so nere a dannger ; 
for I mighte sencesyblye feele the wynd of the bullets in my face, 
as it passed by me. That daunger escaped, we stood and viewed 
a skyrmysh betwixte the garrison of the castle of St. Katherin's 
arui certaine soldiors of Bellgarde's regymente, where, being above 
20U soldiors on eyther syde, and skyrrayshing more then an howre 
in our sighte, we could not dyscerne any man slaine, and few or 
none hurtc. The xiii., in tlie morninge, it pleased my lord to 
send to me and to sir Jolin Wotton only, to attend him to tlie 
king's quarter, thincking to have come to his sermon there ; but 
we found him going to viewe the castle of St. K»therin% and 
upon his retorne he called Ibr dyoner, where we staid tyll he had 
dyned, my lord standing by him aU the while covered, tdking and 
dyscorsinge of many matters, and all the Teste standing bare: his 
dyet is of many meates» and a snatche of every one ; drynokelh 
good wine and lyile water. AH the while he talked to one^ or one 
to him in his eare. Before he had fiill d3rned, my lord toke his 
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leave, the king telling him he would be at his quarter within an 

howre ; the which he performed, and passed throughout all our 
quarters, where all our people, to the uttermoste we mighte make, 
weare in armes, which he much praysed, though I knowe we 
wanted manye and manye a brave man that we had at our firste 
commynge. 

Nov. 14. This daie, in the aftcmoone, yt was a verie great 
myste ; and the king, takingc the advantage of it, would goe the 
nerest way to bis quarter under the towne walls, betwirte the 
towne walls and the hills, in a vallye ; and my lord having com- 
maunded all hia attendance here^ and captens to mownt on borae- 
backe^ anned and toke the hand of tihe king to cover betwizte 
him and the towne, the which baron Biron, in countenance of 
corteaie, to g^urd him, aente downe 200 horse to goebetwizte him and 
his and the walls ; who, when he peroeaved their intent^ he bended 
even the very counterschape, sending their leader word, that if 
they would goe nerer than he and his, he would make them goe 
into the dytche, for he would goe upon the counterscape. 

Nov* 15. The 15. my lord, only accompanyed with two gentle- 
men, wente to the king*s quarter, where after dynner th'ennemye 
sallyed out on every syde, and were verie braggante, and upon the 
castle syde made skvrmysh w^ith our French there. The king, my 
lord, and his grand esquire, lay uppon an immynente place all on a 
cloake, and beheld it. Upon our quarter they sallyed out upon our 
neighbor Mouiite Morancy's men, who indevored to take a church 
(a place of some importance) nerc unto the verie gate, and pos- 
sessed themselves of it. Whereupon they made thdr sally, and 
inforced their horse and foote to abandon the place with mote 
then a lytle haste. We in their favor plaid upon dk'ennemye 
from onr trenches, and what by the shooting of one of tiirirs of 
good shewe by one of our muskatiers, whose bodie we were wilting 
to recover, as also to amend some silacknes of one of our horse- 
men that did not of the best (as some toke it), but by some 
excused that bis hone was shot^ which in troth he lefte ther^ 
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together with some recreante cJealinge of some of Hallard's horse- 
men to their reproche, and to the glorie of th'ennemye, capten 
Acton and cap tea Gowre,* with some others, came downe to the 
very gates and beate them in. They were seconded by sir Thomas 
Baskerville and sir Robert Carye and others, and having put 
them in, retorned even at the shutting of the nighte. Capten 
Powie(40) was shott with a cbayne bullet, which fell so flatt upon his 
breste upon a bombastef doublett that it entred no^ but brused 
him much. It is thoughte that if yt had bene with a single 
doublet he had bene wownded to the death. Although I smc it^ 
our forwardnes doth make the French wounder to see ours of the 
beste sorte eyther well mounted or placed in the head of the 
troupes of pykes, to aunswere all alarme, and to make the proudest 
ronne when no | offer to chardge them. 

Nov. 16. The IG. there hath bene a spech (ever since the king 
came) of his going to Deape> which is to hasten all provisions and 
necessaries for his bnsynes here ; but some of his domestiques, out 
of a French lybcrty to spcake every tliyngc, say that his jf^rney is to 
meete a saincte, (for he oweth devotvon to more than (jabrijell 
only,) wliich he hath bene devote vnito lonfre, whose bodie is trans- 
ported from Caen thither, because his devotion and vowes may 
be performed with more ease: but how, or whatsoever, you or I 
will speakc the best of our betters. My lord this dale after break- 
faste wente to the king's quarter, where he passed the time tyll 
nighte ; and about one a'docke the serjante^major and others being 
buysie in planting a peece upon a broken house^ where th'ennemye 
kept 9k etfrte de gard, hard without the gates, of 2,500 men, we 
might dysoeme on a sodune the drawe^bridge fall, and a comet of 
140 horse, and that brave ones, all in a cluster, came on as fast as 
they could, and holding that pace, they recovered an hill towards 
the king's quarter, nere to the which a le^ment of Swizers are 
lodged and kepte their eorte de gard even upon the hill, where 
they found marahall Biron and the baron his sonne, and many 
* Fower } f Stoftid t from Iwrnbgroe, eoMon. t Any.* 
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Others, who liappyly were come thither to take vieue of that 
parte of the towne ; and spying them, eytlier upon some spyall 
had upon them, or by happ, charged them, so much, and so hott, 
and so home, tliat their best stande was a fayre retreate as fast as 
their horses could carry them, as my lord and others have re- 
ported, who spake with them in his retorne from the kinge : but 
u it should seem^ some of th'ennemye, more forward then ad- 
vised, passed so farr amongst others, and not seconded by his 
lellowBytfaat one remayneth our prisoner (as yt is said a gentleman 
well armed and well mounted). Upon this we from our quarter 
mighte behold the most of this tbat passed ; we might see many of 
tbeir horse drove downe, and th'ennemye witbdrave within the 
covert of the towne ; and there we mighte behold many a horse 
well spurred, and many a sword jollylyglysterinL; in the sunn on 
both sydes : but all put up without any effusion of bloody one 
blowe stryken^ or one pystoU shott ; which is not the manner of 
our quarter, for we never goe to it but eyther horse or man 
remaynes behind, and sometimes both. This evenynge in the 
skirmyshe we had hurte through the thigh a tall Irish soldior, 
who did excellent well, hut yet his valurc to be praised more than 
his discretion. There was also a French man's horse slaine, and 
liiiiisclfe narrowly escaped; and by the favor of ours which ran 
out of the trenche to rescue him: but th ennemye had the spoile 
of his horse, for that is our custome on both sydes, to leave man 
and horse naked, as soone as ever they fall, which in reason should 
make a man looke to himselfe, specyally this cold weather^ for it 
would grieve a man to be tomed naked in the rygor of the weather. 
This daie sir Edmund Torke (4 1 ) hath bene upon the ryver to vieue 
the convenientest place, as well to stopp th'ennemyes passage, 
as to be accommodated for all necessaries out of base Normandye, 
and to passe and repasse th'armyeontbatsyde (now commaunded 
by count Soesson (Soissons) who is already lodged there) hither unto 
thu syde, if nede requyre, where sir Edmund Torke bath resolved 
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upon a place an English mile distaunte from the towne, and 
where there are villages on both sydcs^and an islaiul m the mydest 
of the ryver, in all the which there shalbe forts made and pecces 
of artyllerye planted, and a bridge of boats. This daie during the 
skyrmyshe there stale out of the towne, at the gate next unto us, 
a younge man, inhabitante of Roan (as he aaith)^ who intfa twoe 
youibes of his Idndrede have quytted the towne, fearing die ex- 
tremyt}^ it may growe nnto. I talked witii him longe, and that 
that 1 gathered (but a man must sospendof sodaine judgement of 
their speedies) was that ViUiers was not beloved of the commy- 
naltie, and his party consisteth of some private factyonaiies ; that 
the garrison is not above 1800 men, horse and footej that the 
cyrcuyts to d^end are verie great and lardge ; that th'inhabitants 
for the moste parte would be glad to be the king's subjects, with 
the safety of their lives and goods ; of the greate severitie 
used by Villiers unto those suspected to be regalists ; that the 
clergie is verie violente against the kinge, notoriously in their 
proceedings and prechings ; and in their doings many of them 
beare amies, not only in defence of the towne, but often-tymes in 
their sallyes ; that on the daie of our sytting-downe, they had 50 
men hurte and slaine by us, where he amongste others was in the 
gard that daie. Much more he speaketh, but theise to my re- 
raemliraunce are the chiefeste points. This nighte, being a verie 
grcate wynd, capten Swan's quarter was burnte to the ground, 
being the n»te bowse to my lord's lodgings, whether with negli- 
gence or mishap I cannot telL 

JVoF. 17> The 17> my lord wente early to the kinges quarter, 
being only accompanyed with 4 of us, for such a body hath he 
made of yron, supporting travule and passioned in all eztremy- 
ties> that the following of him did tyre our bodies, that are made 
of flesh and boane ; wherefore witii his consente we made an 
agrement long since within our selves, that we should e verie daie 
yj. oi us attend him whether soever he went ; and this daie yt 
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%lited apon sir Robert C«rye^ sir Fhilipe Butler, (42) sir William 
Broolces, sir Bicbard Acton, nr William Sackfield, (43) and my 
aelfe ; and comyng almoate to the king's quarter, nere StaEatherin'a 
castle, to drawe tb'ennemye into some fighte, and to lay an am- 
buscade for them ; and we followed him so nere, that we found 
him at collonell Bois liis lodi^Mnge, all untruste, and what he had 
bene doing God knoweth. But he made him ready before ns, and 
there brake his faste, where he eate soundly on a peeoe of pow* 
dred becfe, and all his nobles standing about him all armed saving 
their kaskes, 3 or 4 playing at prymero hard by him while he 
eate. By this tymp horses and armour were come, and 30 gen- 
tlemen of his, led by baron Bironj and everie man on foote lead- 
ing their horses in their handes, convayed himselfe under the 
coverte and hedges and trees in a lytle vally near to t!ie castle. 
Tlie king, my lord generall, and certaine scateniig liarquebuz of 
ours drawing them within unto a skyrmysh, where they freshly 
fell out, both horse and fioote, in good nombers, the skyrmysh 
grewe greats and th'ennemye drawn on even ahnoste into the 
Tery place where we lay. Whereupon the king came unto us, 
and bsd every man be in a-readynes, the which before he wente 
he sawe; and we all wiHi our caskes downs, and eydier sword or 
pystolla drawn, longii^ to have heard the word of fighte given, 
presently retomed the king againe imto us, and caused us to 
advaunoe a lytle farther towards the topp of the hill : but how 
unfortunately it hapened I know not, or whether the king's often 
conunynge and retorne unto us, th'ennemye presently retyred, and 
could not that daie be gotten out any more by noe degree. We 
English hoped to have doan some feate worth ie the honor due by 
us unto that solernpne daie, the 1 7- of November.* But I hope to 
God we shall liave some good occasion oftVed ere it be longe, 
although not upon the 17- daic, yet for the honor of her that hath 
made us a daie memorable unto the ages to come ; and thus we 

* TIm «iuiiv«iMr7 of the queen's accenion to the throne. 
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Ktyred to the king's quarter, the castle saluting us witii hslfe a 
dozen of cannon bullets. Mf lord dyned that dale with the grand 

esquire; but it might have bene a supper, for it was almoste 4 
a'clocke ; and after a counsaile held by the king and his greate 
ones we came home. 

KoiK 18. The IS. niv lord eftesoones wentc to the marsh all^s 
quarter to tlie kiii^, and s{)onte tliere the whole daie in counsaile 
and conference, and staid there all nighte, and sentc hether for as 
many a^entlemen as were not afraid of the cold, to come thither 
armed for an enterprise to be liad upon the castle of Saint Kathe- 
rine^s, and such \v\ tty and strong passages he hath to drawe on 
(if any sucli we liave) as should be slncke in endevor. This even- 
ing, in the verie sliutting of the niglite, there was an ambuscado of 
th*ennemye of horse and foote kiy upon the nerest waie betwixt 
the king's quarter and ours, hard under the walls, into which 
unadvisedly fell oertaine of Mount Morancyes horse, when there 
passed the beste fighte that I sawe betwixt them since our arryvall, 
for there were blowes both with the sword and pystoll, blood on 
both sydes, horses slayne, and one of our French taken prisoner, 
whose ransome is worth 4,000. 

Nov* 19. The 19. about xii. a clocke, we toke horse and aryred 
about the castle of St. Katherine's, where the king hath made 
approches unto the castle, and buylt a forte ; and for tliat it could 
not be made in one nighte, the king's noby lytic of what degree 
soever, and some 25 princypall gentlemen that w ere with my lord, 
all armed with pykes, came thither to gard against any sally that 
should be made out of the towne and castle, which we expected to be 
in mightie aboundance; about an howre after daie, the king came 
in person, and chered the pioneers to worke, and the reste to a reso- 
lute defence. At the verie breaking of the daie they sbott 4 can- 
non shott at our M orlxcs, and finding it not prevayle they ceased. 
All we stood in gard nere to the new raysed forte, to have with- 
stood any attempte that should have been offred, which we con- 
tynually expected. Tt seemed the king was verie desirous we 
mighte hare had some sporte, and particularly asked me C^nto 
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whom heretofore he hath doan hvar of lyke nature)^ whethw they 
would sally or noe ; wbeieiinto I aunswered, that if they weare 
honest men they should, but if they were Englishmen they would ; 
wheieunto he refdyed, ^ By my &ith, I believe it'^ When he per* 
eeived they sallyed not, he sente to drawe them out to skyrmysh ; 
which was doan by ten of our muskatiers, which, under the covert 
of an old trenche, wente within 4 score of the counterscape, where 
they kept a gard, and, as all they saie, slewe twoe. To second 
them, there were xii. of the pryncypallest of us, that, trailing our 
pykeSj seconded them to brave the castle ; there salved out 22, 
without resolution to doe any good or greatc thingc. Th*artyl- 
lerye plaid all daie with verie small harnie ; but one piece escaped 
the king verie nere, and so the daie passed with dyvers aecydents, 
and cold and hunger to boote, and contynewed till four a'clocke, 
when we [were] relieved by other gard of tiie king's best Gascons, 
wc having bene all daie armed, and sonic with the high proofe ; 
and this daies work thus ended with the death of two pryncypall 
gentlemen of the French, through the thighes; and thus the castle 
of St. Katherine'a is cyrcomvented. God send the undertaking a 
good end I The forte is within lesse then xii, score of the castle. 
And so, cold, weary, and hungry, came home, with newes of my 
k)rd*s jorney to England to^morowe mornynge. 

Nov* 20. The 20. in the mornynge, my lord rose very early and 
went to the king's quarter, having first dyspatched and ordred 
many thinges for th'armye, and so accompanyed with my lord am- 
bassador, (44) and many others, be alighted upon a fayre grene, and 
so did many others, not knowing his intente ; and there he knighted 
sir Henry Killigrewe ; (45) and commyng to the king's quarter, after 
the dispatch of his buysynes there, he toke his jorney ( tG) towards 
Deape, where we attended him for a while, rLiul having taken uui 
leaves, we morncfuUy retorncd, and determyncd to have gonne to 
Blendville, where we heard the cannon play, but before our com- 
myngc it was yealded. 

Nov. 21. The XXI. there was a greate skyrmysh at the castle. 
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whether that daie the kinge broughte hb artyllerie and began to 
plsnte some of them, being a greate myste, and they within sallyed 
out very many, and pressed the baron Biron bis men very hardly, 
who that daie had the gard ; and as some reporte^ who saie they 
speake not the worste, and yet affirm that baron Biron his men 
the Gascons retyred more then apace. Those that salyed were led 
by a canon or prieste of Notrodame, the chiefe church of Roan, 
who was slainc even upon tlie verie trenches that the king had 
made; and his body recovered by those of his, but by much to 
doe. And there were vi. or vii. of tlie king's syde slayne, and ix, 
hurte ; they worke dayly, and will be very shortelye in the dytch, 
if they contynew. 

Nov. 22. The 22. my lord ambassador, who lyeth at the kinges 
quarter, made a greate feaate unto the generall of the AUmayne 
foroes, (47) wheie some of oms weaie, and observed the comple- 
ments due to a Dutehe-fed fieaste. It is said the Gascons are dyscon- 
tented for wants of money; wherdiy the French may dysoeme 
what dyfference is betwizte them and ns, who have held our sdves 
here, with a verie bare intreatye, to serve our quene and advance 
our owne honor ; and they demaund, now they come, to be ym- 
ploid unto hnzard wayne and ghdte. The same dai^ my lord's 
coche, with his iiii. fayre mayres, a pryncypsll borse of sir PhilUpe 
Buttlfflr's, and some viii. small horse more, were taken, which were 
retoumynge hether from the conduction of my lord to Deape, by 
their owne willfulnp<?se and foUye, being to be conducted by mr. 
Oliver Saynt John (a brave, discreatc, and honeste man), cornet 
to my lord, who had some xx. horse for their convoy, and ap- 
poynted them to stay upon the topp of an hill without the towne, 
untyll he had gathered his companye together ; but they, out of 
their securytie and wilifuUnes, wente ou before and lost their way, 
and lighted upon th'ennemye, who, being some xx. horse, tooke 
them, slewe my lord's yeoman of the horse, who made only 
resistance^ and paid the price of his lyfe therefore, being shott into 
tiie bead niib a stele buUett, and lefte dead npon the plaoe. Sir 
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John Wotton going from hence, ouly with iS. hone, mett than oa 
the mift, udbad them lake hetid^ ibr th'emiemye was ahroeide ; 
but Doe •dyise oould hoold them from that thcor inDfuDness and 
dcttynye had determyncd. My eooam BatUer^s boy saved him s 
xi^t good hoiae^ worlli and ao would he weie myn^ hy fon<- 
nynge awaye, and, wandring whether his feaie diam hun, lighted 
uppon the oonvoy, to whom he declared the socceeae, who, uppon 
the spTiiTj wente to the place where they were taken, and pursued 
the tract of the coche^ but the nighte so came upon them that 
they were hable noe more to follow, but towards Newhaven they 
wente. The same daie mr. Thorax, of Kentc, going himself with 
some vi. others, was mightylye pTirsued ; himselfe and his sonne 
saved themselves by vertue of their horse le^i^s ; Init he lost ui. of 
his companye ; one Foulces, and an oilier taken, and a proper 
gentleman, one Wakefield, slame i^as is said). Theise, and the 
lyke, are tlie newes that everie daye yealdeth us here. 

Nov, 23. The 23. we had by some mysfortune 2 houses bumte 
m onr qoarter; in the quenching whereof there was more then an 
ordynarie noyse^ which caused (as I gesse) a greate sally ont of the 
towne$ whereupon onr eentnyll shott and cryed aUarme, and a 
generall report that onr trenches were taken, bnt yt was not so 
yll; but if yt had, we mighte easyly have found a greate nomber 
who had a Terie goodinH. to have recovmed diem qnyckly againe $ 
but when our fyre was appesed, certaine of ours being desirous to 
requyte the allarme, mounted on horsebecke under the benefyte 
of the myste and stole downe uppon the comrte de gard, that they 
kepte a lytle before the gate of the towne, and slewe 4 or 5, and 
the reste escaped by ronnyng into the towne-dytches and walls^ 
and other burnte bowses thereabouts. 

Nov. 24. Wednesdaie the 24., I being desirous to see the marques 
of Allegra placed in his castle of Blendville, lately recovered from 
th'ennemye, being a verie courteous gentleman and my iriend, 
accompanyed with 2 or 3 wente to vysyte him, and after some 
waundrings out of the waie^ which mighte have coste us dere (but 
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to avoid the vorste ve weare well horste,) we arryred there> and 
were intreated with greate kyndness of the nuurquesae. 

Nov, 25. The 35. in the mornynge, being an eie-sore to us to see 
the eon de gard bdbre the gate and th^ sentynyll, kepte at a 
drarche nere our trenches, and there caryinge away the roufe of 
the churdi^ which they daylyc doe, there were certaine of ouis 
sente downe under the coverte of an hollowe way, who were upon 
tlie sentynyll, and the reste that were breakinge downc of the 
churche, before they were aware, and cutt many of their throats ; 
and those that came for their rescue from the cors de yard, some 
of them had the same success, and ours retorned witliout any 
greate detrymente : in tli'afternoone they being come to the same 
place againe, there M erc 2 serjants sente with some 10 the same 
way for the lyke feate; but what for the mystakuige of the waye, 
and severaunce bettrixte the commaundersj were dyscovered, as not 
goinge with resolution aa was meete; and making an houlte, 
fli'ennemye had planted under a wall soundxie ahott which slewe 
3 of ours, and others of tlieir cars de gard pressed the rest so 
hardly that ours quytted their bodies, where you might have dis- 
cerned a oowardlye crewelfie^ for there were not so fewe as zl* 
fliat thrust their swords into the bodies being dead, and thus they 
gloryed. Our glorye of the momynge was somewhat demynyshed 
by the successe of the evemnge* But herein I reserve somewhat 
to be spoken in a frend's eare, and not meete to be adventured to 
paper. God Jsend my lord a spccdie rctorne, or els, &c. 

Nov. 26. The 26. I wente to the king's qviarter, where I sawe 
liim dyne; and afterwards I wcnte to see hiow tlie trenches were 
advaunced before St. Katherin's, wliere we found 4 peeces of 
batterie plaunted to batter in tiancke, and gabbyons plaunted to 
batter the curtaine betwixte the 2 greate bullwarkes, but I thincke 
if he had greater habylytie he would advaunce with greater expedi- 
tion. In our retome we mett the kinge and the prmce Yanhaulte 
(of Anhalt) with him^ who going into the trenches, and b«ng the 
nezte man to the king's person, was shott in the foote and cme of 
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lus toes broken. This daie tihere arryved at the eourte the 
cardynall of Burbon, (48) the oomte St. Pooll, the chancellor^ and 
many others, as well spyrytuall as temporall. This daie we sawe 
raarche into the kampe twoe of the king's regimcDts of lawnce 

knights, where more pore people did I never see nor worse armed 
and attyred ; and that vot to heboid our bands are gallants in com- 
parison of them : they growe dyscontented for wante of money, 
and yt is for assured that if her majestic he not a meane to detayne 
them they wilbe gone before we shall see the end of this service, 
for th*ennemye is gallante and ])r i v tie, and kepte 200 liorse on the 
hill betwixte the king's quarter and ours all this daie; and there 
kepte above; and, had it not bene tliat God was my guyde, in my 
retorne I had come full upon them, as being the nerer waie, and 
tbe waie my lord generall did ever use to goe. 

JVbv. 27* This daie noething happened worthie the vrj^-tinge, 
more then that it is said that the duke de Mayne suspected him 
that governed the bas^lion at Paris to be toe much Spanysb^ 
[and] threatened him out of it with the cannon. They have executed 
& Parii tbe cheife presydente, as gaynesaying the puUique deter* 
mynation to render to the kinge of Spaine. (As it is said) this daie 
a page oommynge into the king's quarter witii a letter from Villiers 
to some men aboute the king* was reprehended, and he ymme- 
diatly put the letters into his mouth to have eaten them, anri had 
so doan but that one caught him by the throate, and made him 
spytt them out ; but they were so marred, that noething could be 
read at all ; he hath bene tortured, and confessed some things 
for the king's torne in this buysines. 

Nov. 28. The 28., about xii. a'clocke in the mornynge, there came 
out of the forte of St. Katherin's 1400 principal horsemen bravely 
armed, and betwixte 7^0 and 2000 foote, and came to th'artvHerie 
planted before the castle, where there was a cors de yard of 
Swyssers, who upon the first fighte quytted their gard. and if they 
had not bene seconded by the Gascons they had loste their 
artyllerie, for tiiey bad broughte nayles and hammers to have 
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cloied * the peeces, wherewith one was taken by a Swize, who only 
kepte sentnyll) and cutt off the hAnd dl one of the honemen 
that was about to cloie one of the cannons ; and so after a great 
skyrmysh, many slaine and hurte, th'ennemye was putt in. 

Nov. 29. The 29. I wente with some others unto the kin^^'s 
quarter, and from thence to the trenches before the castle, where 
I found some lytle thing advaunced, but noething to any purpose, 
neyther yet can I gesse tliat they have meanes to doe more. All 
or their greatest hopes are of the helpe of England, which God 
sende quickely, if at all; for here is cold beinge. Tiie king we 
mett going out a' hontinge, wherein he taketh greate delight : it was 
said he would haye taken a Toiage unto Deape for some per- 
fimiiannoe of some Towes and derotyons tinto some nnslireiTed 
saint there; but it is said that the manhall Biron told him that, 
if he wente from hence, then he would goe into Gasoony, for he 
knew well ihat his army of volantarie nobylytie would be dys- 
banded if he were but twoe daies from hence. 

Nrnt* SO. The S0«, Ihe commaimders hem, taking at the harte the 
sladce performaunce and yll sucoesse of our late skyrmysh, wherein 
we loste twoe brave soldiors and [were] enforced to quytt their bo- 
dies^ kdd an rimbuscadp in there places, capten Barton in a seller of 
anhowse pulled downe nere to their dytcheand thetowneporte, with 
24 shott, capten Henry Powre in another place, with some 10' pykes, 
and some shott of monsieur Mallard's on th' other syde the porte ; 
and this being in this sorte laid before daie, about viii. a'clocke 
th' ennemye opened the portes, and came unto the usuall place of 
cars de yard, which is some 6 or 8 score from the porte, and al Ler 
they had bene a while there and sett out their sentnylls sir Roger 
Williams, with all the choiseste of us being there in the trenches, 
caused some mudcBtien to ahooto at th«r Mutoylls, and sent some 
other shott to beate them in, who was seconded from their gard. 
The akyimish grewe warme, and zzx*^ on a syde at the leaste : 
oursy according to dyx«ctions> retreated, to bringe th' ennemye

more within the daunger of our ambuscado, and then the signe 
was given, which was the throwing-up of a hatt with feathers of 
sir Thomas Baskervill's, and which was not observed by Barton, 
who was first by dyrection to have dyscovered himselfe, but we 
fayne to call and crye, which caused th' ennemye to suspect, and 
made a yyolente retreate as fast as their leggs could carye them to 
the porte, and Barton fell shorte of them for wante of some better 
Bpeede (as it is taken) ^ but it ia said there £eU 4 or 6 of theirs^ and 
onis had the spoyle ol their eon de gard, and had some doakes 
and weapons ; but in onr retreate fliey ahott 4 or 5 peeoes of 
artyllerie, one of the which nnfortanately lighted npon Hallard 
Monntniorancye, skying his horse^ and bieakinge of his legg 
bdowthe knee ; and the rest of U8» I thancke God, came home safe 
and sound; dyned by a good fyre, and eate capon^ plovers^ and 
larfces^ and drancke the best wyne we could g^tt; and this is the 
care we take, and the means we have, to preserve us from the cold. 
This daie retorned the Ireland capten Powre, who hath bene these 
vi. daies abroade in th' ennemyes conntrie to fetch provision for the 
army, and hath broughte 60 kyne and .iu muttons, and yt is to be 
thoughte that he that can provide so well for the generall hath not 
neglected his partyculer : he had soundrie fights^ and lost 2 or 3 of 
his best men. 

Dec, 1. Tl»e hrste of December, accompanyed with 2 or 3 
gentlemen, I went to yysyte monsieur Hallard, and beheld the 
dressing of his wound, which in common opynyon is not deadly^ 
but hath marred his daunc} ng, if not his goinge. This daie bong 
a great mysf» th' ennemye had hud soundrie ambuscadoes for us, 
and with all inyention of viUanous railing they thoughte to ha7e 
drawn us out of our trendies to akyrmysh, but ours, foreseing the 
padd in the straws, have defiwred to aunswer thdr words tyll we 
be strong ynough to breaks thdr heads. This aftemoone, to driye 
awaie idlenes, I wente to a monastene of nonnes, about a league 
and a halfe from our quarter, where we sa behaved our selves that 
we reoeyved very kynd wellcomes, and a bauckett of xx^* seTerall 
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dyshes of preserved fruits. The abbesse was of the house of 
Baskeville, a verie goodly gentlewoman, and wore her habyt very 
neate and properlye : she is a woman exceeding well-spoken, and 
of good behavior, but of ycercs mccter for God then for the world. 
But there was 2 or 3 younger noons, and all gentlewomen of good 
house, whom I know, if you had sene, you would have pyttyed 
their loss of tyme ; and fo, hftTing spente S or S howres there^ 
retomed home to our strvwe bed. 

Dee» 2, Tharsdue, the second due, was a verie mystie dUe> 
and darke, and lytle donne* This daie the pyoneers arryved here, 
whom for want of soldiors we are infiDiced to strengthen our gard 
witball. 

Dec. 3. Frydaie there eame to lye with us, to strengdien monsieur 
Mallard's quarter, one monsieur S^. Dennys, who kyrbeth th' 
ennemye on that syde better than those that were there before 
him, a verie brave man, and so are those that are his ; and that 
which hath bene much spoken of, and nothing donne, which is to 
kecpe a cors de gard hard by where th' ennemye kepeth theirs, he 
undertoke to doe. 

Dec. 4. The 4. we possessed our selves of the church before 
the gates were open or th' enemy came out, which when they 
discerned, they yssued at the openynge of the gates in greater 
numbers than they used j and presently began a very great skvr- 
mysh, which was handled verie soldior-lyke on both sides, and 
fine advantages taken, as well of high grounds of defence, lowe 
wayes, and walls of ruynated houses, and the lyke* They were 
seconded by some 40 of our shott, and 100 pykes for their defence 
if any horse had saUyed, and it oontynewed 2 howres, and 500 
bnlletts at the leaste spente, with many cannon shott; and yett 
not aboTe vi., as we could gesse, slaine on both sydes. Afterwards 
we wente to the king's quarter, and sawe many things provyded for 
hisapproches being nerer than he was, many gabbyons and engyns 
earyed apon wheeles in makinge. I was asked by the kinge (whom 
I mett with many about him), what newes of ''monsieur le comte," 
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meanyng my lord general!, whose commynge or staying may 

hinder or further much the action. They saie, that speake for 
certaine, that the duke of Fkrma (49) isentred Fraunce, and that he 
sends for all his friends to come and antst him : it is thoughte the 
lyklyest mesne for him to rayse his siege against Deape. The 
king liath planted 2 cannons more in flancke, from whence he 
beateth in such sorte, that noe man sheweth himselfe now uppon 
the rampiers. it is said that chevalier Dois, the governor's 
brother, should goe out this nighte poste with c. horse, through 
the slacke gard of the French quarters. This daie mon&ieur S'. 
Deunys hath wroughte contynuallv to make himselfe stronge in 
the church, where 1 beirjg this aftemoone might see the governor 
on horsebacke upon the rampiers, whom he caused two of his 
aentnylla to shoote a^ and they requyted him with a peoe of 
aityllerie. The king^ widi hia vi. piecea diat are planted in flancke 
upon the castle, hare |ilaid all this daie. 

Dee. 5. The 5. I wente downe to the charcfa^ to see what our 
newe neighbor monsieur 8^ Dennya had doan, whom I found had 
made some lytic strengthes with caating of earth and laying of 
faggots in iiii. several places, scarce an harquebuz-shott one from 
an other, where he labored all daie and nighte, and himselfe carried 
me from place to place to ahew me his determynations ; and so 
nere daunger, being utterlie unarmed, and in daunger of the small 
shott from the walls, that had yt not bene that a foolysli hardy 
Frenchman should have said that an Englishman durst not adven- 
ture his lyfe fondly as he, 1 could have bene contented to have 
bene in our trenches. From the walls was made soundrie small 
shott upon us, and he being attended with some x, harquebuz, gave 
a volley to those which stood upon the r.iinpyers, which were 
many ; and so I tooke ray leave, leaving him in lus braving 
humor. After dynner I wente to see monsieur HaUard, whom I 
hope to be in greate hope of recovery ; and retominge, we mi^t 
dysoeme from our trendiea a greate skyrmysh at die castle, and 
like contynuaU playing of our yi. pieces of arlyllerie that are |»hioe<l 
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in flancke. All this daie they never opened the porte, as mrdy 
diey do upon the Soundaie. 

Dec. 6. UppoTi Mondaie, in the mornynge, we all expected 
some sporte, when th'ennemye should come unto his cor.f de gard 
of the half moone, which was within twenty pykes of the iierest 
cors (le gard that the said S*^. Dennys had made, and we having 
walked in the trenches untyll ten a'clocke expecting it, and the 
gates never openinge, nor noe bodie sallying, I wente with sir 
Roger Williams and many other gcntlenicn to tlie castle, to see 
what our 110 pyoneers (which the king had the night before) had 
donne there; and passing through die king's quarter, and under- 
standing he was readie to go aTiuntinge, we alighted and came to 
bis presence, who intreated the most of ns with partycular saluta^ 
tion, and told us that he would on hnntinge, and the msrshall 
Biron, and after dynner to our quarter, much praysiug our 
pyoneers, who wrought with thnr axes, and their pykes by them, 
and upon any allarme lelte their pykeaxes and toke their pykes ; 
and told us he had sente tiiem 12 hogsheads of wyne and 200 
loves to make them merrye ; and taking horse^ we wente to the 
castle, and found that what he said they receyved, for they had 
intrenched themselves neerer then his former intrenches, within a 
butt^s length of the verie dytch of the castle, which with some 
hazard we wente into, and found some 4 of ours shott and one 
slaine with a faucon bullett, and a French capten with the self- 
same, wlio came to look on. Having passed some howre or 
twoe, m our retorninge home we might dysceme the marshall 
with the baron his sonne, and a great troupe, going towards our 
quarter ; but when we oame to the hJU betvizte the king's quarter 
and ours, we dyseemed by eie and eare a mightye skyrmysh, 
horse, foote, artyllerie, pystoUs, 1aunoe«» swords, abd what els 
scwver, and a greate noyee; liie which we sebg came upon the 
spuir, to take parte with Qur freinds, captens, and compagnyons; 
and uppon our airyvall we found as followeth : Betwizt xiL and 
jpne .th'ennemye, haTing kepte the porte shutt all daie, on a sodaine 
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kct hJa the btiilge^ and jnned oat as it mn in » dutler, tnd one 
in an otJier's necke 1 200 liaiqnd>iix> 150 horse in three aqnadron^ 
one of lawnces with orangMamiye bandroUa* the others pystoUers, 
both well armed, and the third harquebuB on horsebacke ; and 
then followed the foote allmost 200 pykes, 200 harquebus, led 
with pryncypall men excellently well armed, and came on with 
snch spccfle. that our sentnylls had noe leysure to give the em's de 
gard any otlier ss arninge but by comniynge awnie without any 
manner of resistaunce, yet without any shott dyscharged upon them 
on th'ennemyes syde. They quytted 3 of Hallard's cors de gardy 
not without the losse of their lives which the horsemen could 
overtake. The 4th cor$ de gard, where their greatest strcngtli 
was, being a large house without a roofe, the walls being a pyke 
length high, with many loope holes to shoots out at; th'ennemye, 
with men for that puipoBe exoeUently weU armed, by the adyan* 
tage of the walls got to the topp thereof, and le^ed in amongst 
them most lesohitdye, snd pntt them tSi to the swoid that wsa 
within, snd those that escaped their ftuy fell npon the hoisemeni 
who had the lyke meieje. The horsemen advaneed themseWes so 
ferr that our sentnylls and the rest qnytted oar trenches, bat sir 
Hiomas Gerrard (50) happyly attheinstaunte dreweoat the gsrd of 
the dsie into the field to make stand, and gave allarme to all our 
arroye, which came out full faste and forward, and when his gal* 
lants dyscerned the fast stand of our pykes, they had noe will to 
come nere to see of what wood they were matlo ; hut after %umc 
shott of pystoUs towards our forward gallants, wlicrt' ([iptcii 
Barton was daungerously hurte in the fjue, and stein;; ir)0 
pyoneers of ours come out, to second ours, witli their pykes, whom 
they knew not but for our soldiers, they retyred, and we possessed 
our troupe of trenches. Marshall Biron arryved iu the middest of 
this furie upon the hill with a greate troupe of horse and made the 
retrcate, we making shewe «4th our pykes as though we would 
besett the hill which marshall Biron held ; but (oar strength con- 
sidered) not meets for oturs. After the retreate I wente downs 
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inth «ome others to see whst was doan, and found dead bodies 
in every plaoej a wounderfull butcherie witbin tbe cors degard one 
upon an otber^ and to see tbe place it cannot be denyed but th' 
ennemye bad a brave resolution : I told xxx. dead there, and xvi. in 

the gardens, hedges, and other places. There were two captens in 
chiefe slayne, and ii. gentlemen nf especyall marke and reputation ; 
tbe name of one was monsieur St. Sever, both whose bodies th' 
eiincmye toke away : some of them and their horses staid behind, 
but few taken. The nomber of th'ennemye to ray eies were above 
50; but the best opynyon is, that there were slaine above 100. 
Presently hereupon grew a new allarme upofi other cause or lykeli- 
hood of matter, but you never saw such ronnynge ; and had it not 
bene for sir Roger WiUiams^ sir Thomas Baskervill, sir Thomas 
Gerrard, myselfe, and others, I tbink they had ronne tyll this 
tune; who, being opoa the side of the hill, might diaceme there 
was noe sueh cause of feare as they pretended : and thus have 
you the most prowd* sally that any capten here can tell of to their 
memorie. Tbe nig^t of this dale those of monsieur Hallard's 
quarter lUd ihinke in parte to have bene revenged on th^eiinemye, 
and doe their endevor to make them afinud in revenge of the daies 
worke ; and soe some xx. or xxx. wente unto the porte and to 
sever&ll other places, finding their aentnylls, and sbott at them, 
thincking to give the towne allarm or to waken some of them 
the leaste, that had a Ij'tle before given some of their fellowes a 
drinoke of everlasting sleepp : but wLaf they did to th'ennemye 
I kiiowe not, but we their pore freinds here, not knowing their 
intente and hearing so greate a volley, kepte us from our straw 
tyll mydnighte. 

Dec, 7' The 7- there passed noething wortliic the memorie, more 
then bringing the pyoneers into our quarter to reinforce us. In the 
mean tyme, I leave you to judge how we dwell here, and the un- 
tymely death of my cozin sir Richard Acton,(51) of the deaeaae of the 
kampe, whidi is a pestylent ague, (52) somewhat lease then a plague. 

* Anciently , prow, t. «. valiant ; hence proweaa. 
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Dec. B. The 8. I wente into the treiichcs npon my first n smg;, 
and at the opening of the gate, the cors de gard of HuUard's 
qaarter toke the aUarme, and quy tted the cars de gard ; but being 
inoouraged from oar trenches they stood to yt, promy&ing them 
to teoond, and tlief tolie liute of gim aiid netomed to liidr 
guda alter aome laijtA d^iBuah. The Idng^ thia daia» came to our 
guitar; and air Boger I^Uiamay air Tbomaa BaakMrillAi and I, 
being in onr trandiea, wente to meete luniy and the fint aalutation 
he made na «ia to thia effiscte. Yoa mnate wiyte into England 
that we must have leave to marchandyae ; for the duke of Parma ia 
marched iiL dayea march uito Fraunce/' He allighted and viewed 
the ground for some approches to be made; but we must be 
atron ge r firste : and then toke his horse and wente to vyayt mon- 
sieur Hallard. This nighte there were severall notices given of 
fyre out of an high steeple in tbe townc, wliich is some advertyse* 
ments th'ennemve !riveth of sutuc of Ins without. 

Dec. 9. The 5)th, we being in the inoruyiige dyspleased at tlie 
pryde of th'ennemye, they commyng as it were with triumphe 
with XX. boats full of harquebuz, boumte soundrie houses in an 
island in the river, over against our quarter, where the king is 
determyned to buyld some fortyfycations as well to cutninuund 
fhe mer as to annoy the towne; they bnmte certaine howses that 
were therein, and entt downe the trees and caryed them away, aa 
much aa they thought mete for their purpose. Sir Nicolaa Clyf- 
ford» and some 40 with him, laie in the neiest ambuseado to 
the towne; sir Thomaa Baakervill hde in an hollowe way to have 
seconded them upon any occasion ; and sir Roger Williams, with 
the pryncypaU gentlemen of the armye and others, to have come 
to their rescue : and in thia sorte we all stood expecting tyll %u a 
dock, and they never yssued. Some thinke they dyscovered 
oertayne of ours from the topp of an high steeple; and seingit 
prevayled not, every man arose and came to dynncr. Sir Roger 
and I were invyted to certaine French gentlemen, where we dranke 
carowses and what eyther with the cold of the long expectation 
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in the mornynge^ or overmuch wyne at dynner, th'one syde of my 
head did ake 2 dales after. The king this daie toke his jomey to 
Oiton, where it seemed that he had taken loiiie knoidedge that 
monsiear FlaTenconrt, his govemw tliere« had too mndi intdli* 
genoes wiUi the Leagaen.(53) 

Dee, 10* TIm x. wt had a wonderAall greate hniAe of artyllerie, 
which made ua thinke that Ihere had bene aome figfate amongst 
onr shipps, that braoght oar artyUerie up the riTer from Despe^ 
and tb'ennemye; but it proved uoelhing but a trinmphe of their 
airyvall at Codebecke, and the joy of the towne there. 

Dee, 11. The xi., to take the fresh ayre out of this infections 
place^ 3 or 4 of us on horsebacke, well mounted, went to take our 
adventure from hill to dale, and from one good village to another, 
and enquyring whose house this was, and whose castle th'other, 
we were informed where some good and graceful! company was of 
fayre ladies, where, afi pr some dexterytie to gett the gates opened, 
■we so behaved our selves, that we were not only for the present 
well banquetted, but with severall cortesies entertayned and 
intretited to make our abode there all nighte, which we durst not 
for certain considerations adventure, but since iuvyted to retome : 
Sir, I assure you, the oompanie was not unpleasing unto my kind 
harte. The nighte drawing on and the oountrye daungerous, with 
pystolls and swords drawn, upon a gallopp we came home, and 
upon our arry vail, I found a greate friend of myne> the marques 
de Allegra, who had earnestly sente to desyre me to procure him 
some XX. pykes, whom he would well intreate for their owne aakes 
and myne, for his better defence of his government of Gisors ; 
yet I was not (to my greife) any way hable to procoie them (our 
weaknes here considered). 

Dec. 12. This daic, a seijante of the pyoneers had conspin^d 
to lead away 50 or 60 pyoneers, of the pryncypalleste of them, 
into Roan, which being dyscovercd, they were, by a cownsell at 
warr, tliercupon heald, all brought to the tree, and the serjant 
only executed for example, in the presence of them all. This 
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d&ie, in th 'afternoon p, tirennemy made a great sally upon the 
Swizers' quarter, of aUovc 100 horse, and 50 or 60 foote, and soe 
sodaialy fell upon their quarter that they slewe 2 or S of their 
sentnylls; but the plaine honest men put themselves in a-readynes 
with such spede as their hevy humor might pcrmy tt, and followed 
with their auncients flying, their dromes- beating, and them selyea 
all armed, downe towards tlie towne wtdi sliott of the cannon. 
This daie dieie hapened a tiding to a gentleman worUiie the 
maikinge, to djMseme the coirnption of .theise wans. This 
gentleman having a hjre horse in a huge village not ferr heno^ 
was desyrous to have a protection from my lord genenll* who 
promyaed to provyde him a certaine qnantytie of oats and hay 
weekely, which he jnstly performed* There were acoople sente to 
gard his house, and there commynge certaine of monsieur 
Hallard's lackies for forage upon that village, they were not <»ilye 
roBghly intreated, but their horses taken from them : whereupon 
they retoming to their maister's the night following at mydniirht, 
40 curasses entered the honse, with force toke our Knglysh 
prisoners, wounded the master to death, spoyled his house, toke 
their owne horses, and all his, and the next newes that we heard 
of our Englysh was that they were prisoners in Roan, sould to 
th'ennemye by those that will hold us their friends to serve their 
owne turtles ; by this I leave you to gesso and conceave the rest. 
This lugiite we receaved intelligence from many places, that 
th'ennemye had determynation to fofoe our quarter, whereby our 
sentoylla were doobled and our gards reinforced, and we slepte 
like harei, with open eies. 

Dee, 18. The xiii. the fame tiiereof increased, and thereby our 
expectation and readyiies contynewed* 

Dee. 14. The 14. our worthie and long looked for gcnerall 
arryved with those he wrate with, and only acoompanyed with one 
that was not here before, mr. Harcott (54) ; and notwithstanding his 
long and greate jorney, whereof his followers were wearie, he would 
nedes, bdbre his alighting, goe downe to the trenches, and hear- 

CAMD. soc. ' 
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ing of the greate threatenings, whereof we were somewhat in 
doubte, he would nccdes call unto a sentynyil of th'ennemye, and 
bad him tell monsieur ViUiers that be was oome with some 20 
gentlemen with him, and that if he would enterpryse any thing 
against tihe Englysh quarter he must doe it eydier ihat nighte or 
never^ for the neste daie we should be too stronge for him; 
there being to array 8000 Englysh of the old hands of the haw 
Coantryes this nighte, Whilest he was at supper^ tbe sentoylls 
and cor$ de gard toke a greate allanne^ oooaaioned by the gaily 
and some other boats that wente downe frdghte with harqufibus 
and other small shotti thincking to have surprysed a village 
wherm osrtaine French bands are lodged, but they fayled of their 
enterpryse, and after a greate noraber of shott made, they retyred: 
we stood in armcs in the field, to expect the successeof thatsally^ 
above twoe howres, and a colder wynd did I never feele. 

Dec. 15. The king retorned from Gisors, having with fayre 
words Init etfertuall dedes dysplaced the suspected governor. My 
lord wente to vysyte him, who was much wellcomed. 

Dec. IG. The 16. monsieur Gniiion, (33} who is a greate inter- 
mitter to drawe a composition betwixte the king and the towne, and 
is a knight of the Holly Qhost, a greate favoryte of the late king, 
and nere fcynne unto YiUiers, and one by whom he was first bvedd 
into the world, whose brother is governor of Hunflenr, by YiUiers 
appoyntment ; and yet they have procured his newtralytie^ and 
sufferred the tang's shipping to passe without ympeachment. He 
was shott following the Idnge into the trenche^ into the anne 
above the ellbowe. 

Dec. 1 7* The 1 7> I wente to the horse quarter to take muster, where 
we found few lesse than 200 horse, but much fallen from the plyghte 
that men and horse were in at the first muster at Deape upon our 
arryvall, where then everie one had plumes and now some were with- 
out hatts : but yet they commaund the countrie, and domineer, 
and have their parts in any thing passinge. Tn my retorne I mett 
with a lubberly serving-man upon sir William Hangetree his best 
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horse, who as in Haid was unhorste by a dozen carhynes, and his 
horse talt en from Litn . in such securytie rvde we here, that we 
knowe neither freind nor eoemye ; but ail is good boote for bim 
that is the stronger. 

Dec. 18. The IS. I toke luuster of all the 25 uid companies and 
deducted them into viii., and are shorte of their nomber. This 
daie Ae prowdeSoDett, (56) gorernor of de Lardicfl uid Ixmers, 
was taken prisoner on the farther syde of die rrrer b^hreadi of &yth 
of ^'tmnemfe, otherB say by good war [mn^ ; hat howsoever he is 
safe, and greate tryomphe inade of his taking, heing a man that 
halh doan them modi haimc^ and, as they say, has btoken his 
oath and &yth with them heretofore. 

Dec. 1 9. The 19. the bands of die Low Coantries were mastered, 
and 5 of them were presendye sente unto an other quarter, where 
they kepte watch and ward ererie third nighte, and my lord him- 
selfe with many other pryncypall gentlemen which watch e\ erie third 
nighte, being within iii. pykes length of th'ennemyes gard, where 
they h;ivc contynuall shooting, and dyvers of our pyonccrs slaine, 
and sir Edmund Yorke hurte on the head. My lord geiierail had 
great speech with ciievalier Pickard, (57) wlio asked for his mistress 
that lie had in England, and promysed to come and dyne with his 
lordship one daie, and there passed many fayre speeches between 
them, but tiie bullctts wente apace the meane tyme. 

Dee, 20. The xx. we had greate romors of tiie dnke of 
Fiffmahis commynge to Deape, as it is tiioughte, where they 
all worfce mighty lye, andnoe man exempted from working upon 
their rampyers and fortes. If he oome thither, and if her majestie 
healpe not wdl> God helpe as and them here ! 

Dec 21. The zzi. my lord, going onto Demytall, was daan- 
geroosly scarred with a peeoe of artyllerie, and a Datch gentleman 
slayne, being the next man onto him» attending the baron of 
Stenberge, who was at the corte at Wyndsor the last yerc, who 
rode with my lord. This daie there arryved 3 pynnaces of ours 
over against onr quarter, where they caste ancor, and were salated 
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with many cannon shot from the okl pallacc j but in the nighte 
they ftU downe lower, fearing to be awaked. This date tVen- 
nemye made a verie greate aallye upon die vilhige underneath the 
castle of Sunt Katnin'a^ where oars receyved greate prayse for 
being presently in readynes and yaaning out to encounter th'en^ 
nemye f air Gonyera Clyfford receyved greate prayae both of for- 
wardnes and of good dyreetions that daie. The Idng being on the 
head of the hill, and seing that sally, came downe like god Mara 
bis thunderbolt, but Terie slenderly attended: he gathered unto 
him those that were scattered upp and downe: they prest th'en- 
nemye by mesne of the foote, who were Terie forward, and putt 
th'enncmye quickly within the j^ate. 

DfY". 22. Tbis daic rnonsier de Graund and baron Biron were 
elected knisrhts of the Tloly Ghost of that fraternity. (58) The 
weather hath been vent' i xtrcme 4 or 5 daies, and lytle provision 
commeth to our marketL, what for the unsecurytie of the passage 
for pore men, by coldnes of the weather, and the wannts of the 
countrie, for we are now come to forage xii. miles off, so that we 
are compelled to send out our carts one daie^ and come home the 
neJLt, but with great daunger. 

JDw* 29. Thia date we have a greate allarme of the removing of 
our quarter from hences, whereby to be neerer the trenches of 
Saint Katherin's castle, where now we watche iu. daies in a weeke, 
being of ours but five oompanyes, and with th^assistaunce of the 
voluntarie gentlemen who wateiie there to advaunce their honor ; 
which is a large proportion for aooh a handful! of men as we are, 
and shame for the rest that are 10^000 in the leasts accownte, that 
will dysproportion m so much, and would doe more if all our 
companys were there. 

Dec. 24. This daie my lord ^enerall wcntc to the trenches (59) 
with many, where we forced th'ennemye from the counterscape 
Ond slewe many, and toke many cloakes, weapons, and the 
lyke, to the greate reputation of the doers. Baron Biron toke 
\)|)on him to defend the ground which was wonne, which \va:> uf a 
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verie mlghtie importaonoe, and such as without it they could not 
have held the forte iii. dates : but th'c[nnemye,] fynding the mis- 
cheife, sallyed out in <j;^reatc nomhers the 25. about xi. o'clocke, 
and forced the gard there; ours fought verie bravely for halfe 
an how re, and never seconded of the French; sirThomas Basker- 
Tille lykely to have bene takt u ; capten Marson did th'office of a 
raanfull capten ; our soldiors had spente all their i)owder and shott;

He was not sent, however, bcforr tlif beginning 
of September. (Lord Bui^^ej^a Diaiy.) There is a letter of the %ueeD to the eurl 
of Ewes, dated the 4tii Oct. In lAioh dw i^BMiei her anger that lir Bogtr WOlnait 
bad " preKUMdf in an audatious and fooIUi lBmMr»** to commend the first actioa 
before Rouen, and desiring tbo general, in Pon8<>quenoo, to prefer in AltOM tha sdviM 
of Bir Thomaa Leighton.

The earl of Essex had made a brief but succeasful Tisit to the qneen. ** At 
my lord's coming to court, whereas he expected nothing but her nugesties heavy dit- 
plcMoTC^ he Ibvod ft ekaae eontraiy, Ibr ehe wed Ua with that grace and flmmrttfiet be 
stayed a week with her, passing the time in JoUl^ tod fcesting ; and then with teares 
in her eyes, she shewed her affection to bim, and for thp repairs of his bonoar gare him 
leave to retoome to his charge againe. Ue made all the baate he could to Deepe. As 
aoon he aew me he diwr hie leplar, «nd eeme tmamg Io me» and hdd it an nf 
shoulder, and ftni^tij anhnead naa^ and said to mee, when he had need of one to plead 
for him, he would never use any other oratour than myselfe. I delivered bini the quoon'si 
letter j then he said, Worthy cousin, I know by henelf how you prevailed «rith her, and 
whatatraelHoBdlhadefyoafWludilBhBUBafarlbfigelt.** (McoMln.) SirBdhertOaiy, 
who thus received his first exaltation in rank, was the fourth and youngest son of Henry 
first lord Ilunsdon, and was the earl's coxisin once remoTod through his aunt Katharine 
Gary, wife of sir Francis Knoliys. K.G. and motliur of Lettice countess of Essex and 
Ldoetter. Befinre attaining to hie knightlj ^Ugnily, ab Bohert Guy had been one of 
the captains employ ed against the amiada in 1588, and bad also held the post of deputy- 
warden of the East March towards Scotland. Ho was afterwards master of the rob«i to 
Charles duke of York, chamb^lain to Charles when prince of Wales ; created lord Cuj 
off Lappfaigtoii hi 1022-8, and eail of Moanunifh fai USM j ead died 1639. His veqr 
interesting anloblognvhinl memoiit ware edited m 8to. 1759» by tiia eail of Omha and 
Orreij.

(10.) Captain Power. There seem to have been two captains of this name in the 
army: for on the 30tb Nov. we find that whilst "captain Heniy Fowr«" had been 
tnglgad IB ft lUifliiili in tba nMraintg (p. 52), **th« Ireland oaptaJn Powre^ Mtwrnad 
dariqg tba dn^* after leaving been nx daya absent on a ftnegiiig party." (p. 53.) Captain 
Henry Power, who was an Irishman, mi-l afterwards a peer of Ireland, was li<>utenaiit- 
oolonel of air Robert Cary^s regiment (see the Introduction, p. 9). Ue was knighted 
dniiiig tlie onnpaign. By patent, dated llaieh 1, 1619-S0, 1m waa edvaBoed to Hie 
dignilj of viioonnt Yalentia. He died in 1642 ; when his *^"»«"«" air Ftancis Annedtif 
flueepeded to the peerage, it having heen enlarged to him by a second patent. The banner 
of Ireland was borne by the visoount Qrandison and the viscount Yalentia at the funeral 
of king Jamea I. in 1625. 

(n.) Sir Edmund Yorle. "In the moneth of February (T591-2) sir Edmonde 
Yorke, knight, conducted over into France five thousand footemen well appoynted, sent

(59.) TAf trenchet. The principal notice tliat Sully In his Memoirs takes of the English 
at the siege of Rouen, is with rof. rGnce to the assistance they affonled wlien the king at- 
tacked a great trench which Vilkrs had thrown out from the castle of St. Catharine. " As 
thli new work was extended §u into the ooontry, and u H not only disordered the be- 
dflgers in their attacks upon the castle, but also ezpoeed them to be fiilten upon in the 
rear, while at the same time (hey had the garriuon from within in front, the king resolved 
to seize it, and render it useless to the enemy. For this purpose he mode choice of the 
oi^t when it «h hk torn to natch at the treoeh with hii tbiee hundred gentlemen, 
whom he commanded to be completely armed, and to have, beridee their usual arms, hal- 
berts in their hands, and pistols at their girdles ; and to this troop added four hundred 
musketeers. It was at midnight, and amidst the extreme cold of December, that we at- 
taeked tibb trmeh in different plaeea. The aetfeoi «bieh waa wty ebetinatey oonttnaed 
half an hour with equal animosity on both vdei* We used oac utaulii endeavours to 
gain the brink, and the besieged repulsed us several times. I was twice thrown to the 
ground, my halbert broke, and my armour loosened or broken in piecee. Marignan, 
[his leeretaiy,] lAum I had obtained permiwien to keep near me, raised me, put my 
amour again in order, and gave me his halbert. The treneh was at last oanted bj main 
force, and we cleared it of more tlian fifty dead or dyinp enemies, whom we threw from 
the top of the bill. This trench was open to the cannon of the fort ; but the king bad the 
preoantion to order some gabtone, hogeheads, end pleoas «f wood to be brou^ flieve, 
which covered the English, to whom he committed the goaid of it. [This agrees with 

what our journalist states in pp. 64 and 65.] 

" ViUars did not expect to have seen his outworks carried in so short a time. When 
he wis totd it, and Oat it was tise iiing Umaelf who liad oeodneted the enterprise, ' By 
heavens!* said he, ' this prince deserves a thousand crowns br his valour. I am sorry 
that, hy a better religion, he does not inspire us with as strong an inolination to gain him 
new ones as to detain him from his own ; but it shall never be said, that I have failed to 
attempt in my own permn what a great king has peiAwmed in his.* In eihet, he put 
himself at the head of four hundred men, armed as he had been told the king^s were, and, 
taking also eight hundred nnigketeers selected out of his whole number* he attacked the 
English and dislodged them from the trench. 

** The king, piqued with the vani^ of Tillaif, and resolTing net In lei go his hold, pre- 
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pared lor a soooDd attempt. Tbe Engliah, apprehending reproaches, wbioh they cettamly 
htd not deMmd, iatratad tlie Idug to put a hundred Englidi gfurilmm in hb troop, 
and to suffer all the foot, who were to attend him on this oocasioni to be English liko- 
M'isc. They also demanded Irivc to sustain the first effort of the enemy, and behaved so 
bravely, that the trench wus a aocond time regained : they afterwards maintained them- 
solvia in it, and took ai*aj from Am iMaieged all IntiUnation to Mfpntth U fiir tiM ftitON. 
By this obstinate rtrog^ for a trench only, it is to jndg* oif tbo «««nt of a 
of which this attack was only tlie beginning." 

Some days after, according to Sully, (but he keeps no dates,) " Yillara made a sally at 
tibo head of a hundred hono, with whom ho omtfuwr the guard ; and would have been 
tho cause of much greatov oonfusion, if the Idng, annod only wifli a ooimN, had not ran 
thither, followed by the lmr^)n de Blron, an Kn^'liah officer (who-'f rnmo T havo forgot), 
Grillon, and some others who were about him : thc«o three gentlemen especially gained 
hnmoirtal gloi; thoro. GtiUon't aim wh broke by a shot from an arqnebiiM. As ftir 
fhe king, having pcodpttated lifaooolf into a dangor aomowhat like that which is related of 
Alexander the Great in the city of the Oxydracas, he extricated himself out of it with 
equal presence of mind, and eq^ual intrepidity. If this, which is only an example, has 
all the appearaneo of a frbl^ Hmii;^ action bad two whole emim to be witneaM* of it.** 

The reader^ ngrat Oat Snllj did not Mnember tibo nemo of d» vaUukt EngUA 
officer, and altogether his arrangement of events seems not very accurate. It is not, at

Iliit Letter wm found a year or two ago^io a box of discarded 
papers, at Onlton Park, with tihe Grey Manuscript now in the 

-press for the Camden Society. The author, George Fleetwoodj 
was son of Sir Wilham Fleetwood, of Cranford, in Middlesex, 
knight. Receiver of the Court of Wards, and brother of Sir Wil- 
liam Fleetwood, Cupbearer to James the First and Charles the 
First, and Comptroller of Wooc!stock Park. He wetif into Swe- 
den, was a famo us genera l there, and was created a Baron. He 
had a son named Gustavus, who inherited his Swedish honours. 
His uncle. Sir George Fleetwood, married Catharine Denny, 
niece to Arthur Lord Grey of Wilton, the author of the Grey 
Manuscript. * It is possible that tins iaunly connection may 
account for the circumstance of the two manuscripts being found 
togethw. The Fleetwood letter is desrly a copy ; but, as I have 
been nnsible to discoTer that the original is extant, or has ever 
appeared in print, the subject-matter will not hSl in interest, 
coming, as it does, fronran eye-witness of the events he describes. 
The character of tibe writing testifies that the copy cannot beof much 
more recent date than the original ; but that it is not in the hand- 
writing of the author is evident from the occurrence of occasional 
blanks wheri^ the original was either defective or illegible. The 
history of the times and occurrences to which it relates is so well 
known, that notes have been deemed unnecessary.

LETTER, &c. 



Sir, 

1 am this farr^ Gk>d be thanked, safely retorned from a longe 
and a tedious joamey, and cold wish it had pleased God all 
thinges had bene as succesfull to us as my journey bath bene to 
inee ; then I am confident my retome had not bene soe sudden 
nor sne mallancholly. T mott theKingeand the Chancellour both 
at Arnstat in Durincreland the 26 October, still, vet. ; but the Chan- 
cellour being the next day to retorne back for the ordering of 
affares towardes Bavaria and the Palatinate, took mee with him 
the first nightes journey to Alnjame, where hee presentlie ^ave mee 
my dispatch, witii lettres to the Kinge m all poyntes that I 
desired, with soe great manifestation of his affeetion that I eold 
not have expected the like, and gave mee assaranoe that whilst he 
lyyeA he wold be my patron, being very ioyfull at the good leport 
which hee hath heard of my regiment from everie one*^ The 
Kinge» upon the first dely verie of my lettres, gave mee command 
to cause the secretaries to write whatsoeyw I pleased, granntdng 
all my desires : as that my i^^g^ent ahold come out in the 
springe to his army, and that I shold rayse foure companies more 
to make my regiment a compleat brigade $ and dyrers other thinges 
hee graunted. But thys unfortunate losse of our noble master was 
so soda3rne that I cold not gett his lettres ; and, not knoweing how 
thinges might alter in this distraction, I am by post retyreing to 
my regiment, for I beleeve wee shall have action inough in Sprutia. 
I have sent by post to the Chancellour, from whom I doubt not 
but to have satisfaction in all my desires, and in his handes (I 
beleeve) the manageing of their affares will mainely depend. I 
have slipped some opportunitye of writeing, not being willing to 
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bee the first messenger of soe ill newes ; bat before this lettre will 
arrpre at your handes, 1 doubt not but yow will have sure intel- 
ligence, wherfore I thought fitting to inform yoa of all oocumntss 

since my being with the armv. 

The Kinge, when he lay at Xyreiiberge, jierooavcing he cold by 
noc nicanes provoke Walston out of his trenches, lie marched with 
flying cullers and drummes, beating round about the euiuiies leager; 
and then devideing his army bee gave the halfe to duke Rerncrd 
of Weimar, seudeing him to Swj'ucford to march upon Waliston, 
and with the other halfe he marched himself to Nyburghe^ three 
myles from Ingksta^ in Bavaria, intending to make tihat the seat 
of warr ; bat Walstoo, contrarie to his expectation, took his march 
presently to Voitland, and soe through Meisen direetlie upon 
Upsicke^ sendeing Hulk and Myrodo before with 15 thousand 
men, whoo burnt and plundered all Meisen. On the other side 
Papenham, with about eight thousand men from the Wester 
Streame, took his march within three myles of Erfordc, directly 
upon Lypsick, where Walston, Popenham, Hulk, and Myrodo 
ioyned all theire forces together, being in all about thirtie-siz 
thousand stxonge. The brave Govemour of Lypsicke, skilfuU in 
betraying townes (being the same man that last gave it upp the 
same day the battayle was fought, at Lypsick), did tlie like now 
both with towne and castle the next day the enimie came before 
it. The Kinge was at Nyburge wlicn he received first iDtelligeace 
of Walston's marching for Myscn, whcrupt)n hee ymcdiatly gave 
15 thousand men under the couii;i.uul of Puulsgrave Brokenfeild, 
to goo against the Duke of Buvaiia. And, commanding the reare 
of his army to follow him, he rode post himself to Hertike Ber- 
nerd's army, with which hee day and night marched through 
Duringer Walde (feareing the enimies fortefying the woodes against 
him) and never rested till hee came to Arnstat, where bee lay still 
aboute 6 or 8 deies, till his owne army and ordinance came upp ; 
and the next day the army came together, being the 8Bth of 
October, he marche d directly to Nareinbcr(p, wllfim Wfl hj 'rtill 
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about sixdaies. The Kinges whole army consisted of aboat 
18 thousand nail men ; the enimie then lay at Wysenfeild^ two 
myles from us. The Kinge sent dailie postes to the Duke of 
Saxon to have his army, and the Duke of Luniiburghes, conaist- 
ing of about 12 or 14 thowsand, presently to come to him. 

Upon the 3. and 4. of November the enimie marched from 
Wysenfeild towards Lypsick, and the 5th the Kinge broke upp to 
foil )v, e them J and that momeing, insteedeof the Duke of Saxon's 
ioyneiiig with liim, lice receaved Icttres that then theire armies 
weare first to ioync at Maydenburgh, at which the Kinge was in- 
finitely discontented, saying, hee sawe the Princes ai Germany 
csred not what hee commAnded, but did the contrary, but they 
should see hee durst fight with the enimie^ though they wesn 
twice his strength, and with that commanded presently to march. 
At that day wee beat about 600 horse, taking dyyers of theire 
eollours ; and there the Kinge was informed by the prysoners that 
Popemutt diould bee marched with his army to Hall» Hulk to 
Lypsick, and Myiodo to another place $ and that only Walston, 
with his army of about 20 tliousand men, was there, which made 
the Kinge resolve the rather the next day to ioyne battaile. But 
that intelligence proved false ; only in Popenham, whoe with his 
army was marched to Hall, but that nii^ht marched backwardes, 
and Inmself was at the begining of the battaile, but his folkcs came 
first about two of the clock. The Kinge lodged that nigbte in the 
playne feildes, about an English myle from Litzen, where the 
enimies randavow was. 

The six of November the Kinge at break of the day nuirched 
his army in forme as I have here inclosed sent yuw, Inmself lead- 
ing the righte winge, the Duke Bernerd Weamer the lefte, and 
Kniphowsen generall malor had the command of the forte. The 
enimies army was ordned like ours, the crabates haveing the 
lefte wynge. The enimie had the advantage of Lypsicke highwaye, 
on either side of which a grsfte^ and dose by the towne stood 4 
wyndmills, which is fortefyed by nature very stronge; ihere they 
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planted 9 peeces of ordyiumo^ and Qn] 2 or 3 other places of ad* 
Tantage they had 12 peeces more. The Kinge, about S of the 
clock, first shon his looseninge, and soe advanced towardes the 
enimie. The enimie at first seemed to advance, which soe soone 
as the Kinge perceaved, he gave presently orders to advance ; 
upon which the enimies tliey retyred again behmde the dike, 
where they had cast upp a kind of a brestworkc ; the enimie had 
ordered the crabates to fall rounde about upon our rere, which 
the Kinge perceaving gave comniaad to the ffyues under the com- 
and of Statehomes to march upon them, which hee did diligent- 
lie. And haveing eighte companies, hee chMged them with lower 
companies, putting them to flighte ; but, upon his retreateing (ao- 
eording to expectation) they charged him soe that they putt him 
to the woiaty till bang received by hit foww companies (tett for 
die parpoae) hee charged them soe sore that he soe rowted them 
that the whole day wee were noe uuae tranbled with them. Upon 
ibis the canons played a while, but wee were pnsently under 
ffaTOor of their canons. And the battaile ioyned aboute tenn of 
the clock, it being then a faire day ; but just as the [battailr] io^nied 
there fell soe great a mistethat wee cold not see onethother, which, 
if it had not bene, I beleevewee had quickly made an ende of that 
daies work (but all must be ns Ood will have it). At our first 
falling on they likewise sett the towne of Litzen on Hire, which 
did us much iiiconTenience, the wynde bloweing the smoak iust 
upon us. Hertzoke Bernerds and Winckles regimentcs were 
comaunded upon the cannons at the mills ; the other cannon were 
soone taken and nailed^ but tliose at the mills three tymes wee 
had in our possession, and weare againe beaten from them. The 
King at the first charging to the graft, was shott through the arme 
and his hones neck ; upon which they would fayne have perswaded 
him to have tetytedi which he refosedj rideing to the heade of tiie 
right winge of hoise^ incoumgeing them^ saying nothing afled hhn« 
and with tha^ comandring them all to follow himj he leaped over 
the graft and chaiged tihe enimie; but there followed him but fower 
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regiments, which weare ennountred with soe many of the enimie 
that they were forced to retyrc. And there the Kinge hein g 
shott through th<» l>eade and through the bodye. There fell iust 
by hira one Truckes his chamber younker, whoe was brought off 
alyve, but since deade : he reported tliat when our horse rctyred 
there came an officer of the enimies, whoe asked him w hue the 
Kinge was, which he refused to tell ; he shott himi through the 
bodye, and with that went to the Kinge d^anding of himself 
what lie waBy to wMd) he replyed he was the Kinge of Swethen ; 
upon whi<^ he thought to have cairyed off the bodye, but seeing 
our hone comeing againeto charge^ he stroak the Kinge through 
the body with a broade sworde twyce, and then rnnn awayv for 
then Herticke Bemerd himself charged with the horaei, beat ,the 
emroie back and brought the corps cS, which Imd leoeaTcd in all 
tenn woundea. T hjB report jitihe-Kinges death comeing amongst

the braver, ao^^ip^TTnoing rfiF"^^^ re^^ ^his d eath_ or dye . 
And soe the victor iott B- PH nce-dyed ^ith a vieto gygj^ Joil JiejigaaL 
killed at tlie first cliarge of the horse, betwene eleaven^andtw^ik'e, 
and tlie battailc lasted till fy ve ; but I beleeveit liad not soe longe 
contyi nod. had it bene cleare weather, for the mist was soe greate 
|that wiien wee had beaten them wee cold not see to foUowe the 
.v,^|victorie. And at last when they weare quite beaten and wee had 
*^^'^urned the cannons at the mills upon them, about 5 of tTu ( 1 n-ke, 
•there came on eight thousand soldyers, Popenham's iirmy, which 
charged againe at the mills, and gave soe brave a solvo that the 
whole day wee had not the like, which the remainder of Hertick 
Bomerdes regiment (which at moat was but 50 stronge, answered) 
with which the comander of tibe fresh army fell, which wee sup- 
pose was Merodo, for Popenham was slayne at the b^jinning of 
the battaile, before his army was come upp. The losse o^ this 
comander soe astonished them all that the officers rann about 
him, and the soldyers flonge downe theire armes and rann awaye, 
and .the officers cold by noe meanes make them longer stande ; ffor

Upon tliat diilce Berncrdc charged himself the mills, beating them 
from their e cannon, and the re lodtjed himself all thatnighte. But 
the dTstracfion was soe ^eat by reason of the losse of our noble 
Kinge, that wee pursued not our victorie that night, but contented 
ourselves with the wynning of the feild and cannon. Wee took 
there on the place 13 half cartours, and about eight other peeces 
and all tlieire amunition ; wee killed ou the place betweene three 
and fouTe thowsand of the enimie, and of our wee lost about 15 
hundred. On the eniniies sidA-mosfcof die great comanden are 
deade, hut Walleston hee is certenly ahott, and ihey say taheoy 
prysoner, but that must be since my leaTeing tiie army ; but, 
however) I ^"^ ^fmaft B****^ti haveing lost th e bra vest 
oomanderliTlKew^d. And I am coi^ent, had it pleased (iodf 
4hirt4S^£irarviV?Rfthis day, he had putt a period to all die warrs 
in Germany ; but now God knowes how things will goe. Thus 
conduded our famous battaile, £urr exceedeing that of Lypsick, for 
had not our foote stoode like a wall, there had not a man of us 
come off alyve, they being certen twyce our number $ and our 
horse did but poorely. The enimie, more affraide then hurt, fled 
in great disorder, and never rested till they came to (blank) upon 
the borders of Voiteland and l^ohcmia. The bores cuttofF twyce 
as many of theire men in theire flight, when noe man fol- 
lowed them, as wee did in the victorie. There is but a small number 
of them together, the greatest parte being num soe fan* away that 
1 doubt they will not soone meet. And if the princes wold now 
doe as they ought, I dare say they will never he able to come to 
any greate heade> we havemg taken all theire amynition, and, 
be^des those ordynance wee took In the place they lefte, about 20 
more hi die felldes by Lypsick. 

Our army the 7dk day marched hack to Wysenfrild to inbafane 
the Kinge, and to tske order for the hurte, whereof there weare 
many, and to gather our horset, whether diere weare many dis- 
banded at the first onsett. 

The iOth of November wee broak up from W3pBenfeild to Peck, 
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to follow the cncmie, bearing the Kingea bodj with XU, which 
mairliotli ht tw'ixt the foote and the horse. 

The 11th wee marched to Borne, where some forces were sent 
to Lipsick, wliere they cutt off above five hundred rit the enemie, 
which lay in the towne, where young Walston is either slayne or 
taken. The castle offered presently to yield upon accorde, which 
was refused^ they liaveiiig intelligence of divers princes and great 
officers were in it. I lefte them playing with greate ordinance 
upon it, and I doubt wot but era tlui is talma in. Kniphowsen 
had an aslaugbte opon FMbeige, having intelligence witb the 
burgers, and thdre cutt off bel^fene 400 and 500 of the 
enemie, and took the towne. Hertick Beraarde himself went 
likewise npon a small towne, where he cutt off three hundTed 
crabatest 

Upon the 12th of November we marched to GrinHnge about 
12,000 stronge, where still our army resideth, expecting the rex- 
chanoellottr, whoe ere now I beleeve is with them, and must settle 
a course with the army. Wee suppose it will ronn still in the 
Swethes name, in the queene and prince's names, and that the 
chanccUour shalbe generall embassadour ; ffor the ambition of the 
princes of Germany is soe great, that tlionc vriW not suffer thother 
to command ; therefore how desperate thmges at this present stand 
I referr it to yow. 

The duke of Sax is the author of all this mischeife, for first 
when hee took iti Prauge, he neither attempted other places which 
then were easily taken, nor kept his army together, but, sepa- 
rateing them to theire winters quarters, suffered the enimie in 
sevrall places to ruyn about 7>000 of his men, and he at last forced 
to quyt all Bohemia, thou|^ he had under his command a brave 
army. And then he suffered Hulk (under his nose), at first being 
but 4,000, to make npp an army of 15,000 strongs, and so spoile 
all Misen; and I dare say, had not the Kinge come downe, he 
had taken the Elve ittreame» and what not^ for in Wittingbeige, his 
prindpall strength (when I passed through there), was not 200 
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soldyers) and had the duke but fnrtefyed Lypsickj Mysen, and 
Freebei^, and mande them well* theire whole anny cold have 
done him noe hanne. But his army, above 26,000 stronge, was 
and is still in Silesia in brave quarters ; and now at last, to recom- 
pense all, when the Kinge, after dyvers postes sending, expected 
him and the duke of Luningberge to be within a dayes march of 
him, they had but then first ordered tlieire randevowe at Mey- 
denberge, 16 or 17 myles from us, which I suppose made the 
Kinge more desperate. Wee have ncwcs he shold be dcade upon 
report of the Kinges death. The duke of Luningburge hath in 
some degrees playde his parte too, for his ambition not suffering 
Bawdis to comand, fbrst him to leate him, which gave Popenham, 
fhdre InaTest generally oportaaitie to march, whiek otherwise he 
durst not. 

Urns goe afiaires in the Neither Saxon -eritea^ whikst above we 
heare of mmghte bnft «Mipeeted violoriea, ffor the field marshall 
Gustavus Home hatk takmi in Lanabei^e, and dyvers other strange 
places* Elsasia is ours, and the passe of Swiserland free. 

Fbulsgrave Bertenfeild ia marched up to Minikin eitherto plunder 
it, or to force them to pay a great eontribution they intended to 
the Kynge, for which they now refuse. Generall Bawdis is now 
fallen into the stifFe of collcr, and there doth his pleasure. Ge- 
nerall Dubalt lyeth in Sylesia ; there the enemie is quite ruinde, 
having but three strengthes in the whole land, and thone in the 
borders of Bohemia; but all those secme but faynte \ ictuncji, in 
regard of the losse of our brave Kinge, whose valour and expe- 
rience was an army alone^ — ^but Goers will must be donej_aa^ wee 



must referr all to him. ■ 

Tarn confidient of tiie lex-chanoeUour's favour, and doubt not 
but soe longe as he lyres he will be my patron. I win doe my 
best to gett my regimwt into tiie army where he comandetii the 
next springe, if we have nothing to doe with Poland^ which I thinke 
wee shall not. The ddest prince being certdne elected {blank) 
and I beleeye cheafly by the kinge of Swethen's meanes; but 
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God knoweth what the amotion of kinges may make them

We iiave great jelousies in the armyes, that in the day of battaille 
there was false playe. There was in the army one duke Fraunce 
Albert Sachen Lowenberge, whoe alwaies served the eniinye, but 
who lately is come on the Kinges side, haveing no charge, only a 
volenteere. Hee that day was seene to alter hih clothes, and when 
the Kinge was goeing to charge was alwaies by him; but as hee 
duu^^ retyred his servantes^ or he gyveing oat he was ahott, 
when nothing ayled him« But that whidi I midiked moat» widun 
three dayes he poated firom tiie anny to Wyttingberge, thenee to 
the duke of Saxen, and in all plaeea openly gave out that the 
Kinge was kiUed^ a Hunge not soe fitting to be done, espedally 
amongst the Tulger aotte.

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INTRODUCTION. 



This MS. Dkory is now in the possesnon c»f the editor, a 
descendant of the writer. Dr. Lake was bom, acofwding to his 
olvn aoooant^ on NoTenber, 1648, the son of a deiigyman at 
Exeter. He was a scholar of Wadham Coll^e^ Oxford, and sfter- 
wards (abeording to Andiony Wood) migrated to Cambridge, where 
he took his degrees in sits and went into orders. He seems to 
have been oonneoted in early life witih the Earl of Bath's &mily ; 
but beeame attached to the serrioe of the Dnke of York about 1670, 
and obtained the Arehdeaoonry of Exeter in 1676. He was also 
Rector of the united parishes of St. Mary-at-Hill and St. Andrew 
Hubbard, London ; and a brother of the Trinity House. lie ^vas 
connected with the Devonshire family of the Walronds. He was 
the author of some devotional treatises, especially one of some 
reputation, "Officium Eucharisticum j a preparatory service to a 
devout and worthy receiving of the Lord's Supper."* A head of

a short time before the commencement of the following Diary; the 15th in 1(193, and 
tbe 30th in 1743.

Pepys. He died on the IstFebruaiy, 17^4, and the following 
inscription was placed on his monument in St. Katharine's, Tower 
Hill; from which it appears that his executors were fully impressed, 
like himself, with the sense of the inadequacy of the reward his 
merit and serrioes had met with.

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November Ath, 1677-* — This week hath produced four memo- 
rable things. The Lady Mary and the Prince of Orange were 
marryed on the SiiiHlay the Duchessef was broui^ht to bed of the 
Duke of Cambridge on tiie Wednesday; the Arclibishop of Can- 
terbury X dyed on the Friday ; and on the same day Lady Ann 
appear'd to have the small pox. 

October 2\st, 1677.— The Duke of York din'd at Whitehall ; 
after dinner return'd .to Saint James', took Lady Alary into her 
closet, and told her of the marriage designed between her and the 
Prince of Orange ; whereupon her luglmesB wept all that after* 
noon and the following day. That eyening the marriage was 
dedared in council, the duke assuring them that however he was 
represented abroad) he did hernnx and would in all his actions^ 
ume at the security and peace of the kingdom^ and would never 
hinder but that his children should be educated in the religeon 
of the Church of England, )R^ich caused .generall joy in the 
GOuncill. 

October 2%iuL — ^The council at 5 o'clock came to St. Jamas' to

Nov. Uh, — ^At nine o'clock at night the marriage was solemnised 
in her highness's bed-chamber. The King, who gave her away, 
was very pleasant all the while ; for he desir'd that the Bishop of 
London f would make haste, lest his sister sliould bee delivered 
of a son, and so the marriage be disappointed ; and when the 
prince endowed iier with all his worldly goods, hee willed to put 
all up in her pockett, for 'twas clear gains. At eleven o*clack they 
went to bed, and his majesty came and drew the curtains, and 
said to the prince, " Now, nephew, to your worke ! Hey ! St. 
George for England 

Nov. 5. — ^The lord mayor and alderuicu came to congratulate 
the marriage, and there was a gencrall joy throughout the city, 
testifyed by ringing of bells, btAifires, &c. The 4th of November, 
whereon the prince was marryed, was his birthday, as also the 
Inrthday of his mother^ and the day* of his father^s death. Novr. 
5th in the morning, the prince, by his favorite the Lord Benthein,^ 
presented her highnesse with jewelEs to the valne of £iO,000.§ 

Nw, fih4 — The Dnchesse of York was safely deUvered of a son, 
to the great joy of the whole court (but the Clarendon party), at 
nine o'clock at night. The child is hnt little, but sprightly, and

Siiee bad me indeed to do as I thought fitt, bat 
unsatisfyed with what shee said to mee, I address'd to the Bishop 
of Tjondon,|| who commanded to wait constantly on her highnesse,

mee : in wliicb re^nrd I thought it niy duty before I went to her 
highnesse_, to take iny leave of the princesse, who designed for 
Holland with her husband the Friday after. I perceived her eyes 
full of tears, herself very disconsolate, not only for her ntter't 
fllnesse, but also for some discontent oocasioiied by the princes 
urging her to remove her lodgings to WhitefaaQ^ which the prin- 
cesse would by no means bee penwaded. I appni'd her highnesae 
to this purposety that I had die honour frequently to retire with 
her into her closet, bat did call God to witnesse that I never 
said there or elsewhere any thing contrary to the holy scriptures, 
or the doctrine or discipline of the Church of England, and I did 
hope that the things which I had instructed her in might still 
remain with her ; that I had been with her 7 years, and no person 
who hath lived so long at court but did make a far greater ad- 
vantage of his time than I have don, having gotton but £100 a 
year, wherefore I did humbly request her highneiisc, that at her 
departure she would recommend nu to the king, duke, and the 
Bishop of London ; and I would indeavour to requite this favour 
by being very careful! of the right principliiig and instruction of 
her sister the Lady Anne, of whom I had ab-eady all possible 
assurances that she would bee very good. In fine, I wiah'd her 
all prosperity, that God woidd bless her, and ahow her fiiTonr in 
the sight of strange people among whom abee went; wherewith 
I kneeled down and kiss'd her gown. Her highnesse gave mee 
dianks for all my kindnesses, and assured mee shee would do all 
shee could for mee, but was able to say no more for weeping, and 
so tum*d her back and went into her doset. At S o'dodk I went 
to Lady Anne, and (considering her ^temper) found her very well, 
without any headake, backake, or fever. 1 read prayers to her, 
and at 4 o'dock preached at Albemarle house* on Joh. 13, 17 v.

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I returned to Lady Anne at 7 o'clock, and found her as 1 left her j 
the pox were very small and not many. 

Nov. Vlth. — ^They appear'd very mnny, and her highnesse some- 
what giddy and very much disordered. Iler liighnesse requested 
mee not to leave her, but come often to her : recanuncnded to 
mee her foster sister, that I would take care to insu uct her in the 
Protestant religion. At night 1 christen'd iier nurse's child, call'd 
Mary. 

Nov. 13ih and 14/^.— Her highnesse continued very ill, 
Nov. 15^^.— Was the queen's liiirth day; there mis a ball at 
court, in order whereto ibe princesse attir'd herselie very richly 
with all her jewella. From the ball she was appointed imme- 
diately to nndresse herselfe and to go aboard ; wherdFore Uie family 
did all take their leaves of her about 8 o'clock in tlie evening and 
kiss'd her hand. There were many unlucky circumstances which 
did seem to retard and embitter their departure ; as the sicknesse 
of Lady Ann, the dangerous distemper of lady governesse, who 
was left behind, and her husband too,* the princesse's master of 
the horse, obliged to stay ; the sudden death of Mr. Hemlock, her 
nurse's father, which hapned at St. James's this night about 9 
o'clock : the illnesses of Mrs. Trelawney's father and her uncle ; 
as also Mr. White's dangerous sicknesse, who was appointed to 
attend them. God preserve her highnesse, and make her voyage 
and abode in Hollaml })rosperous to her ! 

Nov. lG//<.— The wind being easterly, their highnesses were 
still dctain'd at St. James\ Tliis day the court began to whisper 
the prince's sullennesse, or clownishnesse, tliat hee took no notice 
of his princesse t at the playe and balic, uur came to see her at St.

Nov. lOlh. — This morning about 'J a'cloek (the wind being 
westerly) their highnesses^ accompany'd with his majesty and 
royal highnesse, took barges at Whitehall with tereml other per- 
sons of quality. The princesse wept grieTOusly all the morning, 
requested the Duchesse of Monmouth to come often to her sister, 
to accompany her to the dbapple the first time shee was able to 
appear there, and to think often on her; shee left also two letters 
to be delivered to her sister as soon as she was recoTened. The 
queen observing her highnesse to weep as shee took leave of her 
majesty, would have comforted het with the consideration of her 
own condition when shee came into England, and had never till 
then seen the king; to whom her highnesse presently replied, 
*^ But, madam, you came into England ; but 1 am going out of 
England." They all dined at Elif :* his majesty and royal 
highnesse went with them in sight of Gravesend, and so returned 
to Whitehall about G o'clock. 

Noiy. 23rJ.-— The governesse Lady Frances Villierst died at St. 
James*. 

Nov. 25th. — I was whisperd at St. James's that Lady Ilarriotte 
Hydel should succeed as governesse: seldom comes a better.

This day I heard an account of a dream which the duchess had, 
nnd wMcb Timch discomposed her; viz. that whilst she lav in bed 
the Lady Frances Yilliers appear'd to her, and told lier that shee 
was damn'dj and now in the flames of Hell ; whereto sljee answerd, 
" How can this 1)6 ? I cannot believe it." Whereto the lady re- 
ply'd, " Madam, to convince you, feel my hand," which seemed so 
extremely hott that it was impossible for the duchess to endure itj 
whereat she awuk'd much affrii^hted, and told the dream to several! 
of her visitants, iJuL the Earle of Suffolk, j and her other relations, 
seem'd much concem'd at the duchess for relating it ; and, indeed, 
it oecasion'd a great deal of discourse both at court and in the 
dty.

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Dec. 1 3 ^/i.— Walking M-itli Mr. Ellis, was told by him tlie reason 
of the great kindness which Archbishop Laud liad for Dr. Morgan 
ap Owen that whilst liec was Bishop of St. David's a consider- 
able lease cxpir'd ; he ofter'd the tenants to renew it for 900/. 
but they wouki give no more than 500/. Mr. Owen, then a school- 
master in Wales, hasten'd to the bishop, and told him the worth 
of it, and advised iiim that when they came again hee should pre- 
tend the disposall of it to mcc for l,r)00/., with this proviso, that 
upon reasonable conditions it .should be rcturu'd to themj where- 
fore they addressed to Mr. Ovenj and ofiSer'd him a repayment of 
the 1,500/., which he refoBed^and they wen pufsnaded to give him 
1^700/., which sum bee brought to Bishop land's; by means 
whereof the bishop paid all his debts, and appeared in good fiwhion 
at the court; wherefore his interest made the said Dr. Owen 
Bishop of Landaffe, and would haye translated him to St. DaTid's, 
had not his untamdy death prevented % which broke Bishop 
Owm's heart| for hee dyed within two days of the noticis of it* 

The Duke of Cambridge was opened this morning, and his en- 
tnuls found perfectly sound ; that in the opinion of the physicians 
he might have lived many years had not Mrs. Chambers and Mrs. 
Manning, his dry nurse, struck in the humour which broke forth 
under his arm and at his navell, instead of putting a cole leafe to 
draw it out ; quo natura tendit, tendat, quo movet, moveat ; where- 
fore the whole court was conccrn'd at it ; and the duke v'us never 
known to grieve so much at the death of ariy of his other children. 

Dec. l&k. — Lady Anne came to chapple,and appear'd thoroughly 
recover'd. This week people did variously discourse of tlic expec- 
tations of the next session of Parliament, which would commence 
Jan. 15 ; wherein the king rcsolv'd to propose a war with France. 
But 'twas generally thought that they would oppose his majesty's 
designs ; 1st. by teazing their Speaker, and labouring to dispossesse

Dec. S^ndi — JjuBj Tarnumtiti * told me what great afflidAons ihe 
Conntessof Dauby t groaned nnder becaose of her two wnat 
that the Lord lAtimer (her eldest) and his lady were sadly 
diseased with the poz^ and did even begin to rott; and the Lord 
Dumblane (her second son, and a very boy) was sent into France 
to bee cured of the same disease ; insomuch that shee passionately 
wish'd herself lady Osborne again^ and in the same condition 
wherm she was in Yorkshire seven years ago. A just recom- 
pense of her ill usage of her nearest relations, particularly Lady 
Yarmouth, suffering them to groan under troubles when 'twas in 
her power to relieve them, and without any prejudice to herselfe. 

Dec. 23rd. — I administered the sacrament to the Lord John 
Barclay t (being not well), and his lady discoursing with Dr. 
Turner in the vestry concerning the succession to tiie see of 
Canterbury, hcc said that hce was to\d ])y one who was at the top

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book, which lice was encouraged by my lord treasurer"^ aud some 
bisliops to print in behalfc of those who are falsly called Church- 
Catholicks, to make way for an act of parliament which was 
designed in favor of them ; the design of the book was to distin- 
guish between them and the Jcsuited jiarty, and that the favor of 
a toleration should bee granted to them. Whoever was the tiiist 
author of this legerdemain, certain it is that his royal highness 
was well pleased with the book j of which I gave Sir Allen this 
notice> vis. that at the last session of the parliament tiie dnka 
stepM from the other side of the House of Lords to the present 
bishop of Exon^ Br. Lamplugb^ and wish'd him joy of his bishop- 
rick, and demanded who was his suooessor in the living of St* 
Martyn's : hee told him. Dr. Lloyd ; the duke replyedj hee knew 
him, and that hee was a very learned and wortJiy man, and that 
hee had lately written an excellent book. The bishop wondied of 
the duke's design in talking to him, to whom hee had never hefbre 
spoke ; but it seems 'twas to applaud Dr. Lloyd and Ins book. 

Dec. 3nM.— This day Dr. William Sandcroft, Dean of St Foul's, 
was dcclar'd Archbishop of Canterbury, contrary to the expecta- 
tions of all the court ; and to the dissatisfaction of many bishops^ 
who resented his leap from the deanry of I^ul*s over their heads 
unto the primacy. It could not be imagined at court what or who 
urged the king to promote him, unless (as t'was most generally 
Buijpos'd) a particular esteem and kindness his majesty always had 
for him ; as appears from this instance, that when in the time of 
the late plague the last archbishop fell dangerously sick, and not 
likely to recover, the king was heard to say at Oxford hee knew 
no person more fitt to succeed him than the Dean of Paul's ; adde 
hereunto, that when Dr. Sudbury Dean of Durliam iiad in the year 
1670 prcuclied an excellent sermon before the king, Dr. Cosins, 
Bishop of Durham, who then waited as clerk of the closet for the 
Bishop of Oxford, told him, " Sir, this man and the Dean of Paul's 
I presumed to recommend to be chaplains to your majesty j" the

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king presently answered him, " My lord, recommend two such more 
to mee, and I will return you any four I have for tliem." 'T was 
afterwards surmiz'd that my lord chancellor was his great friend, 
and that he i.aid to the kin^ a fortnight ago, " Sir, I will not pre- 
sume to recommend au archbishop to your majesty, but I will 
presume to say, that the Dean of Paul's is the iittest person in 
your three kingdoma for it;** and that my lord treasurer too diil 
dandeatinely befnend hiin» tho' he told the Biahop of London but 
three daya before that bee migbt sett hia heart at rest, for bee would 
certabily be archbiahop. The Dolce did most gladly submitt to it, 
wiUmg that any should be archbishop rather than the Bishop of 
London : *■ wherefore a senrant of his liighness and a good Protest- 
ant dining wifb Mr. Coleman a fortnight (ago ?) began with him 
some diacoorse eoncerning a succeeding arcMnahop; to whom Mr. 
C!oleman openly and freely said, that the Bishop of London must 
not expect to bee the man, because of his forwardness in perse- 
cuting the Roman Catholics, particularly the Portogall ambassador 
and himselfe ; however he thought him to bee a very honest gentle- 
man, and that what hee did was by the instigation of other men • 
adding that at this time tlic scales were equally pois'd, and in one 
of them was the Dean of St. Paul's, in the other the Bishop of 
Oxford, and that one of them would certainly be archbishop ; and 
without all question the Bishop of London might with his interest 
have turn'd the scales for the Bishop of Oxford, did not my lord 
treasurer all along caresse him as secure of it for liimself ; wherefore 
the king sent Mr. Chiffincli f last evening to look out the Dean of St.

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Paul's, and command h\m fo attend liis majesty about 5 a*clock at 
his lodgings. Mr. CliitliiK li. after a long search of him, found him 
at the Bishop of Liniduirs, call'd him aside, and declar'd his mes- 
sage. Tlie dean, much uppal'd, cry'd out, ' What have I don, since 
Ills majesty hath now sent for race r" Mr. Chiffinch satisfy'd him 
that the king was not angry with him, nor sent for him upoB any 
BQch account. At 5 a'clock hee attended his majesty at Mr. 
Chiffinch'a lodgings, and was offered by Mm the awlibishopriclc, 
but appeared very mrailling to accept it, telling lua majesty that 
hee was very unfitt for it thro* his solitary life which he had a long 
while led, desiring his majesty to recommend to it aome bishop 
more worthy of it. His majesty pleasantly answer'd him, that 
whether he would accept it or no hee had already given away his 
dcanry^ which was bestowM on Dr. Stillingfleely and Dr. Stilling- 
fleefs residentiaryship conferr'd on Dr. Tillotson, Dean of Canter- 
bury, for hia better a^^poii, by my lord chancelloir'B iiieaiifl» ooa* 
trary to his majesty's prepronnse to Dr. Holder, who was subdean 
of his chappie some years, and had don him very considerable 
servicc'=^. 'T was noised at court that the king had given tlie arch- 
bishop a barge and a coach and six horses ; but it is most certain 
that hee forgave liim his first fruits, nor had hee one ])eny at 
present towards the defraying of them ; for it was credibly told 
mee by one who heard him say it within a short time after the 
burning of London, " I did once think uiysclfc a rich uuiu when I 
had fifty pounds beforhand, which money I entrusted witli a 
merdumt who broke, and it mbcarryed ; and now I resolve never 
to bee rich again and he was as good as hia word, giving away 
all that he could get towards the building of Fftul's,and took more 
pains to resign his preferments than other men would to gett them ; 
yis. his archdeaconry of Canterbury to Dr. Parker, his prebend of 
Durham to Mr* Holdsworth, and a good Hying nigh Durham to 
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another person. Tlic Earle of Tlioumond encountering this day 
the Bishops of London and Durham as they came from chappie, 
told them very pit asantly, "My lords, you have been shown a 
Newiiiarkt t tru k ; hut you sec God AUraighty'vS rule doth often 
hold, — hee putteth down the mighty from their seat, and cxuiteth 
them of low degree.** 

Jan, 5/A^Thi8 week the Bishop of London required all the 
ministerB of London to meet him at Paal's^ where hee recom- 
mended to them these four things ; first, that they would make a 
eomhination among themselves of preachers to preach every 
Wednesday and Friday in Lent, hoth at St. Bride's, in the west, 
and St. Christopher's^ in the east, which accordingly they did; 
2. that they would think of some way to suppress private cbrist- 
nings, except in case of necessity ; 3. to restore catechizing in all 
the churches in the afternoon ; 4th. that they would meet him in 
that place once every month to consult about the state of their 
parish and parishioners. 

/on. Discoursing with Mr. Masters about the arrhhishops 
hee told mee that hee had often heard him preach, and did always 
believe him to bee cither a very pious or a vcr\' cunning man ; but 
hee was very sorry to licar what was reported of liim by his own 
servant, that hee was more than suspected to have bceu more than 
decently intimate with one Mrs. Bembo, in Maiden Lane, in 
Covent Garden, at (whose?) house he then lodged, whicli oc- 
casioned a friend of Mr. Masters (meaning, I suppose. Dr. Til- 
lotson,) to i)aulk all acquaiiiUince with him, whereto he was much 
courted. Whereto 1 replied that it could not be so, when he took 
so much paina to give away his preferments $ fur persona who 
indulge that lust, instead of disposing what they have, do com- 
monly desire more to maintain it* However it recallM to my 
mind what Mr. Nott^ the bookbinder, told mee when we were 
once walking, about 5 years since, in Maiden Lane, and saw this 
ymamxk fitting in her door^ I do not like this woman^ for she hath

said very ill things of the D. of P." viz* tbinga to the same purpose 
of what was mentioned before.* 

Jan. Sih. — This morning my friend Dr. Francis Tunier'sf wife 
died in childbed, to his great griefe, thro' the ill-usage (as 'twas 
thought,) of a Quaker, her midwife. 

Jan. y. — 1 was very sorry to understand that the Princess of 
Orange, since her being in Holland, did sometimes play at cards 
upon the Sundays, which would doabdess give offenoe to that 
people.l I remember tiiat about two years nnce, being mfSk her 
highness in her eloaett, shee required my opinion of it. I told her 
I oould not say 'twas a sin to do so> but 'twas not ^pedienfy and 
for fear of giving offence I advised her highness not to do it, nor 
did shee play upon Sundays while shee continued heie in England.

Dr. Lalce of Gariiek Hill, and otiien, 
have, as I am informed, filled your city with a report that I go constantly to this parisli 
church, and pray for I know not whom, nor how, and receive the holy sacramcat there, 
SO that my cousin had something to do to satisfy even my friends that it was quite 
Otenriae.** D'Oyly's lUt of Saneroft, vol. ii. p. 18. Dr« Biidi, hi n M& note to 
this passage (in the British Museum copy of the original ediUw of the letter to Sir H. 
North), says this was the rector of St. Mary at Ilill.

Tlic next 
day, when he conducted liis majesty over the park to his execu- 
tion, and was delivering him up to another guard, the king call'd 
and whisper 'd him to this effect: "Coll. ToniUnson, I gave you 
some memorandums last night about my buryall, but have since 
thought better on it, atxl would have you take no notice of what 
I told you ; for Charles himself will returne and bury mee." People 
genially well pleased with this vote; and the forreign minbters 
at court coidd not but admire that this aoleinnity hath been 
neglected all this lime. Wee proceeded to mention the king's 
readineBse in foretdling erentsy and from this to his Sors Yirgt- 
llansy vhich hapned at Oxford in the time of the Ute war, and 
whilst the parliament sate there ; vis. that his majesty bdng tired out 
with businesse and afflictions, resolT^d to recreate himselfe wi<& 
some young noblemen who were students there, by pricking in 
VirgiU for his fortune, which he did, and lighted upon Dido's curse 
to MnsM when hee left heri" [lib. 4, 615—620.]

Lee, tliiiL the princessc was grown somewhat i'att, and very beauti- 
full withal } that shee did sometimes goe (by Dr. Lloyd's conni- 
Tttnoe) to the English oongregatkm at the Hague : whereat I uras 
mudi troubled^ and bo were all other honest and loyale p^Bons 
who had notice of it : for this church ia senr'd by a non-conform- 
ist minister out of England, and maintain'd by the States to draw 
people thither for tiie increase of thor trade. Nor would Dr. 
Brown suffer the late princesse royale to be drawn Ihlther^ though 
in the worst of times^ when there was hardly any face of a church 
of England. And yet the present bishop of Winchester t hath 
preach'd in that church when he was chaplain to the Queene of 
Boh^nta^ for which his lord^Mp suffered much in his reputation, 

Febr. 24th. — I waited on the bishop of St. David's,^ with whom I 
found the bishop of Exeter, who discoursing of and lamenting the 
debaucherys of the nation, and particularly of the courts imputed 
them much to the untimely death of the old king, who was idways 
very severe in the education of his present majesty : insomuch 
that at St. Mary's in Oxford hee did once hitt him on the head 
with his stafFe when he did observe iiim to laugh (at sermon time) 
upon tlie ladys who sate against him. 'T was at that time ob- 
serv'd, his maicsty had good spirit and courai?e ; for some of the 
officers being gone forth into the countrcy to ]il under, accidentally 
met witlv an old captain who was one of Cromwell's officers, and

ask d them what they design'd to do with hira : they said, they were 
carrying him to his father ; the king immediately replied, " Carry 
him rather to the gallows and hang him up, for if you carry him 
to my fitfher, hee'k surely pardon Yam," 

Manh 19M.-^The prolooutorship of the convocation being 
vacant upon the promotion of Dr. 8andcroft to the archbiahoprick^ 
wee were amnmon'd to appear at Weatminster and elect another 
prolocutor, to which place Dr.StQlingfleet, dean of St. Paul's, was 
nnonimously chosen ; who forti&nith made choice of Dr. Crowther,t 
prebend of Worcester, to present him. The same day ^ House 
of Commons seem'd to be very angry with and to tslk high against 
the king's caball, by reason of the wars abroad. Sir Thomas 
ClaigesI boldly saying that the privy conncill signify'd little but to 
tMaam the miscaniages of some non-conformist minister, or a

Dr. Crowthw, who 
presented him, did first make a Latine 8peech> in which was nothing 
observable but his extravagant commendations of him and lus 
workes^ particularly his Irenicum, calling it candidissimum Ireni- 
cum: which weedl admii'd hee should say, that was ever ac- 
counted a thoroughpac'd man for the church of England. The 
prolocutor proceeded and made his speech^ wherein hee pretended 
to excuse himself as unworthy of this great office, as unable to 
manage it, specially considering the dangers wherein our church at 
preset lay, the might and multitude of her adversaries. • This don, 
the Bishop of London (the archbishop absenting himself) spoke, 
and very much commended the prolocutor for his modesty and 
lii-s learning, saying these words, " Neminem Antichristi meenia tam 
feliciter evertissc, et idololairicas superstitiones debellasse." This 
week I was called to visit Mrs. Manwaring, niece to Sir Michael 
Hcneage, who was very sick of a fever, and shortly after dyed 
of it. 

Mar. 28th. — This day 1 accepted Mr. Charle> Heron of Exeter 
to bee my register, the office (by the advice of good councill) being 
vacant, for that Mr. Shernuuis, the last registers, farmed it to Mr. 
Atberton, thdr deputy, contrary to die statute of iJie 511i and 6th 
of Edward the 6th. Whereupon Dr. Masters came to me from 
the Bishop of Exceter, and advis'd mee oi its meaning, and re- 
quested me to bestow it on him, who had been his servant. The 
bishop also incourag*d me hereunto in Westminster Hall, and Dr. 
Fullwood wrote two letters to mee to the same purpose, having 
already disposed his registry to his son, which was too in the 
possession of the Shermans; nor was I unwilling to hearken to 
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hini> because the Shermans never came to see mee, alfho' arch- 
deacon, but were perfiecdy strangers to mee ; wherefore they ex- 
ceedingly clamour'd, and began a law suit with us, being abetted 
by the lord chancellor their great friend, which made the bishop 
seem ignorant of and unconcem'd in our proceedings $ howerer^ he 
did that very night confirm my patent. 

Mar. 31st, — Being Easter day, was the first time Lady Anne 
received the sacrament. The Rishoj) of I^xon preached at St. 
James's, and consecrated ; and flincd witli mee that day. Her 
highnesse was not (through neghgencc) instriirtcd how much of 
the wine to drink, but draiik of it twice or tiincc, whereat 1 was 
much concern'd, lest the duke should have notice of it.* 

April ^th. — I am confident to write a letter to the Princess of 
Orange, to give her an account that her sister had received the 
holy sacrament. The same day I began my journey to Exceter, 
in die company of Mr. Sym<mds> a dtizen of Ijondon, and a natiye 
of Dordiester, and Mr. Sanders the nonconformist's son of 
Honyton. 

ApriU 7M. — At Salisbury I heard an excellent sermon preach'd 
by the Revd. Mr. Joseph Kelsey, prebendary of that chnrch ; was 
conrtoonsly invited and treated at dinner by Mr. > brother* 
in-law to Mr. Symonds. 

Apr» 9ih, — I (»me to Exceter^ having parted with Mr. Symonds 
at Dorchester. At Honyton my brother and Mr. Heron met mee, 
and at Honyton's Clist Mr. Crymes, Mr. Hooper, 8cc. 

Apr. I4ih. — I came forth at Exceter with Sir Wm. Walrond to 
his Bradfield,t where I had the happinesse once more to see my 
aunt Walrond^ whom I had not seen before in ten years : the next

Walrond and his brother, and 
some other persons of qimUty, did mcc the honor to dine with mee. 
The next day I rcturn'd to Excetcr, after having dined that day 
with Mr. Gilbert at Mr. Sainthiirs, a justice of peace, at Bradnich. 

Apr. I9th. — I visited at Excetcr j Mr. Kingston, vicar of Chris- 
tow, preachM very well on 2 Cor. 5, 20. 

4pr» 2Brd, — I viaited the Christianitys.*^ ^VhUst I wbb at 
Szoii^ I did fteqoently <midt Mr. Bicliard EHott in person, who 
formerly had been page to the Earle of Bathe, and wben in his 
servioe I did often inatruot and prepare him for the saeiament. 
Hee was put in prison for wilfoDy murUiering Mr. Crymes, a 
genlteman of this country, and condemned to die, but had gotten 
& reprieve to the next assises. I found him very tractable and 
serious.

We, the Auditors appointed to audit the Accounts of tlie Camden
